ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 

The best form of government by the people is that 
exemplified by the town meeting. The combined 
judgment, conscience and intelligence of many men 
having common interests in the consideration and 
determination of public measures, and dealing with 
them directly, is better than that of one man, or 
a body of men, acting in a representative capacity. 

Unfortunately, the conditions incident to a large 
population in a community make it difficult to 
administer its affairs by means of town meeting 
methods. Agents and instrumentalities must be em- 
ployed to do the work necessary to be done, and 
therein is the difficulty confronting the American 
people to-day in the government of cities. When 
the people themselves cease directly to govern, and 
transfer that power to a few of their number, it 
is a step removed from the source of power, and 
the danger to good government by reason of selfish 
and irresponsible action begins. Men elected to 
public office are sometimes unmindful that they are 
the servants, not the masters, and not unfrequently 
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yield to the temptation to make use of their posi- 
tion and the public funds, for the advancement of 
private interests, and not for the public advantage. 

Legislative action is too frequently sought for in 
aid of enterprises begotten wholly of selfish inter- 
ests and intrigue, and constant watchfulness and 
discrimination are necessary to distinguish between 
measures of public benefit, and projects calculated 
to help the few at the expense of the many. 

What will ensure good municipal government? 

First. It is certain that the nomination and elec- 
tion of honest and intelligent men to administer 
municipal affairs is essential to secure the end de- 
sired. 

Secondly. A manifestation and expression of in- 
terest, watchfulness and concern by the people in 
the transactions of the governmental . bodies of cities, 
is exceedingly beneficial, having the effect of a 
moral tonic. 

Thirdly. By a concentration of power with ac- 
companying responsibility in the heads of the various 
departments, and ultimately in the chief executive 
of the city. Responsibility without power is an 
injustice, and divided responsibility is ineffective in 
the ratio of divisibility in the case of government 
by agents or representatives. T am of the view 
expressed last year in my address to the City Coun- 
cil, that the current expenses of the city should 
be paid from the tax levy to the extent it is pos- 
sible to do so; but my experience of last year has 
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convinced me of the necessity, as well, of supple- 
menting this recommendation with another equally 
as important — that the committees of the City 
Council live within their appropriations, otherwise 
the “Pay as you go” policy may result in the 
increase of the appropriations, and in an increase 
of extravagance in the expenditure of the amounts 
appropriated. 

The chief items of expenditure are labor and 
material ; principally, the item of labor. In some 
of the departments the employment of labor is pro- 
portionate to the amount of the appropriation, and 
at times disproportionate to the legitimate needs of 
the city in this respect. 

The practical thoughts I wish to emphasize in 
leaving this branch of my subject are few and 
easily understood. Employ business methods in the 
conduct of the city’s affairs. Pay the current ex- 
penses from the tax levy to the extent the law 
will admit, but live within the appropriation when 
made, and get a fair equivalent for every dollar of 
money expended. Give careful consideration to 
every measure that comes before the City Council, 
guarding against parsimony on the one hand and 
extravagance on the other, but mindful of the needs 
of the future as well as the present. 

I will first invite your attention to the financial 
condition of the city from the following statement 
furnished me by the Auditor.

NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

The first to be 
finished was the Moody School building, which was 
dedicated with appropriate exercises on the twelfth 
day of April. 

The Memorial Building was dedicated on the third 
day of June ; the new City Hall was dedicated on 
the fourteenth day of October, and the new High 
School building on the twenty-first day of December. '

CITY LIBRARY. 

In the month of June the library and reading 
room were opened to the public at their new quar- 
ters in the Memorial building, and with increased 
accommodations and admirable facilities for the growth 
and development of the library and reading room, 
the growth of patronage has been so large as to 
necessitate the opening and furnishing of a new 
room to supply the growing demands for space. A 
large number of photographs of places of historic 
interest in Europe have been hung on the walls, 
and plaster busts and statues artistically arranged 
in the reading room ; a step in the direction of art 
culture in Lowell that has been long needed. 
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The accession of books to the library since it 
was first made public in October, 1883, are as 
follows :

The circulation of books for the year 1893 was 
126,215, average daily circulation 457. The expen- 
diture on account of the library* and reading room 
during the year was $18,221.84. 


SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The schools of Lowell were never in better con- 
dition than they are to-day. Under the wise and 
energetic supervision of the superintendent, modern 
methods of instruction have been introduced, and 
various agencies employed to awaken interest in 
educational matters in the citv. The teachers, as a 
rule, are enthusiastic, as shown by their frequent 
meetings and conferences, and the results cannot be 
otherwise than beneficial. The success attendant 
upon the introduction of Kindergarten methods of 
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instruction into the public schools of the city is 
unquestioned. Kindergarten schools were established 
last year in Centralville, at the Training School, and 
at the Moody school. 

A manual training school has been established 
within a few months at the old City Hall, and the 
progress of the experiment in this city will be 
watched with the deepest interest. 

The evening schools of every grade are in ex- 
cellent condition, and receive the hearty support 
and favoring care of the School Board. 

I commend to your perusal the report of the 
superintendent for more exact information of the 
condition and needs of the schools. The amount 
expended in this department is very large, but it 
is cheerfully paid by the tax payers, if it be shown 
that the schools maintain their high standard of ex- 
cellence. The strength and perpetuity of the republic 
depend largely upon the intelligence of the people, 
and the extent and character of the intelligence is 
to be measured by the efficiency of the public 
schools. During the year two fine school houses 
have been completed, and are now in use, the 
Moody school building and the new high school 
building. This year the Chelmsford street school 
will be finished, and the extension to the Butler 
School building completed. 

The total expenditures for schools for the past 
year were $226,015.00 and for school houses were 
$184,081.30. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The fears entertained of a visitation to the city 
last year, of cholera or typhoid fever were happily 
not well founded. Indeed, the city was unusually 
free from pestilence or unusual fatality from disease 
during the year. 

I believe the Board of Health has been vigilant 
in guarding against the advent or spread of dis- 
ease, and is equipped and provided with agencies to 
prevent or check epidemics in our midst. It is 
very certain that a large amount of money is ex- 
pended by this department, and there would be no 
. excuse for failure to meet the needs of the public 
in case of exigency. 

The city is endeavoring to secure a source of 
purer water supply than is afforded by the Merrimack 
River, by the use of driven wells, and if success- 
ful in the attempt, it will materially reduce the 
present menace to public health. The disposition of 
swill, garbage, a,nd other waste products by the cre- 
matory is not wholly a solved problem as yet. A 
considerable proportion of the waste products of the 
city by reason of the lack of facilities cannot be 
disposed of by combustion, and it is one of the 
vexing questions for the future, how to dispose of 
all the refuse of the city at the least expense, and 
with the least annoyance to the citizens. 

I am very clear in my view that swill should 
not be made a subject of merchandise, with the 
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risk of it being fed to cattle, nor should it be de- 
posited on dumps. It is not improbable that in the 
near future some means will be discovered to 
utilize these waste products without occasioning a 
nuisance or injury to public health. As it is, the 
crematory is doing a great deal to lessen the evils 
confessedly existing prior to its introduction. 

Two Inspectors were appointed last year, having 
passed the examination required by the rules of 
the Civil Service. Their duties are to make a 
thorough and systematic examination of tenement 
houses in the city, and to tabulate their reports 
for office use. 

The expenditures in this department for the past 
year were $49,426.54. 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


The city is fortunate in having in its service as 
Inspector of meat and provisions, a gentleman who 
combines zeal with knowledge in the discharge of 
his duties. The duties of the office are no longer 
performed in a perfunctory manner, but with a 
scientific skill and accuracy befitting the nature of 
the work incident to the position. 

About 1258 samples of milk have been chemically 
analyzed by this official the past year, and about 
33 samples of water have been analyzed. 
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STREETS. 

Last year was an unusually active one in the 

department of streets, due in part to extraordinary 
causes. There were unusually heavy falls of snow 
last winter, and the city did its full share toward 
making the roads and ways passable, which entailed 
the employment of an extra large number of 

men. Later in the year the depressed condition of 
business resulted in a large increase of the un- 

employed, and contributed to increase materially the 
ordinary quota of men in the employment of the 
city in this department. Chelmsford Street was 
paved last year, also Lakeview Avenue. Labor 
constitutes the chief item of expense in this depart- 
ment, and the sum expended therefor is almost 
wholly dependent upon the amount of the appropria- 
tion and the pleasure of the Committee on Streets. 
The amount expended for paving during the year 
was $35,367.27. 

It is a large undertaking to keep the streets and 

ways in repair and to do the work necessary to 
be done in the street department, but there is a 
temptation to extravagance in the expenditure of 
money therefor, which should be resisted, and above 
all a fair equivalent should be received for every 
dollar spent. There should be a weekly or fort- 
nightly record and inspection of every street, way 
and bridge in the city, and a zealous effort made 
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to have all the thoroughfares in the city kept in good 
average condition at all seasons of the year. The 
city should not be burdened with the expense of 
accepting streets and putting them in condition for 
travel. Prior to acceptance they should be graded 
and put in proper condition by the owner of the 
fee. 

The expenditures in this department during the 
year were $132,647.80. 

WATERING STREETS. 

The streets of the city are now watered by the 
Street Department. An assessment is levied upon 
the estates abutting on the street, or portion of 
the street so watered. The city owns, and makes 
use of seventeen watering carts, and waters about 
twenty-five miles of streets ; an increase of four and 
three-quarter miles over last year. 

The sum of $17,380.99 was expended the past 
year. 

BRIDGES. 

The City Council has authorized the rebuilding of 
the bridge on East Merrimack Street over Concord 
River, and work will probably be started upon it 
early next spring. 
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SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

A very large amount of sewer construction was 
done last year, and a very large sum was expended 
therefor, as appears by the statement hereinafter 
made. It is money well spent, provided care can 
be exercised in the location of new sewers, with 
respect to the urgency of needs and the number 
of persons to be benefitted by the construction. 
Brick sewers were built, or are now in process of 
construction, in Centralville, Chelmsford Street and 
Foster Street. The work of construction of the 
Chelmsford Street sewer has been impeded, and the 
expense enhanced by reason of ledge formations 
encountered in the progress of the work. This 
sewer, when completed, will drain the City Farm 
Buildings, and remove a possible cause of pollution 
to the new source of water supply. 

The Board of Health has called the attention of 
the City Council in an elaborate report and accom- 
panying plans, to the danger to public health arising 
from the present condition of Hale’s Brook, and 
recommends speedy action to abate or remove the 
same. I recommend that a committee of the City 
Council speedily consider the subject matter of the 
report with the view to appropriate action by the 
City Council. 

I again call your attention to the defective condi- 
tion of an old stone drain, running from the Boston 
& Lowell Railroad through the South Common and 
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across Charles and Central Streets to Tyler Street ; 
this old drain should be discontinued, and all the 
sewer connections removed from it. The sewers 
should be flushed and kept clean, otherwise they 
engender disease and aid in its dissemination. 

The amount expended on sewers and drains last 
year was $130,273.18. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The Fire Department maintains its high rank in 
point of efficiency and equipment. The city has 
been fortunate during the year in escaping any large 
fires. 

The roll of the department consists of a chief 
engineer, four assistant engineers, seventy-four per- 
manent men, and one hundred and one call men. 

The department has sixty horses under its control 
and thirteen fire houses in use. The apparatus and 
appliances consists of six steamers, eleven hose car- 
riages, four trucks, two chemical engines, one pro- 
tective wagon, and 22,000 feet of hose. A water 

tower was purchased by the Committee on Fire 

Department of 1892, and it was added to the fire 
apparatus last year; it is now housed in the High 
Street Engine House, but the accommodations are 

not sufficient for permanent retention in the place 
where it is now kept. The expenditure for this 
department was $141,818.95. 
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WATER WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

The work done by the Water Works Department 
the past year was large in amount, equal to that 
of 1892, which was claimed to be the heaviest in 
the history of the water works. The interest of 
the public at large with respect to the work of 
1893 has been centered on the driven well work. 
I will endeavor briefly to inform you as to the 
progress thus far made in the effort to obtain a 
new supply of water, both as to present results 
and future possibilities. You will recall the fact 
that at the present time and following experimental 
work in the year 1892, the city of Lowell made a 
contract with the Cook Well Company of St. Louis 
whereby the company agreed to furnish the city of 
Lowell with a daily supply of ground water equal 
to £>.000,000 gallons, for the performance of which 
work and after specified tests the city contracted to 
pay the sum of $25,250. During the past year the 
Cook Company entered upon its work ; a system 
has been constructed in the valley of River Meadow 
Brook, and connected with pumps and distributing 
pipes provided by the water works. The pumps 
were started on the 16th of September, and have 
been at work without cessation since. The yield 
from the first has been in round numbers 2,000,000 
gallons of water, or about one-third of the ordinary 
daily consumption. The yield is a disappointment 
to the Cook Well Company, but the manager of 
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the company is apparently none the less sanguine 
as to the final result. Additional wells have been 
sunk, and these will be added to the system as 
soon as the season will permit. If the new r wells 
shall prove insufficient, still more will be added. 

The nature of the water as pumped is watched 
from day to day, and it has proved to be of superior 
quality. The Cook Well Company has received to 
date $6,062.50. The Water Board is disappointed in 
the measure of success, inasmuch as the close of 
1893 failed to see the wells deliver what was pro- 
mised — 5,000,000 gallons daily, but the mixing of 
the new water with the old has been helpful, and 
still further improvement has come to the general 
supply as the result of extra exertion on the part 
of Superintendent Thomas in the matter of scouring 
the water way from river to pump wells, keeping 
the filter gallery and inlet in the best possible 
condition, and frequent blowing off of the mains. 

I hope the water works officials will continue to 
make every exertion in their power, and I am sure 
they will be commended in any reasonable outlay of 
mone} 1 - hereafter. 

During the past year, by act of City Council, 
recommended by the Water Board, a ten per cent, 
discount has been made on all bills paid the city 
for use of water. A still further and important re- 
duction has been made to the users of water 
through meters, making the metered water rates of 
the city as low r probably as those of any other city 
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in the country that pumps its water by steam 
power. 

For the details of earnings, expenditures on ac- 
count of both water works and driven wells, I 
refer you to the report of the Water Board which 
will soon be published. 

The Water Works’ balance commencing the new 
year is $20,158.79 ; the expenditure for the year, 
$211,901.86. 

LIGHTING DEPARTMENT. 

A new contract was made with the Lowell Elec- 
tric Light Company last year, which went into effect 
August 1st, and is to continue in force for five 
years from that date. By its terms, arc lights are 
furnished at thirty-six cents per light per night for 
one' year from date, and thereafter at the rate of 
thirty-five cents per light per night for the remainder 
of the term. Provision is also made for an as- 
certainment of the amount of light that is to be 
furnished, and for rebates in case of a failure to 
furnish the amount of lighting contracted for. It 
is wise to be generous in providing electric lighting, 
but a word of caution is necessary to check a dis- 
position to prodigality in granting the numerous 
requests made for additional electric lights; it should 
be borne in mind that at the present rates each 
electric light costs the city $131.40 a year. One 
hundred and nineteen electric lights have been added 
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this year, about one-half of which are in actual 
operation. 

At present there are 336 electric lights in use ; 
821 gas lights, 502 gasoline lights.

A Statute of the Commonwealth requires the ap- 
pointment or election of an Inspector or Supervisor 
of Wires by the cities of the state. An effort was 
made to comply with the law last year’, but the 
ordinance providing therefor failed to pass. Not- 
withstanding the failure to secure the services of an 
official inspector or supervisor of wires, an effort 
was made during the year to regulate and improve 
the condition of the wires and poles in the city. 

The chief engineer of the fire department has 
detailed a member of the department familiar with 
electrical service, to ascertain the whereabouts of 
dead wires, and to cause them to be removed ; also 
to inspect the poles and supports and the stringing 
of wires, and to report thereon, and to cause defects 
therein to be remedied to the extent possible so to 
do under the existing conditions. 

As a rule the companies owning or making use 
of wires have co-operated with me in my efforts to 
improve the condition of the wires and poles of the 
city, but much more remains to be done, and it 
may require drastic methods to accomplish radical 
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reforms in construction and maintenance. The num- 
ber of dead wires removed during the year was 140. 
The expenditure for the year was $69,035.46. 

police. 

The police department is in good condition with 
respect to discipline and efficiency. Freedom from 
political control or interference is essential in this 
department to secure the best results, and the chief 
of the department should be allowed a wide range 
in the recommendation and selection of his subor- 
dinates, and should be held strictly to a correspond- 
ing responsibility for the efficiency of the department 
under his charge. The protection of life and person, 
preservation of property and the observance of the 
laws, generally, are entrusted to this department, and 
honesty, zeal and intelligence should characterize the 
performance of the duties of its members. 

The police force numbers ninety-three men, made 
up of a chief, two deputies, three sergeants, five 
inspectors, two keepers, three court officers, sixty- 
eight patrolmen and nine reserve men. The expenses 
of this department for the year were $104,682.95. 

LICENSES. 

The most difficult and distressing question that 
confronts the municipalities of this Commonwealth, 
is the granting of licenses for the sale of intoxi- 
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eating liquors. The evil is easily recognized, the 
remedy is not so easily perceived. The danger is, 
that in the attempt to discover and apply means 
to check, or to prevent existing evils in the grant- 
ing of licenses, other evils almost as great may be 
brought into being. I am not fully prepared, there- 
fore, to recommend the appointment of a Commis- 
sion to grant licenses, or to recommend to the 
Legislature that the limitation of the number of 
licenses that may be granted by towns and cities 
be removed. The appointment of a Commission 
would go far to lessen, and perhaps to remove the 
existing evils, were it possible to banish political 
considerations in the choice of appointees, and to 
devise a method of appointment that would ensure 
the continuing service of incorruptible men. 

I would suggest that a committee be appointed to 
consider the subject carefully, and to report there- 
on to the City Council with its recommendations. 

The Aldermen ought to be relieved, if possible, 
from the intrigues and importunity incident to the 
granting of licenses, and the time thus taken up be 
devoted to the more legitimate needs of the city. 
The obvious intent and meaning of the law rela- 
tive to the granting of licenses is, that liquor 
should be sold only in connection with some bona 
fide and legitimate business incidental therewith, as 
for instance, that of an innholder, common victual- 
er, grocer or apothecary. The first and fundamental 
question therefore for the licensing board to con- 
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sider and determine is clearly this: Whether the 
applicant for a license is engaged in such bona 
fide legitimate business. Great care also should be 
exercised in granting licenses of the sixth class 
(druggist’s), as to the number granted, and with 
respect to the standing and character of the recip- 
ient. The most pernicious kind of liquor selling 
is that engaged in under the pretence of selling 
drugs and filling prescriptions. The sign of the 
pestle and mortar, jars of colored water, and a 
soda fountain are, not conclusive evidence that the 
premises indicated thereby are legitimate depots of 
health supplies. 

PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD, COMMONS AND PARKS. 

In no department of the city are returns less 
satisfactory than the department of commons and 
parks. An entire lack of business methods and 
responsibility characterizes the employment of labor- 
ers, and of their supervision and discharge. There 
is a lack of unity and design that prevents the 
best results being obtained. The means of improve- 
ment should be quickly found and immediately 
applied. 

The parks, commons, and park driveways have suf- 
ciently increased in number and extent to warrant 
the appointment of a commission, to be composed 
of men of public spirit, possessed of good taste and 
integrity, to consider and determine upon a scheme 
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for the care and supervision of the recreation 
grounds of the people, with a view to securing an 
enlightened system of management, and an econom- 
ical expenditure of the public money. The Com- 
monwealth, by recent legislation, and many of the 
great cities of the state and country, have set an 
example in this respect which may be followed with 
advantage in our own city. 

The appropriation for the Boulevard last year 
was $9,000, less than one-half the amount of, pre- 
vious annual appropriations, and yet sufficient provision 
for the ueeds of this fine driveway. 

The expenditure for commons and parks in 1893 
including the Boulevard was $26,483.21. 

CEMETERIES. 

The increased demand for burial lots in the Edson 
cemetery made necessary the seizure of a large 
tract of land consisting of 139,446 square feet ad- 
joining the cemetei-y. A fence has been erected 
about the lot, and a tool-house and stable will 
probably be erected this year. Experience has shown 
the wisdom of giving the control and management 
of a burial ground to trustees, and in this connec- 
tion it gives me pleasure to commend the energy 
and interest manifested by my associates in the 
discharge of their trust, Messrs. Fred Woodies and 
Frank B. Dow. 
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An ordinance was passed last year that makes 
provision for the receipt, care, and disposition of 
moneys paid to the treasurer of the city for the 
care and preservation of burial lots in the Edson 
cemetery. The amount expended by this department 
during the year was $9,336.23. 


STATE AID. 

The Act of the year 1890, Chapter 447, as sup- 
plemented by the Act of the year 1893, Chapter 237, 
requires relief to be furnished to indigent soldiers and 
sailors and their families, by cities and towns under 
certain conditions. In this city such aid has been 
furnished to some extent under the direction of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

I recommend that a special appropriation be made 
for the purpose, and that the investigation of applica- 
tions for aid, and the disbursement thereof, be' made 
by the Secretary of the State Aid Committee. 

The whole amount disbursed by the State Aid 
Department during the past year was $18,884.00. 

PAUPERS. 

The increased hospital accommodations at the 
City Farm have been fully tested during the year. 
There are 500 in the almshouse, dividing the classes 
as follows: Paupers, 198; chronic insane, 104; 
workhouse, 159 ; inmates of the Reform School, 39.

The expenditures for the year amount to $86,965.82. 

Fire apparatus and appliances at the City Farm 
have been increased and improved during the year. 
Other projects are under consideration to improve 
the fire service at this Institution. 

CHARTER AND ORDINANCES. 

Notwithstanding the adverse vote at the recent 
election upon the acceptance of the Legislative Act 
embodying changes in the charter, I am very clear 
in my own mind that there is a' necessity for im- 
provement in the organic law of the city to con- 
form to the changed conditions since the existing 
charter was adopted. In our city there seems to 
exist among the voters a feeling of timidity or 
ultra conservatism that will have to be overcome 
before substantial changes can be made in the 
charter of the city. 

VOTING PRECINCTS. 

I am gratified to state that my recommendation 
of last year, that a division of the ward precincts 
be made with a view to lessening the number of 
voters in the larger precincts, has been adopted by 
the City Council, and will go into effect this year.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Proceedings are pending in Court for the aboli- 
tion of certain grade crossings in this city, and 
action will soon be taken thereon. 

RENUMBERING STREETS. 

The buildings in the streets of the city have been 
renumbered during the past year, and a plan adopted 
whereby provision is made for the numbering of 
new buildings erected in such streets, a certain 
number of feet being allowed each lot. 

I recommend that action be taken early in the 
present year to remove the cause for confusion now 
existing by reason of certain streets and ways in 
the city having the same or similar designation. 
A report should speedily be made to a committee 
of the City Council of such streets or ways, and 
immediate steps be taken to apply a reined}^. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Lowell is no longer a town or a small city ; its 
growth in population and wealth, and increase of i 

area give it rank as a large municipality, and its 1 

affairs should be administered with foresight, and a 
wise regard for its present needs and its prospective 
development. 

The wise business manager adapts his business 
measures and appliances to meet the requirements 
incident to an increase of trade. 

I counsel enlightened liberality in your consider- 
ation of the needs of the city, but I am equally 
desirous to caution you against the expenditures by 
loan or appropriation that savor of extravagance 
and forgetfulness of the debt limit of the city. 
Every measure should be carefully considered, and 1 

action upon it be determined by the measure of public 
benefit derivable from its passage, the urgency of 

it in that behalf as compared with other pending 
measures, the proportion of expense to benefit, and 1 
the condition of the city’s finances. There is to be 
a to-morrow, a next week and a next year in the 
chronology of the city, a fact to be remembered when 
the cry for large public improvements is heard in 
the corridors of City Hall. 

From the various walks of life we have been 
chosen by the people as its servants, to administer 
the affairs of the city for the present municipal 
year. 
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Some of us have had recent experience in the 
service of the city, and all of us are called on 
day by day to exercise judgment in the .manage- 
ment of our business affairs. 

Let us pursue a line of policy that will satisfy 
our own consciences at the close of our term of 
service, whatever may be the criticism of others. 
Let us be faithful. 
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JOINT RULES 8ND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


1. In the month of January joint standing committees shall be 
appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Accounts, 

A Committee on Claims, 

A Committee on Education, 

A Committee on the Fire Department, 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings, 

A Committee on Military Affairs, 

A Committee on Ordinance and Legislation, 

A Committee on Printing, 

A Committee on Streets, 

A Committee on Commons. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members 
of the Common Council. 

Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman; on the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint 
special committees, the member first named in the board where 
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the business originates shall be chairman, and shall call the com- 
mit tee together. 

4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board first 
meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted), to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances ; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — “ Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall 
be considered in three several stages. It shall first be read 
for information, and the question shall then be on ordering it 
to a second reading; but if it has not previously been in the 
hands of some joint committee, it shall first be so referred. 
When reported back, the recommendations of the committee 
shall first be acted on. If it shall then be ordered to a sec- 
ond reading, it shall next be examined by a standing committee 
of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in proper form. 
When returned by such committee, the question shall be on 
ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be 
sent to the other board, where the same order of proceeding 
shall be observed. When it has been ordered by both branches 
to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council, and shall be by him submitted to the proper 
committee of that board, to ascertain if it has been correctly 
enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be on passing it 
to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall be signed by the 
President of the Common Council, and be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. If passed to 
be ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the Chairman 
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of the Board of Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read m the board in which 
it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it 
to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then 
be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other 
board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When 
passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to 
the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be in 
force, shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, 
and when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of 
an ordinance it shall be signed by the President • of the Com- 
mon Council and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and 
be presented to the Mayor for his signature if he approved 
the original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 
which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order shall be 
founded ; and all papers, on their passage between the two 
boards, shall be under the signature of their respective clerks, 
except ordinances and joint resolutions in their last stage, 
which shall be signed by the presiding officers. If papers come 
before either board which have been duly acted upon in the 
other board, the presiding officer shall so state without reading 
the endorsements of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 
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15. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint . 
a Committee of Conference, Such committeee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their 
own board. These two committees may meet jointly or sepa- 
rately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any 
article therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or ser- 
vices, which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the 
committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in case of the introduction of an order or resolution,! 
In such a case, the member introducing an order or resolution 
shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of the 
same'. All other endorsements upon the back of papers shall 
be made by the clerk ; and the clerks of the boards, respec- 
tively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies of any papers 
to be reported by committees, at the request of the respective 
chairman thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless 
provision for the same shall be made by a specific transfer 
from some of the appropriations contained in the annual reso- 
lution, or by expressly creating therefor a city debt; but no 
such debt shall be created unless the resolution authorizing the 
same pass by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the whole 
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number of each branch of the City Council, said votes to be 
taken by yeas and nays, excepting in cases of appropriations 
for the providing of armories for the use of military companies, 
for the celebration of holidays, and for other purposes of a 
public nature, when a vote of two-thirds of the members of 
each branch of the City Council present and voting shall be 
sufficient; but the amount of such appropriations named in this 
clause shall not exceed one-fiftieth part of one per cent, of the 
valuation of the city for the same year. 

22. In ballotings in joint convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23 When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 

24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall re- 
main in the office of the City Clerk two weeks before being 
printed. 

25. All papers, of whatever description, relating to business 
requiring concurrent action of both boards of the City Council 
must be presented to the City Clerk, or the Clerk of the 
Common Council, not later than noon on the day the meeting 
is to be held. Petitions, reports, or other papers presented 
after that hour will not be taken up for action thereon until 
the next meeting. 

26. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, 
or amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint conven- 
tion of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint 
order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of the 
Common Council. 





RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and, on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

First . — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regular 
meeting and all intervening meetings of the board shall 
be approved without reading, unless the reading be called 
for by some member of the board. 

Second . — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth . — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, will 
take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 

Fifth . — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 
of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
Council, and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matters in the 
Orders of the Day, may at any time be taken up for 
immediate consideration. 

3. . The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote; and on a demand of two members, shall take every vote 
by yeas and nays. 

-i. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
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assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These sev- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and 
debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main question, 
except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meet- 
ing. Any member voting with the minority may move a re- 
consideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall 
there be any conversation among the members while a paper 
is being read, or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees shall 
be appointed : —

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The Committees on Licenses, on Police, on Sewers, and on 
Electric Wires shall consist of three members each ; the other 
committees shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission, if his 
presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a 
list of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint stand- 
ing committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever 
two-thirds of the members present may so vote; but a motion 
to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the 
same meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen shall, before action thereon is taken by 
the board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen shall, before action thereon by the board, be 
referred to the Committee on Police, who shall report upon 
such regulations at or before the next regular meeting after 
such reference. 

15. All papers, of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk 
not later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular 
meeting. Petitions, reports, and other papers, presented after 
that hour on such day, will not be considered until the next 
meeting.

RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and 
within ten minutes (or sooner, if a quorum be present), he 
shall cause the roll to be called, and the names of absentees 
recorded. The first business after the roll-call shall be the 
approval of the records of the previous meeting, which shall 
be approved without reading, unless their reading be called 
for by some member. In the absence of the President the 
oldest member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

•2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order 
subject to an appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but 
may put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes; but if a vote be doubted, 
the President shall, without further debate, require the mem- 
bers voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand 
until they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substi- 
tution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, and when out 
of the chair, the President may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 
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6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in 
its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover with- 
draw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjonrn shall always be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table shall be decided without de- 
bate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of members present, and, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment and further debate of 
the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
the request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the 
same time, the President shall name the member who shall 
speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place 
and respectfully address the presiding officer, confining himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

13. dSTo member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any mem- 
ber, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the Pules of the 
Council, the President shall, or any member may, call him to 
order; in which case the member so called to order shall 
immediatly be seated, until the question of order is decided. 
If t lie decision be in favor of the member called to order he 
shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise he shall not pro- 
ceed without the leave of the Council. 
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15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the Council, 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speak- 
ing. 

IT. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 

received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 

question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged ; and no 
motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the 
same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meet- 
ing. Any member voting with the 'minority may move a 
reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting; which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a 

question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 

special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from 
that under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected 
to, it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order ,of the Council shall be suspended, 
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unless three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; 
nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor unless 
a majority of the whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member in his 
place, who shall explain the subject thereof ; and they shall 
be taken up in the order in which they were presented, unless 
the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : — 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sittings of the Coun- 
cil without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on Enroll- 
ment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable 
except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In election of committees 
by ballot, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person 
having the highest number of votes shall act as chairman; 
and in case of an equality in votes between two or more 
members of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a 
chairman. 
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33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Beading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, 
shall be again read, after which second reading the question 
shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one read- 
ing the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered 
and determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat 
but by permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three 
members, unless a different number be specially ordered; and 
no report shall be received from any committee unless agreed 
to in committee actually assembled; and all reports shall be in 
writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, 
to whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted reso- 
lutions; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles or a brief descrip- 
tion of their purport. 

40. All salary oflicers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots; and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks 
shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of 
its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record 
of committees who may require that service; and on the 
appointment of every standing committee, a book for records 
shall be provided by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk 
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shall have the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the 
records of the several committees shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the members of the City Council. 

43. Any member offering a resolution shall write his name 
on the bottom of the back of such resolution. 

44. With the exception of an order for a joint convention, 
any joint order originating in the Common Council shall be 
copied, and shall, previous to the hour for calling the meeting 
to order, be posted in some prominent place in the Council 
Chamber, where it may be open to the inspection of the 
members.

An Ordinance Regulating the Erection and Maintenance 
of Wires in Streets and Ways. 

Be it Ordained, by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1 . The Mayor and Aldermen may give to telegraph, 
telephone, electric light, and other companies desirous of erect- 
ing and maintaining wires in the streets and ways of the city, 
instruments in writing specifying where in said streets and ways 
the posts of said companies may be located, the kind of posts ? 
and the height to which, and the places where, the wires of 
said companies shall run. Provided , that no such company shall 
be permitted to erect or maintain their said wires in such 
positions as to cross from above any wire of the Lowell fire- 
alarm telegraph. And provided further, that any and all of 
said companies shall erect and maintain the top-most cross- 
bar on their said posts for the exclusive use of the wires of 
the said Lowell fire-alarm telegraph, and such other wires as 
the City may at any time attach thereto for its own use.

An Ordinance to Regulate the Construction, Use, and 
Repairs of Water Pipes and Fixtures. 

Be it Ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1. All plumbing and piping work done in the con- 
struction of all water pipes and fixtures, through which, or by 
means of which, water is furnished or distributed by the City 
whether such pipes and fixtures belong to the City or not, 
shall be done by a plumber or piper licensed, as hereinafter 
provided, by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. Licenses for the purpose named in Section 1 may 

be granted for the term of one year to any plumber or piper, 
or firm of plumbers or pipers, or firms employing plumbers or 
pipers, upon the payment of a license fee of one dollar ($1). 

Every person or firm so licensed shall give bonds to the City 

in the sum of three hundred dollars ($800), with sureties, to 
be approved by the Board of Aldermen, conditioned to perform 
all work in a skillful and workmanlike manner, to observe all 
rules and regulations no'w made or hereafter made by the Water 
Board, and to save the City harmless from all claims and 

damages resulting from imperfect or unskillful work, or negligence 
by them, their agents, or servants. 

Sect. 8. The Water Board is hereby authorized to make 
such rules and regulations as to it shall seem fit, respecting 
plumbers and pipers and plumbing and piping work, in con- 
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nection with water pipes and fixtures ; provided that such rules 
and regulations are submitted to and approved by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Sect. 4. No person shall perform any labor in the nature of 
plumbing or piping upon or in connection with any water pipes 
or fixtures through which, or by means of which water is fur- 
nished or distributed by the City of Lowell, whether such pipes 
or fixtures are owned by the City or not, except under the 
authority of the license hereinbefore named, on pain of forfeit- 
ing a sum of not less than five dollars ($5), nor more than 
twenty dollars ($20), for each offence. 

Sect. 5. No person shall remove or interfere with any water 
meter, unless especially authorized so to do by the Water Board, 
on pain of forfeiting a sum not less than five dollars ($5), nor 
more than twenty dollars ($20), for each offence. 

Sect. 6 . This act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage.

An Ordinance for the Regulation of Plumbing. 

Be it Ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1. Ho person shall carry on the business of plumbing 
unless he shall have first registered his name and place of busi- 
ness in the office of the City Engineer, and notice of any change 
in the place of business of a registered plumber shall be immedi- 
ately given to said City Engineer. 

Sect. 2. Every plumber, before doing any work in a building, 
shall, except in the case of repairs or leaks, file at the office of 
the City Engineer, upon blanks to be provided by the Board of 
Health for the purpose, a notice of the work to be performed. 
No person shall commence work on such drainage, or plumbing, 
until the plans are approved by the Board of Health. Plans and 
specifications shall be approved or rejected within five days of 
the time of filing. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Health must be notified when any 
work is ready for inspection, and all work must be left uncov- 
ered and convenient for examination until inspected and ap- 
proved. 

Sect. 4. Every building shall be separately and independently 
connected with the common sewer, or cesspool, said cesspool to 
be approved by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 5. Drains and soil-pipes, through which water and sewage 
is used and carried, shall be of iron, or Akron, or cement drain- 
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pipe, to be approved by the Board of Health when within a 
building. They shall be supplied with a suitable trap placed 
with an accessible clean-out, either outside or inside the foun- 
dation wall of the building. There shall be a fresh air inlet 
pipe entering the soil-pipe or drain on the house side of the 
main trap of not less than four inches internal diameter. All 
soil-pipes shall be carried out through the roof, open and undi- 
minished in size, in such height as may be directed by the Board 
of Health, but no soil-pipe shall be carried to a height less 
than two feet above the roof. 

Sect. 6. Every sink, basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop-hopper 
and each set of trays, and every fixture having a waste-pipe, 
shall be furnished with a trap, which shall be placed as near 
as practicable to the fixture that it serves. Traps shall be 
protected from siphonage, or air pressure by special air-pipes 
of a size not less than the waste-pipe; but air-pipes from 
water-closet traps shall be of not less size than two-inch bore 

for thirty feet or less^ and not less than three-inch bore for 

more than thirty feet, and shall be run as direct as practi- 

cable. 

Sect. 7. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water-closets 
and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall be run to 
some place in open sight, and in no case shall any such pipe 

be connected directly with a drain waste-pipe or soil-pipe. Water- 
pipe from refrigerators, or other receptacles in which provisions 
are stored, shall not be connected with a drain, soil-pipe or 
other waste-pipa. 

Sect. 8. Every water-closet, or line of water-closets on the 
same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank or cistern, 
and the flushing-pipe shall not be less than one inch in 
diameter ; provided , that where 4 it is impracticable by reason 
of frost, the Board of Health may give a written permission 
for other service. 

Sect. 9. The provisions of Sections 3 to 9 inclusive of this 
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ordinance shall apply only to buildings erected, or to work per- 
formed after its passage.

An Ordinance Amending the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell, and Defining and Limiting the Powers of 
Standing Committees. 

Be it Ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1 . All standing committees of the City Council, 
or of either branch thereof, shall act only in committee meet- 
ing duly assembled, and no business other than to adjourn 
shall be transacted at any committee meeting unless a major- 
ity of the committee shall be actually present. 

Sect. 2. As speedily as possible after their appointment, 
each committee shall organize by the choice of one of their 
number as secretary, whose duty it shall be to keep a true 
and accurate record of the doings of his committee in a record 
book, to be kept for that purpose; which book, at the expira- 
tion of the year, shall be by the secretary deposited either 
with the City Clerk, or the chief executive officer of the depart- 
ment to which the record relates, to be by said City Clerk, 
or said chief executive officer, turned over to the newly 
appointed committee. 

The City Solicitor shall keep a docket, giving the names of 
the parties who have brought actions against the City, or 
against whom the City has any action pending. He shall also 
keep another record of cases properly indexed ; the name and 
residence of each witness to be written in said record, and 
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the substance of what said witness will testify to, shall also 
be inscribed in said book; and, if possible, the same shall be 
signed by the witness. The docket, record-book, and all briefs 
shall, at the expiration of the City Solicitor’s term of office, be 
handed to his successor, and shall be the property of the City 
of Lowell. 

Sect. 3. It shall in general be the duty of each of the 
standing committees to exercise a close supervision over all 
matters of detail relating to their respective departments, 
coming before them in the regular course ; to inform them- 
selves as nearly as may be, and at as early a date after their 
apjDointment as possible, as to the amount of appropriation 
required to properly manage the affairs of their respective 
departments for the ensuing year, and to cause the same to 
be reported by written statement, which shall be itemized as 
closely as practicable to the committee on appropriations, to be 
by said committee used as a basis from which to make up 
their annual appropriations, and to approve no bills to be paid 
from their respective appropriations, save only such as may 
relate to their respective departments, and have been duly 
contracted by them or by their authority. 

Sect. 4. They may make contracts relating to their respec- 
tive departments, and shall see to it that in all cases the 
provisions of Chapter Sixteen of the City Ordinances shall be 
strictly observed ; provided , that they shall not by contract 
incur debts amounting in the aggregate to a larger sum than 
the unexpended amount of their appropriation for the current 
year; nor shall any such committee, except the joint standing 
committee on streets and the standing committee on sewers, 
make, or authorize the making of, any contracts involving the 
creation of a debt against the City exceeding two thousand 
dollars in amount, or if a continuing contract, one which shall 
extend beyond the municipal year for which said committee 
may have been appointed, unless they shall have been expressly 
authorized so to do by resolution, order, or vote of the main 
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body of the council, from which said committee shall have 
been appointed. 

Sect. 5. The direction which, by the terms of Chapter 
Thirty-five, City Ordinances, the committee on streets is author- 
ized to exercise over the Superintendent of Streets in the con- 
structing, maintaining, repairing, and caring for public streets, 
ways, and bridges, and the making of contracts for labor and 
materials required therein, and in the building of sidewalks, 
shall be extended as far as to vest in said committee, exclu- 
sive of the said superintendent, all matters of detail regarding 
the purchase of supplies and materials to be used in the 
building, maintaining, repairing, and taking care of either 
streets, bridges, or sidewalks, and the purchase, keeping, or 
caring for any and all property belonging to, or employed in, 
said department; and said superintendent shall submit to said 
committee for their approval any contemplated purchase of 
supplies, material, or property of any kind for said department, 
the cost of which shall exceed one hundred dollars, and such 
contract of purchase shall not become binding on the City 
until duly approved by said committee. 

Sect. 6 . Said committee on streets shall determine as to 
the order in which work on the different streets, ways, a^nd 
sidewalks, whether in constructing or repairing the same, shall 
be done; when work shall be begun and when stopped; pro- 
vided f, that no work of new construction of either streets, 
bridges, or sidewalks shall be undertaken unless there shall be an 
unexpended balance to the credit of the appropriation of the 
department, or unless specially authorized by express vote of 
the City Council. 

Sect. 7. Said committee shall determine as to the number 
of laborers to be employed in said department, and may, if 
in their judgment the interest of the department requires it, 
create or discontinue positions of authority in the department 
subordinate to that of superintendent; but the direction which 
the committee shall exercise over the working of the depart- 
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ment shall not extend so far as to permit said committee, or 
any member thereof, directly or personally, to employ or dis- 
charge any officer or workman employed therein. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of this committee to see to 
it, by suitable directions given to the said superintendent, that, 
in addition to other ordinary repairs of streets, all sidewalks 
on public ways, adjoining property of the City, including the 
sidewalks on such bridges as are public ways, shall be kept 
clear from ice and snow, and in a reasonably safe and con- 
venient condition for traveling thereon ; and the bills incurred 
in this work shall be paid from the appropriation of the street 
department. 

Sect. 9. Annually, prior to the making of the annual appro- 
priations, said committee shall consider the rate of wages paid 
to the different grades of employes in the street department, 
with the view of ascertaining whether the same is just and reason- 
able, or otherwise; and if, in the judgment of said committee, 
said rate should be in any particular altered, they shall report 
thereon, with their recommendations, to the City Council, and 
said committee may so consider and report on said subject at 
any other time during the year. 

Sect. 10. In ascertaining the powers which the committee 
on sewers 'shall exercise in the constructing, maintaining, and 
repairing of main drains and common sewers, or in contracting 
for labor or materials to be used therein, the same rule shall be, 
in all respects, applied as has been hereinbefore laid down with 
respect to the committee on streets, except that the report to be 
made annually concerning the rate of wages to be paid to em- 
ployes on the sewer department shall be made to the Board of 
Aldermen instead of to the City Council. 

Sect. 11. All contracts for the furnishing of supplies or 
materials, or for the purchase of any property by the City for 
use in the police department, to an amount exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, shall be made only by the authority of the commit- 
tee on police. 
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Sect. 12. The employing and fixing the pay of whatever help 
or assistance of a permanent nature may be required in the custody 
or control of prisoners, the care of the station-house, or the 
property belonging to the City and used in connection with 
the police department, other than that afforded by the regular 
members of the police force, including the police matron, shall 
be in said committee on police. 

Sect. 13. All nominations of persons to serve as police offi- 
cers and watchmen, whether designated as regular officers, special 
officers, or supernumeraries, shall, before action thereon by the 
Board of Aldermen, be referred to the committee on police, 
to be by them reported back to the Board of Aldermen, with 
their recommendations, at or before the next regular meeting 
of said board. 

Sect. 14. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers or watchmen, whether referring to regular, special, or super- 
numerary officers, and all charges or matters coming before the 
Board of Aldermen and specially relating to the members of 
the police department, or any of them, shall, before any action 
thereon is taken by the board, be referred to the committee 
on police, unless such may have already been considered re- 
ported by said committee. 

Sect. 15. No member of the police force shall be fined or 
suspended from duty for any indefinite period, except with the 
approval (to be indicated by their vote) of said committee on 
police; provided, that the chief of police may, for cause sufficient 
in his judgment, suspend any police officer until such time as he 
may cause the said committee to be convened to investigate as 
to the propriety of such suspension. 

Sect. 16. The committee on lands and buildings shall have 
in general charge the construction and all repairs and the mak- 
ing of all contracts relating to labor and material used in the 
construction and repairing of all buildings belonging to the city, 
to whatever department’s use said buildings may be especially 
designed or designated, save only such construction or repair- 
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in g as the City Council may, by resolution, order, or vote, 
especially authorized to be let out by contract ; or such work in 
the nature of minor repairs as may be done by persons regularly 
employed in the department, to whose use such buildings are 
especially designated. 

Sect. 17. Whenever such work, whether in the way of con- 
struction of new, or repairs in old, buildings, shall be so done 
under the general charge of said committee on lands and build- 
ings, all bills contracted in the same, whether for labor, or 
materials, or both, shall be paid from said committee’s appro- 
priations; provided, that by express agreement between said com- 
mittee and the committee having in charge the department specially 
benefited by said work, the whole or any part of said bills may 
be charged to the appropriation of said last-named committee ; 
in which case, bills so charged shall be approved, before pay- 
ment, by both of said committees. 

Sect. 18. In ascertaining the powers which the committee on 
lands and buildings shall exercise in such work of construction 
or repairs as may be undertaken by them, or in contracting for 
labor or materials to be used therein, the same rule shall be in all 
respects applied as has been hereinbefore laid down with respect to 
the committee on streets. 

Sect. 19. All contracts for the furnishing ^of supplies or mater 
ials, or for the purchase or keeping of any property by the City 
for use in the fire department, to an amount exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, shall be made only by authority of the committee 
On fire department. 

Sect. 20. All contracts of or concerning any of the city 
printing or advertising, save only such as are by law made 
subject to the Board of Aldermen exclusively, to whatever 
department of the city said printing or advertising especially 
relates, shall be made only under the authority of the com- 
mittee on printing, and shall be paid for from said committee’s 
appropriation. 
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[This section shall go into effect on the first Monday of Jan 
uary, 1888.] 

Sect. 21. No member of either branch of the City Council 
shall be eligible to the office of overseer of the poor. 

[This section shall take effect on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary, 1888.] 

Sect. 22. Revised Ordinances, Chap. 1, Sect. 13, is hereby 
amended as follows, viz.: By striking out the word “November” 
in the second line, and substituting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing words, viz.: “December, and after the annual municipal 
election shall have been held”; and by inserting between the 
word “established” and the word “and” in the fifth line the fol- 
lowing words, viz.: “Provided, that in case any new office shall 
be created, the salary of said newly created office may be fixed 
at any time.” 

Sect. 23. No owner, driver, or other person having the care 
or ordering of a vehicle upon Prescott street, or that part of 
Merrimack street between John street and Bridge street or that 
part of Central street between Merrimack street and Market 
street, at any time between the hours of 8 a. m. and 9 p. m., 
shall suffer the same to stop for more than five minutes 
without some proper person to take care of the same, nor for 
more than ten minutes in any case; but the foregoing provi- 
sions shall not apply to carriages of physicians while engaged 
in their business. 

Sect. 24. No owner, driver, or other person having the care 
or ordering of a vehicle upon any public street or way in the 
City, shall stop or place it at or near the intersection of two 
or more streets in such a manner as to cross a footway, a 
flagstone, or to prevent foot passengers from passing along a 
street in the direction or line of the footway or flagstone 
thereon. 

Sect. 25. Every driver of a vehicle upon any public street in 
the City shall remain near it while it is unemployed or standing, 
unless he is necessarily absent in the course of his duty and 
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business, and he shall so keep his horse or horses and vehicle as 
not to obstruct the streets. 

Sect. 26. No owner, driver, or other person having the care or 
ordering of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses 
attached thereto, to any street lamp-post upon any of the public 
ways of the City. 

Sect. 27. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro- 
visions of the foregoing sections, from twenty-three to twenty- 
six, both inclusive, shall be punished for each offense by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars.

Any person who shall cast, throw, place, or de- 
posit on any sidewalk or crosswalk in any street, avenue, or 
public place within the corporate limits of the City of Lowell, 
any part or portion of any fruit or vegetable or other substance, 
which, when stepped upon by any person, is liable to cause, or 
does cause, such person to slip or fall, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

An Ordinance to Authorize the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company of Massachusetts, its Succes- 
sors and Assigns, to Lay and Maintain Underground 
Conduits, Cables, Wires, and Manholes, and to Erect 
and Maintain Distributing Poles. 

Be it Ordained , by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1 . The New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company of Massachusetts, its successors and assigns, are hereby 
authorized to construct and maintain underground conduits, 
cables, and wires for the conduct of its business in the fol- 
lowing streets : Middle Street, Market Street, Central Street, 
from Merrimack to Tower’s Corner, and Middlesex Street, from 
Tower’s Corner to Thorndike Street; to construct therein and 
maintain the necessary manholes and house connections; also 
to erect and maintain distributing poles at the termini of such 
said conduits, and at suitable distributing points; all work to 
be done in accordance with the Regulations hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 2. The said company shall lay conduits in any other 
street or streets which may be hereafter designated by the 
Board of Aldermen, and in which street or streets said com- 
pany mainstains or wishes to maintain electric cables or lines 
of wire, to the number of 100 or more conductors, and within 
which said streets the Board of Aldermen may deem it for 
the interest of the City to have said wires placed underground, 
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and within such reasonable time in each case as the Board of 
Aldermen shall determine. 

Wires to the number of 50 or more in any street shall be 
placed in aerial cable, if so ordered by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 8. The said conduits shall be of suitable kind and 
construction, such as are in successful operation for similar 
purpose in other cities, and the work shall be done in a 
thorough manner, and to the approval of the Board of Alder- 
men, or any officer of the City whom the Board may select. 
The said distributing and other poles shall be of such height 
and other dimensions, and of such form and material, as shall 
be satisfactory to the Board of Aldermen, and shall be subject 
to their approval or the approval of any person or persons 
whom the Board of Aldermen may select. 

Sect. 4. The surface of a street shall not be disturbed for 
the purpose of laying, repairing, or removing wires or conduits, 
or erecting or removing distributing or other poles, without a 
permit from the Board of Aldermen indicating the time, man- 
ner, and place of opening such street, and the time within 
which such work shall be completed. 

But this provision shall not be construed as requiring any 
permit for the opening of manholes for the purpose of draw- 
ing in, removing, or repairing wires and cables. 

Sect. 5. When an opening is made in a street for any of 
the purposes aforesaid, the portion of the street so opened 
shall be restored to a condition satisfactory to the City 
Engineer and Surveyor of Highways, and shall be kept in such 
condition for one year thereafter, and if not so restored and 
maintained by said company, said Surveyors of Highways 
may cause the same to be done at the expense of said com- 
pany. 

Sect. 6. The said company, in laying, repairing, or removing 
its wires or conduits, shall not disturb or in any way interfere 
with any gas or water pipes, or sewers, or pipes therewith 
connected. 
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Sect. 7. In case the City of Lowell hereafter finds it neces- 
sary to construct or enlarge sewers or other public works in 
streets where conduits are laid, which shall require the removal 
or changing the location of said conduit, said removing or 
changing shall be at the expense of said company. 

Sect. 8. The said company shall commence the work con- 
templated herein within six months from the passage of this 
ordinance, unless restrained by process of law, and shall con- 
tinue the said work with reasonable diligence until suitable 
conduits have been laid in such of the above named streets 
as said parties may elect, or the Board of Aldermen may re- 
quire under the provisions of Section 2. 

Sect. 9. The said company shall not remove its conduits 
unless permitted to do so by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 10. The said company snail remove its conduits to 
other suitable locations whenever ordered to do so by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 11. No permit shall be granted, or, if granted, shall 
be valid, to disturb the surface of a street for any of the 
purposes aforesaid until said company has executed an agree- 
ment in a form satisfactory to the City Solicitor, providing: 

First: That in every underground conduit constructed by the 
company sufficient and necessary space shall be reserved, free 
of expense, for the use of the fire, police, and other signal 
wires belonging to the city, and used exclusively for municipal 
purposes, and that the fire and police departments, by their 
electrical superintendent, shall be allowed access to said con- 
duits at all times, and that said departments shall be allowed 
facilities and privileges in putting in or taking out wires equal 
in all respects to those of the said Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 

Second: That said company will indemnify and save the 

City harmless against all damages, costs, and expense whatso- 
ever to which the City may be subjected in consequence of 
the acts or neglects of said company, its agents, or servants, 
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or in any manner arising from the rights and privileges granted 
it by the City. 

Third : In addition to the aforesaid agreement, said com- 
pany shall, before a street is disturbed for the laying of its 
wires or conduits, execute a bond, with surety or sureties in 
a penal sum of not less than $10,000, conditioned to fulfil all 
its said agreements with the City, and its duties under this or- 
dinance, and a new bond of like import may at any time be 
required of said company by the City Council, which new bond 
shall be a strengthening bond, unless the surety or sureties on 
former bonds are expressly released from further liability by vote 
of the City Council.

hold no other municipal office, to be a member of said 
Water Board, to serve for the term of four years from the 
second Monday of March next following his election, or until 
his successor is chosen. In the month of January next, and 
annually thereafter in said month, there shall be chosen by 
concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council one mem- 
ber of the Board of Aldermen to be a member of said Water 
Board, and who shall enter upon his duties as member of said 
Board forthwith, and hold office during the remainder of the 
municipal year in which he is elected, or until his successor 
is elected. 

The members elected to said Board from the Board of Aldermen 
and the citizens at large shall at all times be subject to removal 
by the City Council. The acceptance of any other municipal office 
by a member of said Board shall be deemed to constitute a vacancy 
in said Board. Vacancies for any cause may be filled at any 
time by the City Council. 

Sect. 2. Sect. 2 of the said Chap. 39 is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 

Sect. 2. On the second Monday of March, in the year 1889, 
the members of the said Water Board shall meet and organ- 
ize by choosing one of their number, elected from the citizens, 
to be president of the Water Board, whose term of office 
shall be from the first Monday of May in said year until 
the second Monday of March, 1890, or until his successor is 
chosen. 

And on the second Monday of March, 1890, and annually 
thereafter, the members of said Water Board shall meet and 
organize by choosing one of their number, elected from the 

citizens, to be president of the Board, who shall hold his 

office for one year from the time of his election, or until his 
successor is chosen. He shall receive such compensation for 

his services as president as the City Council may from time to 

time determine. They shall, in the month of March, annually, 
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choose a Superintendent of Water Works, who shall hold his 
office from April 1st in the year of his election, until another 
is elected in his place, unless sooner removed. He shall receive 
such compensation as superintendent as the City Council may 
from time to time determine. They shall, in the month of 
June, annually, choose a Clerk, who shall also be secretary of 
the Board, and who shall hold his office for one year, or until 
his successor is chosen. The superintendent and clerk may for 
cause be removed at any time by the Board. Neither the 
superintendent nor the clerk shall be members of the Water 
Board. Said Board may also make such rules and regulations 
for their own government and for the government of all sub- 
ordinate officers, by them appointed, as they may deem 
expedient, not inconsistent with the Statute Law or City Ordi- 
nances.

That Chapter Twenty-six of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell, entitled “ Overseers of the Poor,” be amended to read 
as follows : 

Section 1 . The Board of Overseers of the Poor shall pro- 
vide two or more suitable rooms, located in a central part of 
the City, to be used as a dispensary for the purpose of fur- 
nishing medicines and medical and surgical treatment free to 
the sick poor of the City of Lowell. Said rooms shall be suita- 
bly furnished and arranged for consulting and operating rooms, 
and for keeping drugs and medicines. Said rooms shall be 
kept open for dispensing medicines and receiving patients at 
least six hours each day, Sundays excepted, and on Sundays 
for such time as the Board of Overseers of the Poor may 
direct. 

Sect. 2. Said Overseers of the Poor shall cause to be pro- 
cured and kept for use in such rooms such drugs, medicines, 
chemicals, and surgical appliances as may be necessary for the 
purpose for which said dispensary is established. 

Sect. 3. Said Overseers of the Poor shall, during the month 
of January in each year, appoint six physicians, members of 
the Middlesex North District Medical Society, one for each ward,

who shall attend to all cases of sickness upon the receipt of 
an order from the Secretary of the Overseers of the Poor. 
Said Board of Physicians shall also constitute a board of con- 
sulting physicians, one of whom shall be in attendance at the 
dispensary at least one hour each day. Said board may make 
such rules and regulations for its own government, the man- 
agement of said dispensary, the treatment of patients, the 
dispensing of medicines, and all other matters relating thereto, 
as it may deem advisable, subject to the approval of the 
Overseers of the Poor, who may at any time annul, alter, or 
amend said rules and regulations. 

Sect. 4 . Said Overseers of the Poor shall, at their last regu- 
lar meeting in January each year, appoint a competent clerk 
to remain at the dispensary during such time as the Over- 
seers of the Poor shall require. Said clerk shall compound 
and dispense such medicines as may be regularly prescribed, 
and perform such other duties as may be required of him by 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The compensation of said clerk and board of physicians shall 
be fixed by the Overseers of the Poor. All vacancies in said 
board of physicians or of said clerk may be filled at any 
time by said Overseers of the Poor, in the same manner, and 
subject to the same restrictions as herein provided for their 
appointment, and said clerk or any member of said board of 
physicians may be removed at any time by said Overseers of 
the Poor, for cause. 

Sect. 5 . Any physician residing or practicing in Lowell, who 
may be called upon to prescribe medicines for sick persons who 
are residents of the City of Lowell, and find that such persons 
are unable to pay for such medicines, may send such pre- 
scription to the Secretary of the Overseers of the Poor, who, 
if satisfied that such person has a settlement in Lowell, may 
endorse said prescription, and the medicine prescribed shall 
be furnished at the dispensary free of charge. All such pre- 
scriptions shall be preserved by the clerk and recorded in a 
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book to be kept for that purpose. All applications for medi- 
cal treatment or medicines at the dispensary must be made 
to the Secretary of the Overseers of the Poor at his office in 
City Hall. 

Sect. 6 . The Overseers of the Poor shall furnish to under- 
takers, when required to bury a pauper, a suitable coffin, neatly 
varnished or stained, properly lined, and furnished with metal- 
lic handles or bars. 

Sect. 7. The Overseers of the Poor shall, in the month of 
December, annually make a report to the City Council of the 
condition of the pauper department, with so much of the re- 
port of their Secretary, the Superintendent at the City Farm, 
and the Dispensary Physicians as they may deem advisable.

Sect. 4. Every carriage licensed as aforesaid shall be conspicu- 
ously marked Tvith the number assigned to it by the Board of 
Aldermen, upon its lanterns and lights in figures not less than 
one and a half inches long, and the name of the owner and 
the driver and the number of the carriage, together with the 
rates of fare, shall be conspicuously posted on a printed card 
in every carriage licensed as aforesaid. 

Sect. 9. The following places are appointed as public stands 
for hackney coaches, cabs, and other carriages for passengers 
viz.: The south side of the west end of William street, from 
Central street; the west side of Anne street, from Merrimack 
street; the north side of Jackson street, from the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad. 

Sect. 11, The Board of Aldermen may from time to time 
grant licenses to such persons, and upon such terms, as they 
may deem expedient, to employ or use any wagon, cart, truck, 
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sleigh, sled, or other vehicle which may be necessary for the 
conveyance from place to place within the City for hire, of 
any wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, sand, gravel, clay, dirt, 
rubbish, goods, wares, furniture, or merchandise, and the Board 
of Aldermen may designate the public stand within the City 
which said vehicles may occupy. 

Every person licensed as aforesaid shall cause his name to be 
placed in plain, legible words on any such vehicle he shall use, 
and every such license, unless sooner revoked, shall expire on 
the first day of April next after the date thereof. 

The following places are appointed as public stands for the 
vehicles mentioned in this section, to wit : The south side of 
William street in the rear of coaches, cabs, and other carriages 
for passengers; the rear of the Police Station on Market street; 
the west side of Anne street in the rear of coaches, cabs, and 
other carriages for passengers; the north side of the west end 
of Jackson street from Revere street to the rear of cabs, coaches, 
and other carriages for passengers. 

Provided, however, that the number of carriages or vehicles 
mentioned in said Sect. 9, and the wagons and vehicles men- 
tioned in this Section, shall be limited under the direction of 
the Chief of Police and the Committee on Licenses, so as not 
to interfere with public travel or safety. 

No person so licensed as aforesaid shall employ or use any 
wagon, cart, truck, sleigh, sled, or other vehicle for hire which 
may be necessary for the conveyance from place to place 
within the City of any wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, sand, 
gravel, clay, dirt, rubbish, goods, wares, furniture, or merchandise. 

Any person who shall offend against any of the provisions of 
the foregoing sections shall forfeit and pay for each offence a 
sum not exceeding twenty dollars.

REPORTS. 



Report of the School Committee. 


In presenting their annual report the Committee 
desire to again express their gratification at the con- 
tinued prosperity of the schools. In the faithfulness 
of the teachers and the conduct of the scholars there is 
always little to criticise and much to commend. It is 
a pleasure at all times to visit the schools and witness 
the rapid progress of the pupils, attended as it must be 
with much diligent study, but also very evidently at- 
tended with both pleasure and enthusiasm. 

The sanitary condition of the school buildings may 
be said in general to be good, but many reforms and 
improvements are constantly needed. Moreover, ma- 
terial is rapidly wearing out and needs replenishing. 
Such work at present must be done by the City Coun- 
cil, and while they are always willing to grant any 
needed improvement or repairs, they are often very slow 
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to act. The truth is that they were not elected to look 
after the schools particularly and therefore their inter- 
est in them is much less than that of the School Com- 
mittee. This Committee should have complete charge 
of the school buildings, in order that repairs may be 
made more promptly. Promptness in such matters is 
a virtue which cannot easily be overestimated. The 
health of the pupils, and their comfort likewise, depend 
upon constant vigilance in the care of those conven- 
iences which modern skill and ingenuity have provided. 

There is one schoolhouse, for instance, where the 

* 

water closets have been out of repair and offensive for 
more than a year. During all this time that member 
of the Board that has special charge of the school has 
made frequent requests that the closets might be re- 
paired. More than this, the whole School Committee 
have, by a special vote, requested that this particular 
evil might be remedied, and still nothing has been 
done. The repairs have not been refused at all, they 
have simply been ignored and neglected. 

It is hoped that if we ever have a new city charter, 
that instrument will contain a provision by which the 
School Committee shall control the school buildings. 

It is frequently remarked by physicians that near- 
sightedness is increasing among children to a very 
great degree. No doubt the increase is exaggerated 
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somewhat by the fact that more attention is given to 
this subject than was formerly the case. It is much 
more common nowadays to see children with specta- 
cles, because that method of treatment is advised by 
occulists, whereas formerly spectacles were only worn 
by adults. Still, it is undoubtedly true, that the evil 
of near-sightedness among children is increasing. 
Many causes are alleged for this, but only two of them 
seem to demand attention here, namely, the direction 
of the light as it foils upon the desk, and the height of 
the desk itself. 

The matter of the direction of the light seems to 
have been overlooked very frequently, in the placing 
of the desks. All corner rooms receive light from two 
adjacent sides. The desks in such rooms should be 
placed so that the light will come from behind the pupil 
and on his left side. Instead of attending to this prin- 
ciple in arranging the desks, we often find them 
arranged entirely with reference to regularity and sim- 
ilarity of appearance. 

In one instance, in this city, the desks, which 
had been properly arranged with reference to the eyes 
of the pupils, were changed so as to be more agreeable 
to the eyes of the teacher. This is wrong, for the 
teacher can move about the room, and adapt herself by 
change of position to the conditions of light, but the 
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pupils are required by the rules to sit in a specified po- 
sition, whether it is agreeable to their eyes or not. At 
very slight expense, if any, the desks in nearly all the 
rooms can be changed so as to give the pupils a proper 
light. 

Another cause of near-sightedness, it is said, is 
that the height of the desk is not suited to the size of 
the pupil. If you go into any schoolroom and ask all 
the scholars to rise, you will notice a great difference in 
their height. This is more especially true where boys 
and girls are mingled, the boys of the same grade of 
scholarship being taller than the girls who sit with 
them in the same room. In some rooms we see an ef- 
fort made to meet the difficulty by having desks of two 
sizes, but the only adequate remedy is the adjustable 
desk. This desk, with its corresponding seat, can be 
raised or lowered to suit the size of the individual pupil. 
There are also strong arguments for the use of the ad- 
justable desk in the improved position of the body, but 
the benefits which result from it to the eyes of the 
scholars are undisputed. 

One of the evils connected with our schoolrooms 
is too infrequent cleaning. Every school ceiling should 
be whitewashed at frequent intervals- and the side walls 
thoroughly cleansed. The dust which adheres to both 
walls and ceilings is quite considerable in quantity and 
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contains material of a more or less unwholesome char- 
acter. The lungs of children are especially sensitive 
to the air they breathe. Everyone has noticed the 
eagerness with which even a young infant will seek the 
open air. The confinement of children in close rooms 
is necessarily somewhat deleterious to their health. 
The confinement is still more deleterious if the rooms 
themselves are not scrupulously clean. 

The Superintendent has taken great pains to bring 
to the attention of the teachers during the year, by 
means of addresses from distinguished educators, some 
of the new methods of teaching. The teachers have 
responded by a very general attendance and an in- 
creased interest in their Avork. Especial interest has 
been taken in the study of nature and the teachers 
have, many of them, expended their OAvn funds in the 
further pursuit of these studies. As the pupils are 
very enthusiastic over this form of study, it is hoped 
that in some simple manner the interest in the study of 
nature made be made perpetual and pervade all the 
grades. 

The visitors to the schools are almost exclusively 
parents or immediate friends of the scholars, but the 
Committee would assure all citizens who are interested 
in the education of youth that they will be Avelcome 
whenever they wish to visit any school of the city. 
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Our schools are good schools and we have reason 
to be proud of them. The diligent pupil cannot fail to 
acquire in them a good education, with a high stand- 
ard of moral and intellectual character.

Report of Evening Schools. 


To the School Committee : — 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to herewith present the report 
on Evening Schools, for the year 1893. 

The number of Elementary schools opened during the year 
was eleven, — an increase of one. At the opening of the term in 
October, the number of pupils wishing to attend was so large that 
additional rooms were opened in the Varnum and Colburn school 
buildings, and the rooms vacated by the High school were occu- 
pied by the scholars who formerly attended the W orthen Street 
Primary school building. After the schools were organized, it was 
found necessary to re-open the rooms in the W orthen street build- 
ing, to accommodate classes for Greek and Portuguese speaking 
pupils. 

Each year the work of the Evening schools grows wider and 
more important. Until within a few years the classes for those who 
were unable to speak the English language were confined wholly 
to French speaking pupils, but at the present time we have in 
operation classes for Swedes, Portuguese, Armenians and Greeks. 
The method employed in teaching the pupils in the several classes 
is to have one or more English speaking teachers to instruct them, 
assisted by competent interpreters. The pupils who attend these 
classes cannot be called illiterate, unless their inability to read and 
write in the English language would class them as such. 

The progress made by the pupils in many cases is worthy 
of commendation. They come at the beginning of the term with 
no previous knowledge of the language, yet when the term closes 
we find that they have been able to finish the Primer and most 
of the First Reader, and that their work in penmanship is all that 
could be expected in so short a time. 

With all the educational facilities that we possess the fact still 
remains that wc have a great amount of illiteracy among us — a 
greater amount than the general public is perhaps aware of. 
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Though we cannot reasonably expect to do away entirely with this 
illiteracy, yet the bottom principles of our form of government 
demand that it be reduced to the lowest point possible. By no 
other means can we hope to reach this desirable end but through 
our public schools, and there is no department of our school system 
that can strike so closely to the root of that particular phase of 
illiteracy which exists in such cities as Lowell and other manufac- 
turing communities, as the Evening School department. It must 
be remembered that though the mere ability to scrawl one’s name 
and stammer through a sentence of the constitution will permit a 
man in this state — the necessary period of residence and other con- 
ditions being complied with — to cast a ballot even for the chief 
magistrate of the nation. The structure of civil liberty will never 
rest safely on so insecure a foundation ; it requires a much 
broader base than this affords. As a general rule increase of 
knowledge works an increase of intelligence, and the more widely 
it is dispensed throughout a community the better and more pros- 
perous that community will be. 

EVENING HIGH SCHOOL. 

With the opening of the [fall term the Lowell Evening High 
School found itself housed in its new quarters in the new High 
School building on Kirk and Anne streets. 

As year after year goes by and one class after another is grad- 
uated by the school, it is our desire to make each in its turn the 
most successful, giving to each graduate the largest amount of use- 
ful knowledge possible. 

What we want is to give our young men and young women 
that which will enable them to most successfully cope with life’s 
work, and to do this there are numerous things necessary, among 
the most important of which are the matters of the best possible 
teaching force — the best only being good enough — more careful and 
advanced preparation on the part of those desiring to become 
members of the school, and perfect harmony and co-operation 
among the committee, teachers and scholars. 

In a city the size of ours there is a demand, and a growing 
one, for practical preparation for the business of life, and in this 
line we suggest that what might be termed a Commercial Course 
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be introduced in the Evening High School. Let the proposed 
course cover the year’s work in Arithmetic (Advanced and Com- 
mercial). Bookkeeping (Single and Double Entry), Shorthand and 
Typewriting, Lectures on Commercial Law, and such other supple- 
mentary work as may be thought proper to combine with those 
mentioned. 

To start out on such a plan and to carry it to a successful 
close will be no easy task. Teachers that are conversant with the 
subjects and can handle this line of work are not easily found ; 
pupils that wish to enter upon such a course must realize what 
they are undertaking and that to complete it, satisfactorily to them- 
selves and the school, more than an elementary preparation will be 
required. Still, such a course properly planned, under the right 
management, well supplied in the teaching department, must prove 
of the greatest benefit to every pupil completing it.

If the Committee on Evening 
Schools would adopt and enforce a rule to the effect that no appli- 
cation would be considered by them unless, the applicant’s name 
was on the list of approved candidates qualified to teach in either 
the day or evening schools, they would save themselves a great 
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deal of trouble and annoyance from those who are interested in the 
persons applying for positions to teach. 

To you, gentlemen, I return thanks for your continued court- 
esy, also to the Superintendent of Schools, whose assistance and 
advice have made the work of supervision a very pleasant one.

Manual Training. 


At last, after years of discussion and investigation, the school 
committee is able to report that a start has been made in manual 
training. Unlike the course pursued in many other cities and 
towns, the beginning has not been made in a haphazard way, or 
under circumstances that admit of doubt as to successful results. 
It was made with great care and deliberation, and after consultation 
with such high authorities as Principal Hill and B. F. Eddy, of 
the Mechanics Arts High School, in Boston ; Principal Sayre, of 
the Philadelphia Manual Training school ; the president of Girard 
College, in Philadelphia, where there is an excellent manual train- 
ing school;. Mr. Chamberlin, of Washington, D. C., together with 
many other principals and assistants in New York City, Boston, 
Cambridge, and various other cities in this state. 

The chief obstacle in the way of introducing manual training 
into the grammar schools is the law (Chapter 361 of the Acts of 
1891) which provides for an advance of the school age where 
manual training is taught as a branch of study in the schools of 
cities and towns. To a factory city where there are many poor 
families, and where boys over fourteen years of age can render 
valuable assistance in the work of procuring a livelihood, this law 
is almost a complete barrier to the introduction of manual training. 
It is needless and injurious so far as manual training is concerned, 
because this, if properly taught, is as much an educational branch 
as is arithmetic, drawing or book-keeping. It is adapted to train 
the eye and the hand, while exercising the judgment, stimulating 
the energies of body and mind, and giving habits of accuracy, order, 
foresight and industry. 

Manual training in one form or another is taught in all the 
school grades, but in the higher grammar grades it must take a 
more pratical form than the cutting and folding of paper, or even 
simple modelling in clay. For this purpose a series of graduated 
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exereises in woodwork are provided, and the pupil is set to work at 
a beneli like a young mechanic. He is first required to make a 
working drawing of the model set before him, and this must be 
finished neatly and accurately aeeording to the dimensions given. 
When the plan is completed, the pupil takes up the tools required 
and performs the work. The exereises are so graded that the pro- 
gress from one to another is easy, and eaeh operation requires the 
use of certain tools. In eaeh exercise there are, morover, problems 
in arithmetic, geometry and mensuration. Surely all this is edu- 
cational ; and it is rather strange that instruction in sueh a branch, 
even for the space of two hours a week in the day sehools, would 
eall for any advance of the sehool age. So far as the law relates to 
manual training, it is a barrier to progress and should be ehanged. 

In Oetober last, the school board, on the recommendation of 
the manual training committee, authorized the opening of an even- 
ing manual training school which, in the opinion of City Solicitor 
Hogan, does not eome under the operation of the law regarding the 
sehool age. As some difficulty was experienced in procuring a 
suitable building, it was not until December 4 that the board voted 
to engage Mr. Joseph E. Owens who was very highly recommended 
by Principal Farnham of the Lincoln Manual Training school of 
Brookline, Mass. In this school, whieh is one of the very best in 
New England, he has served as assistant for three years, and his 
work in this eity has proved the wisdom of his selection. He still 
holds his position in the Lincoln sehool and comes to Lowell four 
evenings a week. 

The manual training school was eventually opened in the old 
city hall, where twenty-seven patent benehes were put in and 
equipped with the neeessary tools. The equipment for eaeh bench 
consists of a plane, split saw, baek saw, two-foot rule marking guage, 
try square, bevel, three chisels, — inch, half-ineh and quarter-inch 
respectively, — half-ineh bit, pencil, beneh hook, and a drawing kit. 
This has a drawing board, a T square, two angles, — one 60° and the 
other 45° • — there is a clip for holding drawings and a brush to keep 
the beneh clean. The beneh has two vises, and is adjustable to the 
size of the boy. There is, besides, a number of general tools such 
as block planes, mallets, hammers, bevels, cross-cut saws, braces 
and compass.

COURSE IN WOODWOOK. 

The exercises comprise two courses in wookwork. The first, 
or elementary course, consists of ten models, the construction of 
which requires the use of the ordinary tools for woodwork. A 
working drawing of each model must be made before the execution 
of the work. After this comes a progressive course in joinery 
comprising twelve models, each of which calls for the use of certain 
tools and involves some important principle of carpentery. 
When completed, each model with the drawing thereof is handed to 
the teacher, and if not correct in every particular according to the 
dimensions given, the pupil will be required to do the work over 
again. 

The courses in detail are as follows : 

1, Lining with marking gauge, dimensions, 9" x x -J", 
whitewood. 

2. Lining with try square and pencil, dimensions and wood 
same as in No. 1 . 
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3. Sawing with back saw, dimensions same as in No. 1. 

4. Sawing with splitting saw, dimensions same as in No. 1. 

5. Grooving with chisel at 90°, dimensions same as in No. 1. 

6. Grooving with chisel at 45°, dimensions, 9" x 2f" x If." 

7. Planing four edges at right angles, the ends square to faces 
one and two. Wood, If" pine, dimensions, 9" x If" x If' 
finished. 

8. Boring with the brace and bit across the grain. Pine 
wood, If inch, dimensions, 9" x If" x If" finished. 

9. Making an octagonal piece with sides exactly the same, 
size from If inch pine, dimensions, 9" x If" x If" finished. 

10. Constructing a whitewood box, dimensions 8" x5" x 2f." 

COURSE IN JOINERY. 

1. Groove piece. Review of chiselling at 90° and 45°. Wood 
t" pine. 

2. Whole mortise and tenon joint from If" pine, dimen- 
sions, 10" x If" x If." 

3. Halving at centre, dimensions same as in No. 2. 

4. Open dovetail at the end, whitewood, dimensions same as 
No. 2. 

5. Whole dovetail at the centre, halved, wood, If" pine ; 
dimensions same as No. 2. 

6. Keyed dovetail, wood and dimensions same as No. 2. 

7. Timber splice or straight splice from If" pine, dimen- 
sions, 9" x If" x If" finished. 

8. Bevelled splice, wood and dimensions same as in No. 7. 

9. Chamfered piece, If" pine, dimensions, lOf" x If" x If" 

10. Double mortise and tenon grooved for panel, with groov- 
ing plane, f" pine, dimensions, 16" x 4f" x f" 

11. Open dovetail, from f" pine, dimensions, 5" x 5" x f" 

12. A bracket, If" pine, dimensions, 14" x If" x If". 

These exercises will be supplemented by a number of extra 
models such as a miter box, a frame, a dovetail box, a book case, 
a bureau and others which will require the application of the prin- 
ciples taught in the two courses given above. 

The exercises laid down in these courses are calculated to train 
the eye and the hand; to inure to habits of thinking correctly, of 
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reasoning logically, of planning out what is to be done, of being 
pratical rather than theoretical, of adopting the readiest way of 
doing things and of doing everything right. The manual training 
student is engaged with mathematical lines, perfect angles, reg- 
ular curves, close joints, and the principles of construction as 
regards counterparts, accurate measurements, strength and beauty. 
In whatever trade the pupil may subsequently engage, he will 
make more rapid progress, and his success will be greater on 
account of his training in manual skill. As yet the courses are 
not sufficiently varied to develop, in all cases, the true mechanical 
aptitudes of the pupil, so that he may be materially assisted in 
chosing a profession or trade ; but if wood turning or pattern 
making and machine work were added, this end would be fully 
accomplished. At present only the highest grade in each gram- 
mar school has the advantages of manual training. There are five 
classes each week drawn from the various grammar schools as 
follows : 

Monday, 4 to 6 p. m., Green and Pawtucket. 

“ 7 to 9 “ Butler and Edson. 

Tuesday, 7 to 9 “ Highland. 

Thursday, 7 to 9 “ Varnum and Bartlett. 

Friday, 7 to 9 “ Moody and Colburn. 

To give the pupils a thorough course in manual training, the 
grammar grade next to the highest should take up woodwork and 
outline the course until graduating or dropping out. The course 
should be extended to include wood turning, machine work and 
forging. There should be a course for high school pupils also, 
and it should embrace instruction in electricity, both theoretical 
and applied. One special instructor in manual training could 
give instruction to the pupils of the two higher grammar grades 
in woodwork ; but another instructor would be needed if machine 
work and forging should be taken up. This would supply 
the needs of the city for manual training, so far as the 
boys are concerned ; but cooking should be introduced for 
the benefit of the girls. This might be started experiment- 
ally as an evening school, in order that there would be 
no interference with the day schools until a perfect plan were 
developed for the introduction of this branch. 
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The committee is gratified with the start that has been made 
in this branch ; the parents of the pupils are desirous that their 
boys shall have the greatest possible facilities for manual training, 
while the boys themselves are delighted with the work. The peo- 
ple of the city do not realize the value of manual training, and 
some who might be supposed to be conversant with its aims and 
the benefits to be derived from it, speak of it as affording a mere 
smattering knowledge of carpentry or iron work. This is a mis- 
take. Manual training is as much an educational branch as is 
arithmetic, drawing, mensuration or geometry, and it is the branch 
which, more than any other taught at school, gives a practical bent 
to what is learned and reveals the great power which lies in the 
well directed use of the hands. A man might as well almost be 
without hands if he cannot use them to advantage in his life work. 

Manual training is daily becoming more popular, and is now 
favored even by political parties. The commission appointed in 
1891, by Governor Russell, to investigate the existing systems of 
manual and industrial training, has recommended that the state 
shall appropriate to each city or town which gives instruction in 
manual training a sum equal to that paid by said city or town, 
provided that amount be not over $5,000 per year. It is further 
recommended that the board of education appoint a paid agent, 
whose duty it will be to aid in the introduction of manual training 
throughout the state, and to visit and report upon all such schools. 

MORAL RESULTS OF MANUAL TRAINING. 

Speaking of the moral aspect of manual training, Mrs. Louisa 
P. Hopkins, one of the three members of the commission referred 
to, has this to say : — 

“Occupation, although the passive side of manual training, is 
yet the salvation of disciplinary methods. Give the child a tool, 
you at once differentiate him from the animal; he begins to feel his 
human capacity and his human relations ; he wants to work out 
his ideas and give tangible shape to his thought ; to communicate 
what he knows, and become a unit in the unity of human brother- 
hood. Fraternal industry is the watch-word of our times. A few 
principles and simple tools give the key to all trades and arts. 
The boy must know how to take his place in the economy of the 
household. Give him the saw, the plane and the hammer. Let 
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him take his knife out of his pocket, and turn it to good account. 
Let the girl learn housewifery, sewing and cooking, that the home 
may be a beneficent factor in our private and public life. 

“ ‘The exercises in manual training/ says the 1 Boston Course 
of Study/ ‘are a means not only of physical and intellectual but 
of moral culture. They train to habits of accuracy, neatness, 
order and thoroughness ; they exercise the judgment, will and 
conscience ; they present an incentive to good work in all direc- 
tions, and offer a moral stimulus and preparation for usefulness at 
home and in the community.’ 

“The children are taught to love tangible work — and what 
child does not ? They are trained to be apt in applying their con- 
structive and originative powers to the material about them. They 
are related to the industries which develop all our resources ; they 
are given mastery of all their active powers. They learn the 
elements of labor and service in which all share. 

“All our present efforts at industrial education are in the 
interest of homes that shall save men from vice, society from dis- 
order and the laborer from despair. Skill at some trade, aptness 
at some hand-work, the ability to support one’s self, to do some- 
thing which has a market value, is a great preventive of crime. 
Who can point to a skilled mechanic of good habits and available 
health whose family are beggars ? Systematic labor, work for a 
purpose, not merely mechanical but scientific in method, is the 
outcome of manual training in the schools. 

Testimony of Boston teachers after the initiation of manual 
training in the lower schools : — 

“The boys looked forward with great pleasure to the priv- 
ilege of using the tools. Many times they would voluntarily 
remain after school to finish the articles they had begun.” 

“The beneficial effect of this work on the pupil is surprising ; 
whereas, before it, there had been cases of truancy which were 
considered incorrigible, and corporal punishments were of daily 
necessity, after it, not a case of truancy occurred, nor was corporal 
punishment once necessary.” 

Much testimony has come to hand in cases of children of de- 
ficient intellectual development whom the simple forms of manual 
training have been potent to arouse and stimulate. Such children 
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have advanced in their power to learn by exercising their power 
to do. 

Orderly hand-work is regenerative when all directly ethical 
means are of no avail to build up character. Its material advant- 
ages are so plain that they need no recital ; its educative power is 
what most concerns us in the consideration of our school courses.

The statistics given in the preceding tables do not differ ma- 
terially from those of former years. The number of children be- 
tween five and fifteen years of age, as reported by the census enu- 
merators, has increased from 12,552 in 1892 to 14,229 in 1893, a gain 
of over 13 per cent., but this is probably due rather to more faithful 
work by the enumerators than to any exceptional increase in the 
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number of children. The enrollment of the day schools shows a 
slight increase, and the gain in the average attendance has been 
still larger, carrying the per cent, of attendance up to 92. It was 
90 per cent, in 1891 and 91 per cent, last year.- This improvement 
is proof of interest on the part of pupils and faithful work on the 
part of teachers, and as such is very gratifying. 

As was anticipated last year, the total expense of the schools is 
larger than before, and it can hardly fail to be still larger next 
year. More pupils require more teachers and more books. 
Improved methods of heating and ventilating school houses neces- 
sitate more fuel, and so on. We shall begin the year 1894, for 
instance, with a dozen more teachers than we had at the beginning 
of 1893. Kindergartens and manual training cost money, and a 
steady increase in expenses is inevitable and should be expected. 
The salaries paid to teachers this year amount to nearly $180,000, 
and coal, gas and water, on none of which a cent’s less expenditure 
can be expected, have increased the cost to over $200,000. Text 
books, including writing and drawing books, cost about $11,000, 
and it has only been by the closest economy that the thousand and 
one other items of necessary expense have been kept within the 
limits of the sum expended. And next year, as before stated, the 
cost is likely to be still larger. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

In the construction of public buildings, 1893 has been a red 
letter year in Lowell. The new city hall and the memorial build- 
ing, costing together, including the land, over $600,000 have been 
matched in utility if not in cost by the noble buildings which have 
been dedicated to the cause of education. The earliest to be occu- 
pied was the new Moody school house, at the corner of High street 
and Fort Hill avenue. This is a handsome and imposing brick 
building, erected at a cost of $81,734.31. It contains twelve school 
rooms, besides offices, teachers’ parlor, etc., and has on the upper 
floor a hall which will seat 1,000 people. It is finished through- 
out with the long-leaf southern pine, the light color and handsome 
marking of which give the rooms a lighter and more cheerful ap- 
pearance than any other wood commonly used for inside finish. The 
building is equipped with all modern conveniences in the way of 
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electric call bells, speaking tubes, etc.; and, taken altogether, may 
fairly be called the finest grammar school building in the city. 
Ten of its twelve rooms are now in use, — one for a kindergarten, 
one for a primary room, and eight for the grammar school. Another 
grammar room will probably be opened in February next. 

The house was dedicated Wednesday, April 12, having been 
occupied by the school from the beginning of the April term. The 
spacious hall proved hardly large enough to accommodate the 
spectators, so great was the interest taken in the building and the 
exercises. Mr. T. P. Boulger, the sub-committee of the school, 
presided, and the program included the passing of the keys from 
Alderman Westall, chairman of the committee on lands and build- 
ings, to the school board, as represented by Vice Chairman Geo. M. 
Harrigan, by Mr. Harrigan to Mr. Boulger, as sub-committee of the 
school, and by the latter to the master, Mr. W. S. Greene ; the 
presentation, by Col. A. A. Haggett, of an American flag, donated 
by Mrs. Hocum Hosford ; remarks by Mr. EjDhraim Brown, assist- 
ant to Mr. Seth Pooler, the first master of the school, from 1845 
to 1849 ; address by His Honor, Mayor Pickman ; address by 
Philip J. Farley, Esq.; and remarks by Rev. R. A. Greene, and the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The new High School building, for which teachers and pupils 
had been waiting so anxiously, and at the last so impatiently, was 
finally occupied Monday, October 28, and the general verdict 
seems to be that it was worth waiting for. 

LowelPs first High School was opened in 1831, in a cottage 
house on Middlesex street, and after several migrations found per- 
manent quarters in a new building, erected for the purpose on 
Kirk street, in 1841. This building did good service for fifty years, 
but was finally outgrown and taken down in July, 1891. More 
land was added to its site ; and the new building retains the same 
position, extending from Kirk street to Anne street, with en- 
trances on each street. It is built of buff brick, and is three 
stories high with a granite basement. The wood work is of hard 
pine, and is very light and handsome. A spacious corridor runs 
the entire length of each of the first two floors, from the Kirk street 
entrance to the doors on Anne street, and the rooms are ranged on 
each side of these corridors. The first floor has seven school rooms, 
with seats for 56 pupils each, a library, an office, and reception 
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room. The second floor has eight school rooms, and the third 
floor has a hall in the center of the building 74 x 88 feet, with a 
seating capacity of 1,200. At the Kirk street end are the physical 
laboratory and the physical lecture room, and at the Anne street 
end are the chemical laboratory and lecture room. The floor of the 
latter is built in terraces to give a better view of the lecture table 
in front, and contains 96 chairs with arm-rests for writing. The 
floor of the laboratory is tiled, and the fittings are models of 
elegance and fitness. The building is lighted by gas and electricity, 
and is provided with all modern improvements in the way of elec- 
tric gongs, call bells and speaking tubes. It has cost, to date, $199,- 
279.65. Nothing has been wasted in useless ornamentation ; and 
it is undoubtedly one of the best buildings for the cost to be found 
in the state. 

The building was dedicated Friday afternoon, December 22, the

A third new building, a four-room primary school house at 
the Oaklands, — was finished in the summer, and occupied in Sep- 
tember. Its cost was $12,040. 

All of these buildings are heated by furnaces, and the circulation 
of pure air, to an amount of not less than 1,500 cubic feet per min- 
ute, is secured by the draft from a large central chimney, or “stack/ 7 
in which a fire is kept constantly burning, the system being that 
of the Fuller & Warren Warming and Ventilating company. This 
method of heating has been in use at the Cross street and Cabot 
street schools for three years, and has worked admirably ; but 
whether it will work as well in larger buildings is a question which, 
with us at least, is not fully settled. The principle is the same, 
and if a separate furnace is used for every two rooms it would 
seem that the results ought to be the same, whether the building 
contains four rooms or forty. Thus far, however, the results with 
us have not been as satisfactory in the new buildings as in the old. 
This fact is partly due to some faults of construction for which the 
system is in no way responsible, and the correction of these faults 
has already resulted in much better service ; but it is yet too early 
to pronounce definitely upon the success of what is still an experi- 
ment. The system certainly presents some very great advantages, 
and if it can be made to do in large buildings all that is claimed 
for it, or all that it has already done at Cross street, it will be a 
matter of the highest importance. And while we suspend judg- 
ment, we hope for the best. 

That we should be experimenting with methods of ventilation 
is, perhaps, a necessity, for it is only within a very few years that 
such methods have come into general use, but there are things 
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about which we have no settled plans or fixed rules which have 
long since passed the experimental stage. The committee on 
reports call attention, for instance, to imperfect lighting and mis- 
placed desks, causing myopia and perhaps other avoidable ills. 
The construction of school buildings and the choice and placing of 
school furniture is not, unfortunately, in the hands of the 
school committee, but the committee on lands and buildings would, 

I think, gladly require all architects and builders to conform to 
well known and reasonable rules of construction, if those conditions 
and rules were formulated and placed in their hands. The rooms, 
for instance, should be of a specified height, with a designated 
amount of floor space per pupil ; the windows should bear a defi- 
nite relation to the floor space, and should be on at least two sides 
of the room ; the desks of the pupils should be so placed as to 
receive the light in a required direction ; the amount of pure air 
should not be less than a specified minimum; and so on through a 
large number of conditions from which no deviation should be 
permitted. Many cities have formulated very carefully prepared 
rules on all these points, and Lowell should, in my opinion, do the 
same. 

In addition to buildings already completed, two others are 
well under way. The Chelmsford street grammar school house, 
which is to be called the Abraham Lincoln school, a handsome 
brick structure of eight rooms, with plans for four more when 
needed, is roofed in, and will easily be put in condition to occupy 
by September next. A much needed four-room addition to the 
Butler school is in about the same condition, and will be finished 
at the same time. 

But much as has recently been done in the way of new build- 
ings, there is still imperative need of more. In last year’s report 
attention was called to the necessity for 9 , new school house in 
Ward 5, to take the place of the Bartlett school house. This build- 
ing is the oldest and poorest in the city. I have no desire to 
increase the prejudice against it by calling attention to its defects, 
but it is a well known fact that parents on all sides of it seek every 
pretext to send their children to the Green, the Highland or the 
Pawtucket school, not from any prejudice against the teachers, who 
certainly average well with those of other schools, but wholly on 
account of the condition of the building. Such a condition ought 
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not to exist. If the building is not fit for all, it is not fit for any- 
body. The need for a new building here was great last year ; it is 
greater this year. The new building should stand somewhere 
southwest of the common, and should be built at once. 

Argument about the Middlesex Village school house is out of 
place, for this is a location where a school house must be built at 
once. Land is plenty in this section, and a new lot should be 
purchased so as to allow the use of the old house until the new 
one is ready to occupy. 

Two years ago, I asked for a new school house in Ward 2, on 
or near Hildreth street. The need of this house has not increased 
as fast as I expected, but it is still great. I learn that citizens of 
this section are circulating a petition to the city council for a 
house. 'I heartily indorse their request and hope it will be 
granted, and a four-room building erected before next September. 

SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

No radical changes have been made in courses of study or 
methods of teaching, but there has been, I think, a steady growth 
in the line of all that is best in modern methods and the new 
education. Never has the regular work of the school-room been 
more intelligent and earnest, and never has there been shown a 
greater zeal for improvement. This has manifested itself especi- 
ally in a wider reading ; in the formation of classes of teachers for 
special study ; and of organizations for mutual help and improve- 
ment. Several schools have very respectable libraries of pedagog- 
ical books, which are read as well as placed upon their shelves. 
About one-third of all the teachers of the city have studied Geol- 
ogy, with special attention to field lessons, with Miss Harriette Rea. 
Last spring a course of lectures on Psychology, by Dr. Larkin 
Dunton of Boston, was attended by more than two -thirds of the 
teachers, who assessed themselves to pay the bills ; and recently 
the master and all the assistants of one grammar school have 
arranged to devote one afternoon a week to reading together Bald- 
win’s Psychology, intending to finish the book this winter. Two 
grammar schools have taken regular lessons of a teacher of phys- 
ical culture, and have made these lessons bear practical fruit in 
the work of their own rooms, and so on. In the matter of organ- 
izations for meetings of teachers, the advance has been still greater. 
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The old Teaehers’ Institute, of whieh all teachers of the city are 
ex-offieio members, has been revived, though its meetings have 
as yet been few. The graduates of the Training school, who now 
number nearly 100, have a “Union/’ which has held monthly 
meetings with addresses upon “ Physical Culture” by Miss Keyes 
of the Training sehool ; “Local Geology” by Miss Harriette Rea ; 
“The Flora of Lowell” by Miss Lillian Russell, and “A Lesson in 
the Study of Insects” by Prof. Alpheus Hyatt of Boston. The pri- 
mary teachers have formed an association, with excellent meetings 
addressed by Miss Seales of the Cross Street school, Miss Bowers 
of the Dover Street school, and Miss Holden of the Mammoth Road 
sehool. All of these were made more interesting by exhibits of 
school work, and in the latter case by the presenee of a class of 
ehildren from the sehool. The primary school principals have 
had two meetings to consider matters of special interest to them- 
selves, and the grammar masters have resumed the monthly meet- 
ings of former years. All the publie meetings have been large- 
ly attended, and they have undoubtedly done mueh to increase 
the general interest. A teachers’ institute was held in October by 
the State Board of Education, upon a Saturday, at which those 
who have said that teaehers would not attend a meeting held on a 
holiday were shown to be wrong, for, so far as I ean learn, every 
teacher of the city, eleeted, temporary or substitute, with the 
exception of some High school teachers who had a meeting of their 
own in Boston, and every graduate of the Training sehool, was 
present. Mr. A. C. Boyden of Bridgewater is now giving a eourse 
of lessons on nature study, to last through the sehool year, which 
is attended by a large majority of the teachers, who nob only 
attend but pay the expenses. In faet, the teachers are doing so 
mueh that a course of lectures on the Principles of Education, by 
Secretary Diekinson of the State Board, which had been planned 
for in the fall term, was reluctantly postponed, Dr. Diekinson 
writing me a eharactcristie letter in whieh he said : “Your teachers 
are doing enough already. There is sueh a thing as having more 
than one is thankful for.” That teachers are doing “enough” is 
certainly high commendation, and cannot fail to bear good fruit 
in the future.

The two teachers whose deaths arc recorded in the roll de- 
serve more than a passing mention. 

Miss Carrie Stone, who died May 23, at the age of 28, had 
been a teacher in the Edson school, of which she had once been a 
pupil, for eight years. Modest and unassuming, she was yet firm 
and self reliant, a model teacher and a friend to be so loved that I 
have never seen a deeper grief than was manifested by all her 
associates in the school. Her loss is irreparable, except as it is, 
as it must be to all who knew her, a perpetual stimulus to more 
faithful and earnest work. 

Miss Alice Maud Batchelder died October 9, at the age of 28, 
after a lingering illness of nearly two years. She had been a 
teacher in the Mammoth Road school for five years. Gifted with 
rare tact and grace, an enthusiast in her profession, her school 
work had been a great success. In social life she was a special 
favorite, and there are few young ladies of the city who would 
have been more widely missed or more deej)ly regretted. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The occupancy of a new building forms an epoch in this 
year’s history of the High School, and as if to signalize the event 
the number of students belonging went up from 461 at the begin- 
ning of the year to 597 at its close. Two teachers of long and 
successful experience resigned in June, — Miss Melvin to take a 
more responsible position in China, and Miss Hovey to take a well 
earned rest. Their places were filled by the transfer of Miss 
Vinton from the Varnum, and the election of Miss Goodhue, both

of whom are doing excellent work. The increase in the number 
of pupils, however, necessitated an increase in the number of 
teachers, and Messrs. Harris, Mellen and Brogan, after an 
apprenticeship as temporary teachers through the fall term, were 
elected to the school, in December. The better quarters and the 
better facilities for work, especially in chemistry and physics, have 
increased the interest as well as the numbers, and the school is in 
excellent condition.

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GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The average number of pupils belonging to the grammar 
schools was 3,779, an increase of 246 over the record for 1892. A 
gain of one per cent was also made in the regularity of attendance, 
and the number graduated in June, 360, was larger than ever 
before by more than 100. The number of pupils received from 
the primary sehools in 1887 was 721. These scholars would 
regularly complete a six years course in 1893, and that the num- 
ber to graduate this year is fifty per cent, of the number which 
entered six years ago is a record to be proud of. It shows, as was 
suggested last year, that more and more pupils are remaining to 
complete the eourse, and is a proof of the esteem in which the 
schools are held by the parents. Another indication of popular 
favor is the fact that 525 scholars entered the grammar schools 
last year from sources other than the publie schools of the same 
or a lower grade, as against 402 received in 1892 and 376 the 
year before. 

The primary schools have not increased their membership as 
have the grammar schools; and in one or two plaees, as notably at 
Checver street and Agawam street, the numbers have been consid- 
erably reduced by the opening near them of private schools. . They 
have, however, sent 999 pupils to the grammar schools, and the 
work done in them as a whole has never been better. The num- 
ber belonging at the present time is 4,024. 

Of the scholars promoted to grammar schools, 336, a little 
more than one-third, were sent in February ; all but one of the 
grammar sehools receiving pupils at that time. Of those of this 
number who were present in September 22 per cent, had received 
a double promotion, and were in the tenth elass ; 47 per cent, had 
taken the regular promotion and were in the eleventh class, and 
31 per cent, had failed of a promotion and were entered as belong- 
ing to the twelfth class. The latter had lost nothing as regards 
advancement, in comparison with their mates in the primary 
schools who did not get a promotion in February, while the 22 
per cent, had already gained a whole year, and the 47 per cent, 
a half year. I do not, however, base my continued advocacy of 
February promotions upon figures like these, but rather upon the 
question of the absolute right of a class to be advanced when 
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qualified for promotion. I am not sure that the same right may 
not fairly be claimed for every individual, at any point in his 
school course, but possibly the inconvenience of individual pro- 
motions may sometimes be so great that the greatest good to the 
greatest number may require the individual to suffer some loss 
rather than that many of his mates should be injured. But cer- 
tainly a full class qualified for promotion may properly demand 
it as a right. The subject is not a new one. In a report which 
antedates my term of service, I find the following : “Children in a 
primary school should never be put to threshing old straw be- 
cause There is not room for them in the grammar school.’ Such 
an abomination, it is believed, has been committed in Lowell.” I 
agree with the first of these statements, and trust that the alleged 
“abominations” are wholly things of the past. 

And this question of promotions leads naturally to the con- 
sideration of other relations between the two grades of schools, 
and I am convinced that these relations should be much closer 
than they are. Elsewhere grammar masters have supervisory 
power over the primaries of their district, and I think this should 
be the case here. The grammar master should be in a position 
to think of all the schools of his district as parts of a system of 
which he is the head. He will not then think of the primary 
schools as something apart from, and to some extent antagonistic 
to, the grammar school, but will make all his plans, those for pro- 
motions of course included, with as much regard for the good of 
the primary schools as for his own. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The year at the Training School, while filled with hard and 
successful work, would have been uneventful but for the resigna- 
tion of its principal, Mrs. Julia M. Dewey, which occurred in July, 
and the absence on leave since September of the second assistant 
teacher, Miss Alice M. Clark. 

Mrs. Dewey had been with the school from the first. She 
had seen it grow from four rooms on Worth en Street, with herself 
the only teacher, to thirteen rooms at its present location, with all 
the grades from the Kindergarten to the High School. And this 
steady growth was very largely due to her foresight, energy and per- 
sistence. She was a woman of great ability, thoroughly devoted to 
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her work, gifted with unusual capacity as an organizer, and with 
the ability to gain and hold the confidence of committees. These 
qualities were exactly what were needed for the work she had to 
do in Lowell, and she succeeded where many would have failed. 
She resigned in Lowell to accept the position of Superintendent of 
Schools at North Adams, in which place it is safe to predict for 
her a great success. 

At the first meeting of the School Committee after Mrs. Dewey’s 
resignation Miss Katharine T. Keyes, who had been first assistant 
at the Training School for three years, was promoted to the posi- 
tion of acting principal. Under her direction the school has gone 
on without a jar, with no noticeable lack of efficiency at any point, 
and with a positive gain in some respects. Pupils and pupil- 
teachers have alike been loyal and earnest, and the parents of 
the children are much better pleased with the school than ever 
before. 

Miss Clark’s absence, before referred to, was for the purpose 
of further study at the Teacher’s College, New York, from which 
she expects to graduate next June. She has been sorely missed, 
but her example in giving a year’s time for such a purpose is worth 
much to the whole city, and we trust that the loss caused by her 
absence this year will be more than compensated for by her pres- 
ence next year. Her place in the school has been taken, for the 
time she may be absent, by Miss Addie B. Merrill, who was elected 
in June, and whose work in her new position has given great sat- 
isfaction. 

In the last four }^ears, the Training School has graduated 86 
young ladies of whom almost all are now teaching, the majority 
having been elected to permanent positions. And while all have 
not been equally successful, it is fair to say that their work as a 
whole has been so good that the school has become every year 
more firmly established in the confidence and esteem of the public. 
About a dozen of its graduates have taught in other cities or towns, 
and in every case they have scored a marked success. This is now 
so well known that the demand from adjoining towns is far greater 
than the supply, though the supply would doubtless be greater if 
the pay was larger. There' are now in the school twelve students 
or pupil-teachers, five in the senior class, three in the middle class, 
and four in the junior.

KINDERGARTENS. 


LowelPs first kindergarten was opened at Dover Street, in Sep- 
tember 1892. It soon became very popular, and anticipating a de- 
mand for more, the committee decided to open a training class for 
kindergartners. To instruct such a class, and at the same to conduct 
a kindergarten, Miss Anna W. Devereaux of Marblehead was em- 
ployed, in December, 1892, and began work with children the first 
of January, 1893, in a room in the Training School building on 
Charles Street. In February she took charge of a class of six 
young ladies and began the work of training kindergartners. The 
number of children was at first small, and for the first month Miss 
Devereaux cared for them alone. Later the young ladies of the 
training class assisted in the work with the children as a part of 
their practice so that when the number became larger, as was soon 
the case, Miss Devereaux was still able to get along and do excel- 
lent work without a salaried assistant. 

In April, a third kindergarten was opened in a room in the 
new Moody School house in Belvidere, and Miss Mary C. Walker 
and Mrs. Ella L. Pratt, who had been conducting a private kin- 
dergarten in the same section of the city for several years, were 
elected kindergartners. This, too, was very successful, the limit 
of fifty pupils being reached almost at once, with a dozen applica- 
tions for the first vacancy. And this although the age limit for 
admission had been fixed at from three and one-half to five years, 
for the purpose of keeping the number down to the capacity of the 
room. In September a fourth kindergarten was opened in Cen- 
tral ville, with Miss Nettie M. Conant in charge, and this, too, soon 
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reached its limit of numbers, with many applications filed for the 
first vacancy. No assistant was provided for Miss Conant in Cen- 
tralvillc, and her transfer from the Dover Street Kindergarten left 
the principal of the latter also without an assistant. These two va- 
cancies were filled by the young ladies from the training class who 
went to their work in pairs, and by their number more than com- 
pensated for the incompleteness of their education. To get more 
experience they changed places every month, and so earnestly did 
they devote themselves to this w T ork forenoons, and to their nor- 
mal work afternoons, that they were able to finish their course in 
December with great satisfaction to their instructor and the School 
Committee. Their graduation exercises occurred in the High 
School hall, Dec. 26, and five of them were elected to permanent 
positions the next day, while the sixth will undoubtedly receive 
an election very soon. 

Low r ell has been exceptionally fortunate in getting her kin- 
dergartens started right. Miss Devereaux has proved to be the 
right person in the right place, and her first class is a very strong 
one. All the kindergartens we have are of the best type, and we 
have every reason to expect that those to be taught by the young 
ladies just elected, will be equally good. And that none but the 
best work will be accepted is assured by the election of Miss Dev- 
ereaux, Dec. 27, as supervisor of all the kindergartens of the city. 

Last year several applications were received from non-residents 
for permission to enter the kindergarten training class by the pay- 
ment of tuition. These applications were refused at the time, in 
the belief that it would not be easy to accommodate a larger class 
than was already assured at home. Such conditions, however, 
will not hold for the future, and it was voted at the last meeting of 
the committee to admit a limited number of non-residents on the 
payment of tuition. This affords a rare opportunity to young 
ladies in towns or cities near Lowell to prepare themselves to 
conduct a kindergarten under very favorable conditions, and at 
moderate expense.

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EVENING SCHOOLS. 

At a public hearing in Boston recently, a well known educator 
referred to the evening schools of Lowell as “ beyond question the 
best in the state.” Modesty might prevent a Lowell man from 
being the first to make a similar assertion, but we trust to be 
pardoned if we venture to heartily endorse the opinion of our 
brother superintendent. Lowell’s evening schools are good, much 
better than formerly, — so good, indeed, that it is an unpleasant 
duty to refer to any weak spots ; but the fact is the weak spots are 
there and it is of no use to try to hide the fact. The instruction 
is generally of a high order, but to this rule there are some excep- 
tions. Every year a few inefficient teachers somehow contrive to 
get an appointment, and their pupils suffer the consequences. I 
heartily endorse the oft-repeated suggestion of the supervisor that 
some test should be applied to all candidates for positions in 
evening schools who have not already demonstrated their fitness 
by successful experience in teaching. I do not consider an exam- 
ination a final test, by any means. Doubtless many could pass it 
who would make very poor teachers, but it would at least bar out 
the very ignorant and save the committee from the importunities 
of those who are manifestly unfit to teach. We now grant four 
grades of certificates of qualification to teach, but the fourth grade 
certificate, which can only be obtained by a candidate for a day 
school by passing an examination and graduating from the Train- 
ing School, is given to any candidate for an evening school without 
examination, as a mere matter of form. I suggest the granting of 
another, a fifth grade certificate, for those who wish to teach in 
evening schools, and believe that if positions are restricted to the 
holders of such certificates, which should be obtained only by 
presenting some reasonable proof of fitness, we should in time 
build up a greatly improved corps of teachers for our evening 
schools. 

EVENING DRAWING SCHOOLS. 

Lowell’s Free Evening Drawing School is a feature of our 
school system that can be duplicated in very few cities in the 
country. And of the few who have such schools at all, a still less 
number employ so high priced teachers or do such advanced work. 
This school has advanced classes in free hand mechanical and 
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architectural drawing, practical design, modeling and crayon work. 
The classes offer opportunities for art and industrial education of 
the best type, and their advantages are shared by over 400 young 
men and young women. The architectural and machine-drawing 
classes, which met in the Green school hall last year, have been 
able to return to their old quarters in the Mann school building 
this year, so that all the classes are at the same place. They 
occupy all the rooms of the building, some of which have been 
specially fitted up for their- use this year. Attendance has been 
as follows :

MILITARY INSTRUCTION. 

The military instruction given the boys of the High School is 
increasingly popular with the students, who are begging for , a 
chance to do extra drilling evenings or at other times out of school 
hours. The battalion did not take the first prize at the regimental 
meet in Malden last summer, and probably can never do so if 
required to drill as a battalion in competition with the few picked 
men of smaller schools. It was said, with what truth I do not 
know, that the companies from some cities had been doing a great 
deal of extra work in preparation for the competitive drill, but the 
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Lowell Committee on High School wisely decided that it would be 
better for the Lowell battalion to take second place at prize drills 
than to give to special preparation time which would detract from 
regular school work. The committee therefore passed a rule 
forbidding extra drill. 

The battalion is now so large that the drill hall on Market 
street will accommodate only two companies at a time, so that 
while two hours per week are given to military instruction, each 
company really gets but one hour. The hour at which the drill 
is held is also the worst possible. Coming as it does, after the 
session of the school, the boys are tired, hungry and in a hurry to 
get home, so that it is a constant wonder that they take hold of the 
work with as much enthusiasm as they do. If military instruction 
is to be a permanent thing, as seems to be certain, a drill shed 
should be constructed over the canal just across the street from the 
school house. I am told that the Locks and Canals Company 
offer some objections to giving a location here, but the company, 
like all other good citizens, has the interests of the city at heart, 
and I am very sure that a satisfactory arrangement might be made if 
the matter was pushed and the great need of the drill hall was 
properly set forth. In the meantime, I recommend that the drills 
be held in Huntington Hall. The expense of changing the seats 
in the hall is considerable, but the advantages of a good hall close 
at hand where the drill can be at an hour which will best accom- 
modate the school, are so considerable that I do not think the 
matter of expense should stand in the way. 

The following rules made by the Committee on Military 
Instruction and adopted by the Board December 27, 1893, will 
undoubtedly increase the efficiency and promote the welfare of 
the battalion : 

RULES RELATING TO PARADES AND PROMOTIONS. 

The High School Battalion shall not parade with or without arms, or 
participate in any event as the above organization, without the permission 
in writing of the chairman and two other members of the Committee on 
Military Instruction ; and a copy of such permission shall be sent to the 
Secretary of the Board and by him entered upon the records. 

Promotions shall be in the following order: Private, Color Guard, 
Corporal, Sergeant, Color Bearer (if large enough), Sergeant Major, Second 
Lieutenant, First Lieutenant, Captain. 
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Promotions for Corporal shall be according to rank in a competitive 
drill and examination, consisting of the position of the soldier, exercises, 
steps, facings, salutes, manual of arms, etc. All except Juniors shall be 
permitted to enter the competitive drill, and the judges shall be officers of 
the militia. 

For Sergeants a written examination shall be held, consisting of 
questions selected by the Military Instructor, the subject matter to be the 
duties of the Private, Corporal and Sergeant. Promotions shall be according 
to rank, only third and fourth year boys being eligible. 

For Commissioned Officers a written examination shall be held, con- 
sisting of questions selected by the Military Instructor, covering all the 
duties of the Commissioned Officer and Non-Commissioned Officer, and the 
duties pertaining to the command of a company. Promotions shall be 
according to rank. 

The examinations shall be held under the supervision of the High 
School teachers, and only numbers shall be used to designate the students. 
The papers shall be turned over to the Military Instructor, marked by him, 
and handed to the Secretary of the School Board, who shall make a record 
of the same and place it in the hands of the Committee on Military 
Instruction. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

The subject of physical culture in schools is so old that it 
antedates history. The Persians and Greeks, indeed, gave it a far 
greater prominence than has any nation of modern times. In this 
country it has received comparatively little attention until within 
the last few years. Now, however, no subject is exciting more 
interest. Scarcely a teachers’ convention has been held for the 
last five years upon whose program it did not find a place, and 
our last county convention had no less than three papers uj^on 
this topic. In this revival of interest Lowell has shared, and 
while physical culture has always received some attention, it is 
probably true that it is now receiving more than ever before. The 
formal approval of the School Committee was given to it so long 
ago as to be time out of mind, but, in the Primary and Grammar 
schools at least, no particular system has been endorsed, no 
special teacher has been employed, and no definite time has been 
assigned to it. The result has been that some teachers have done 
much in this line, some have done little, and a few, probably, have 
done nothing at all. In the High School a special teacher of 
physical culture was employed four years ago, and the girls of the 
school have received regular and systematic instruction from her 
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each week ever since, the boys having their military drill at the 
same hours. In the Training School, physical culture has been 
made a regular subject of instruction for the pupil-teachers, and 
the graduates have all had systematic training in it. The work 
done in both these schools has been very popular, and this fact 
has probably helped to increase the interest in the subject. 

Of the several systems of physical culture which are competing 
for popular favor the Swedish, or Ling, system is undoubtedly 
securing the greatest number of adherents. I have not myself been 
able to become as enthusiastic over it as perhaps I ought. It 
requires a standing position which is rigid and unnatural; its 
movements are angles and its motions jerks. The enlivening in- 
fluence of music is rejected. There is no pretense of ease or grace 
about it anywhere, though it is claimed that it eventually produces 
both, somehow. It is, however, thoroughly systematic, every 
movement has a reason and a purpose, and the results seem to be 
good. I am, therefore, prepared to subordinate my own prejudices 
to the judgment of the many who are better able than I to judge, 
and I join the majority in welcoming the Ling system. And lest 
it should be supposed that this system is a new thing in Lowell, 
it should be said that all the marching exercises, fancy steps, etc., 
which have been taught at the Training School, are included in the 
Swedish system, though Miss Keyes has made them much more 
interesting by adding the rhythm of music; and that Mrs. Huntley 
has taught it at the High School, with some modifications and 
additions, for four years. A considerable number of teachers have 
recently employed a teacher of this system to instruct them and to 
assist them in training their pupils, and others have expressed a 
wish to do the same thing. This proof of interest justifies me, I 
think, in renewing here a recommendation which I made at the 
last meeting of the committee, that a special teacher of physical 
culture be employed. 

In conclusion I wish to bear record to the faithfulness and 
efficiency of all co-workers. The Truant Officers have attended to 
their perplexing duties with zeal and discretion. They have at last, 
I am happy to say, a room in the new City Hall large enough to 
accommodate them. Their quarters in the old building were 
atrocious, and the place assigned to them in the new building was but 
little larger. Thanks to the Superintendent of Lands and Build-

ings they now have a good room in the basement, very near the 
Merrimack street entrance, just where it ought to be. The supply 
room is smaller than it should be, but it has been enlarged by the 
addition of the cubby-hole first assigned to the Truant Officers, and 
by close packing Mr. Williams has brought order out of the first 
chaos, and all requests of teachers for supplies receive prompt 
attention. Mr. John A. Smith has taken entire charge of the 
purchase of supplies, the collating of bills and pay rolls, and has 
been of very great assistance to me and of very great value to the 
department in many other ways. 

The School Committee as a whole, and as individuals, have 
done all in their power to make my work a success. For official 
and moral support just as generous as in former years, and for a 
salary more generous than before, I desire to express my heartfelt 
gratitude.

FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — Teach by the sentence and word method, beginning 
with script letters on the blackboard, and later using the Monroe 
Charts and the first lessons in the First Reader. Employ phonic 
analysis to secure distinct articulation and assist in the recognition 
of new words. Secure naturalness of expression by making sure 
that no sentence is spoken until the thought is fully comprehended. 
Consult Miss Spear’s “ Preparing to Read,” Calkins’s “From Black- 
board to Books,” and Miss Badlam’s “'Suggestive Lessons in 
Language and Reading.” 

Writing. — Words and letters on ruled slates from blackboard 
copy.- 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lessons copied from the black- 
board. After the letters of the alphabet are known, spelling from 
dictation may be begun, at the option of the teacher. 

Language. — Object: (1) To secure the confidence of the chil- 
dren and make them feel at home in school ; (2) to increase their 
vocabulary ; and (3) to accustom them to express their thoughts 
in simple and correct forms of speech. 

Lead the children to talk freely about things with which they are 
familiar, and to reproduce short stories told them by the teacher. 
Require complete statements, correct forms of speech, and distinct 
articulation, using great care, however, that corrections are not 
made in a way to repel confidence or lessen interest. The impor- 
tance of making children enjoy the first weeks of school life can- 
not be overestimated. Memory gems, brief maxims, and short 
selections of poetry, learned and recited in this and all succeeding 
grades. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five, inclusive. Add, mul- 
tiply, subtract, and divide, developing all processes by the aid of 
objects. Consult Wentworth and Reed’s “ First Steps in Number,” 
and Baldwin’s “Industrial Arithmetic,” in this and all succeeding 
grades. 

Geography. — Conversation lessons, preparatory to regular work 
in geography. Teach position, as above, below, on, under, front, back, 
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etc., and right and left as relative terms. Lead children to observe 
the temperature as warm, hot, or cold, and the weather as sunny, 
cloudy, or rainy. Consult Nichols’ Topics in Geography,” Grade I. 

Nature Study. — 'Lessons to recognize and name a few common 
plants, animals and minerals, and to note single qualities of each. 
Teach only from observation and experiment. The object of nature 
study in primary grades is not so much the acquisition of facts as 
the training of the powers of observation and the development of an 
active interest in natural objects. Consult Prince’s “ Courses and 
Methods.” 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and uses of the 
external parts of the body, and the simplest rules of health. Con- 
sult Prince’s “ Courses and Methods,” pages 173 and 195. The 
order of topics prepared by Dr. D unton of the Boston Normal 
School, and printed on page 196 of the above mentioned book, may 
profitably be followed in this and all succeeding grades. Teach the 
effect of the use of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics as required by 
the laws of the state. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public Statutes of 
the Commonwealth and printed on page 27 of the Buies of the 
School Committee, in this and all succeeding grades. Mrs. Dewey’s 
u How to Teach Manners,” or Miss Wiggin’s “ Lessons on Man- 
ners,” may serve as a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as directed by the 
special teacher of each of those branches. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin First Reader and supplementary readers. 
Continue phonics, and ' teach the long and short sounds of the 
vowels. See that every phrase is spoken as a whole. In this, as 
in all the grades, the aim is to secure a full comprehension of the 
thought, natural expression, distinct articulation, correct pronun- 
ciation, and ready utterance. 

If the last part of the First Reader proves too difficult for the 
first year, leave a part to be finished the second year. 

Writing. — Words and sentences from the blackboard, chart,* 
and slips prepared for the purpose on slates and the paper spe- 
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cially ruled for primary work. If all the letters of the alphabet 
have not been learned by the pupil by the end of the year, uncon- 
sciously, give a little special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson copied from the 
blackboard, and afterwards spelled, orally or in writing, from dic- 
tation. Teach children to spell their own names, and the names 
of places or objects in which they are interested. 

Language. — Objects : To increase the pupils 5 stock of ideas 
and words, and to facilitate the expression of thought in correct 
forms of speech. 

Conversational lessons as in the first half, carefully correcting 
all errors of expression. In this respect every lesson in this and 
all succeeding grades should be a language lesson. Begin writing 
short sentences, and teach the capital at the beginning of the sen- 
tence, the capital I, and the period and interrogation -mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten, inclusive. 
Use objects, but discard them gradually as facts are learned, and 
give much drill in applied and abstract work. Arabic and Roman 
notation to ten (and further, so as to enable pupils to tell page, 
lesson, and paragraph in the reading book, at the option of the 
teacher), and the signs -f, X, -5-, =. Teach, objectively, the 
fractions -J- ; coins from one cent to ten cents ; pint, quart, inch. 

Geography. — Teach cardinal points, with practical applica- 
tion to objects in the school-room, the school-yard, and streets near 
the school-house. Have children draw plans of desk, and locate 
objects on them, and use an outline of the school-room drawn upon 
the blackboard by the teacher for the same purpose. 

Give easy conversation lessons at appropriate times on natural 
objects and phenomena, as sun, clouds, rain, snow, etc. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. Teach only the 
most general and obvious features, and assist pupils to find out all 
facts for themselves as far as possible. Whenever practicable, pro- 
vide specimens for all the pupils. Encourage the children to make 
collections. 

Physiology. — As in the first half. In connection with names 
and uses, teach the proper care of the hair, teeth, nails, etc. Do 
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not try to teach too much ; only general facts which are mainly 
within the range of the pupils 7 observation are wanted. Show 
importance of cleanliness, exercise, proper clothing, good food, 
pure air, etc., in this and all succeeding grades. 


SECOND YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Second Reader, and 
supplementary readers. The fault to be most carefully avoided in 
this and all succeeding grades of the primary course is haggling 
over words. To prevent this, all new and difficult words should 
be pronounced and their meanings explained before oral reading is 
begun. Then, by questioning, make sure that the pupil fully 
understands every sentence before he reads it. Make haste slowly, 
and give pupils much easy reading, rather than a little which is 
difficult. 

Writing. — Words and sentences as in the first year, and 
from dictation. Use capitals and the period and question-mark. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson written on black- 
board by teacher, copied by pupils, and afterwards written from 
dictation or spelled orally, or both. Teach also the spelling of 
some proper nouns, as days of the week, etc. 

Language. — Object : To stimulate thought, to cultivate the 
powers of observation and imagination, and to develop facility in 
the use of good English. 

Oral and written exercises. Use for material such objects and 
topics as will furnish the best opportunity for the expression of 
thought, and make sure that the pupil always has the thought 
clearly in mind' before he is required, or even allowed, to say or 
write anything. Train observation by noting qualities and uses of 
objects, and the imagination by stories suggested by pictures. In 
connection with sentences written from dictation, teach capitals and 
a few common abbreviations. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations and 
combinations, to twenty. Objects may be used if necessary, but

ought not to be greatly needed. Continue drill in applied and 
abstract work. Simple operations in small fractions and in denom- 
inate numbers also continued. Teach pupils to read the signs -{-, 
— , etc., and to use them as well as know their meaning. Form 
and read tables to the limit of known numbers in this and all 
succeeding grades. 

Geography. — Continue drill in cardinal directions, applying 
the terms north, south, etc., to all objects near enough to the school ~ 
house to be within the range of the child’s observation or knowl- 
edge. Apply same to direction of wind. Repeat plan of desk, by 
pupils, and of room or yard by teacher, and speak of the plans as 
“ maps,” but do not require definitions. Continue study of objects 
within vision, as cloud, dew, ice, fog, etc. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued and 
extended. Find properties of common minerals and note their 
uses. Of plants name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, etc. Name parts 
and note habits of animals, birds, insects, etc. Remember that no 
lesson is worth giving which does not thoroughly interest the pupil 
at the time, and tend to increase his regard for the natural objects 
which are all about him. Have pupils draw and describe, orally 
and in writing. In this year read Wood’s “ First Natural History 
Reader,” and Wright’s 16 Seaside and Wayside, No. 1.” 

Physiology. — The senses : the eye and sight ; the ear and 
hearing. Teach only the most general features, any thorough study 
of the anatomy of the eye or ear being w T holly out of place. Teach 
by observation, and experiment as far as possible. Temperance 
teaching as before. 


SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Second Reader, completed. Phonic drill 
continued. If pupils cannot easily complete the Second Reader, 
omit the last part, and substitute easy reading from supplementary 
readers. 

Writing. — Op slates and ruled paper, with pencils, from 
blackboard copy, from dictation, and from print as found in the 
reading book. 
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Spelling. — As in the first half. Have words used in sen- 
tences. Teach the spelling of terms used in other studies, and of 
objects like articles of food or clothing with which children are 
familiar. 

Language. — Object, as in the first half Oral and written 
exercises. Continue the reproduction and picture stories, and 
simple descriptions of objects, scenes, and actions. Have the 
pupils construct sentences, using words taken from the reading 
lesson, or suggested by the teacher. Continue to give attention to 
capitals and the most common marks of punctuation, and teach the 
simplest form of letter- writing. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, with drill 
as in the first half. Give much practice in oral examples, with 
abstract numbers involving several operations, for rapid work. 
Roman notation to fifty. Coins, and dollar sign. Pint, quart, 
gallon ; pint, quart, peck, bushel ; inch, foot, yard ; hour, day, 
week, month, year ; dozen. Fractions, J, -J-, J, J, 1-12, 1-16. 

Geography. — Continue work of first half, and begin the 
work of recognizing and naming bodies of land and water which 
are within the range of the pupils’ observation, as hill, valley, 
river, brook, etc. Field lessons can be taken if desired by the 
teacher. Pupils draw school-room. With growing plants in 
the school-room, teach effects of too great heat or cold, lack of 
moisture, etc. 

Nature Study. — As in the first half Continue collections. 
Experiment with seeds planted in pots in the school-room. Have 
children gather cocoons, and watch for the change into moths and 
butterflies. Make regard for animal life an integral part of all 
lessons on animals. Observe, draw, describe. 

Physiology. — The senses continued : The nose and smell ; 
the tongue and taste ; touch. Show the use and value of all the 
senses, and the ill effects of abuse, including under the latter 
topic the effects of alcohol and tobacco. Be careful not to lessen 
influence by over -statements. 
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THIRD YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Advanced Second 
Reader, and supplementary readers. The habit of reproducing 
that which has been read, usually orally, but sometimes in writing, 
which should have already been begun, becomes in this and 
succeeding grades a matter of the greatest importance, and every 
reading lesson should have in connection with it some work of this 
kind. 

Writing. — On slates, on ruled paper with pencil, and in the 
tracing book No. 1 with pen. Give special attention to correct 
pen-holding. In all written work in language, nature study, etc., 
insist on order, neatness, and the very best penmanship of which 
the pupil is capable. 

Spelling. — Words and sentences copied from the reading 
book, and afterwards written from dictation. New words in the 
reading lessons spelled orally, and afterwards written in sentences. 
Be sure that no pupil is called upon to spell a word the meaning 
of which is not known. Insist upon correct spelling in all written 
work. Give much drill on familiar words which are often mis- 
spelled, but do not consider it necessary to teach the spelling of all 
the difficult and uncommon words which are found in the reading 
book. 

Language. — Oral and written exercises. Review, continue, 
and extend all work of previous grades. Teach different forms of 
sentences, the use of is, are ; was, were ; did, done ; saw, seen, etc. ; 
the correct use in sentences of some synonyms, as big, large ; like, 
love, etc. ; and a few homonyms, as fore, four ; write, right ; no, 
know, etc. ; the use of capitals with proper names, some abbrevia- 
tions, and such punctuation as is needed in the written work done 
by the pupils. Consult Powell’s “ How to Write,” Mrs. Knox- 
Heath’s “ Elementary Lessons in English,” and Tarbell’s u Lessons 
in Language,” Book I. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and Roman 
notation, to one hundred. Drill as before on rapid, applied, and 
abstract work, and give considerable attention to adding numbers 
in columns, and to the multiplication table, the latter being, of

course, developed before it is memorized. Review and extend all 
previous work, especially that in fractions and denominate numbers. 

Geography. — Begin map drawing to scale, at first with very 
simple objects, as a book, slate, or desk. Teach as many land and 
water surfaces as can be brought within the range of observation 
(names, not definitions), and, by the aid of pictures, begin to 
develop some knowledge of objects beyond vision. Field lessons 
and sand modeling, if convenient. Consult Nichols’ “ Topics in 
Geography,’’ Grade II, Frye’s “ Brooks and Brook Basins,” and 
“ Child in Nature. ” 

Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, ani- 
mals, and minerals continued to include some knowledge of parts, 
habits, uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons noting resemblances 
and differences. Read in this year, Wood’s Second Natural 
History Reader ” and u Seaside and Wayside, No. 2.” Consult 
Ricks’ u Natural History Lessons.” 

Physiology. — The bones, teeth, skin, and muscles. Teach 
few names, and only the most general features, giving special 
attention to the laws of health. Temperance teaching continued. 
Throughout this year some exercises may well be written, and the 
interest may be increased by drawing some of the parts described. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Advanced Second Reader completed, 
and supplementary readers. Continue phonics and enunciation 
exercises, and teach syllables, accent, and the use of diacritical 
marks. 

“ The best way to teach children to read, after they are once 
started, is to put into their hands a good story book.” — Swett. 

Writing. — Tracing book No. 2, with pen, and slates and 
ruled paper with pencil, as before. 

Spelling. — As in the first half. 

Language. — Results to be accomplished : At the end of this 
year pupils should be able to reproduce the thoughts of others, 
whether read silently by themselves or told them by the teacher, 
and to express their own thoughts on any subject clearly within 
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the limits of their own knowledge, with considerable facility and 
in correct and appropriate forms of speech. They should have 
some knowledge of the simplest form of letter-writing, and should 
know 7 the usual marks of punctuation, the common abbreviations, 
and the proper use of capital letters. 

The work to be done is best indicated by the above statement. 
Consult books previously referred to, especially “ TarbelPs Lessons, 7 ’ 
of which Part I will be the work for pupils in the first half of the 
fourth year. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred and forty-four. 
Arabic and Roman notation to one thousand. Review and extend 
the work of all previous grades. 

Geography. — Continue work of first half and review and 
extend work of all previous grades. Draw to scale, maps of school- 
room or yard. Teach by observation as far as possible, and then, 
by the use of pictures, not only the bodies of land and water, but 
the projections of the same, as capes, peninsulas, bays, straits, etc. 
Observe, draw, model, and describe. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. 

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration, and digestion. As 
before, avoid teaching too much, and make the instruction as 
practical as possible by relating each fact learned to some simple 
and easily followed law of health.

REPORT OF ACCOUNTANT. 


Lowell, Mass., March 6, 1894. 

To Geo. E. Stanley, Esq., Chairman of the Committee on 
Accounts of the City of Lowell, Mass. : 

Sir : — Acting under the instructions of your committee, I 
have examined the accounts of the City Treasurer, and the Com- 
missioners of Sinking Funds, for the City of Lowell, and I have 
the honor to report as follows : 

The books of the City Treasurer, examined by me, consist of a 
cash book, with a draft book, so called, and a number of desk books 
for water rates and taxes, two of each for each year, about ten in 
all, as supplementary books, a journal and ledger, also a list of 
money paid for perpetual care of lots in the city cemetery. 

Draft Book. — On this book are entered the regular monthly bills 
of the city, the weekly pay-rolls, teachers’ pay-rolls, and some few 
other items. The pay-rolls I have added and found them correct, 
the payments signed for either by the individual or the payment 
witnessed by a member of the department in which the person paid 
was employed, as well as attested by the paymaster. The pay- 
ments for bills are properly vouched, and both bills and pay-rolls 
are approved by the several committees in charge of the depart- 
ments, as well as by your committee on accounts. The totals of 
this book go to the credit side of the Cash Book, and these totals 
are exact and properly entered. All other items on the credit side 
of the Cash Book seem to be properly vouched and the footings 
correct. The payments for State Aid and Indigent Soldiers and 
Sailors are entered in a book like a pay-roll, and these books I have 
examined and find the payments properly vouched and the books 
correctly added. The books in which the receipts of water and 
tax rates, as well as the two rate books for the tax for watering 
streets, are entered, have been added by me and the footings are 
correct and correctly carried to the debit side of the Cash Book. 
The other items on this side of the Cash Book seem to be correctly 
entered. I have obtained from most of the departments their 
receipts for money paid to the Treasurer, and find these receipts 
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agree with his entries. I looked about me for some way to prove 
that all notes signed by the Finance Committee had been properly 
entered on the Cash Book, but found no such proof, and neither the 
City Auditor nor City Treasurer suggested any way of proving it. 
I would suggest that all notes of the City of Lowell be counter- 
signed by the City Auditor, and that he keep a record of these 
notes in some suitable book, which may be compared from time to 
time with the book of the Treasurer. Many items on this side of 
the Cash Book, however, it is impossible to check, as we do not 
know of them till we find them. The time allowed your Account- 
ant is not sufficient to enable him to go to the a arious departments 
and find if all charges have been satisfied. The footings on this 
side of the Cash Book are correct, and the items properly carried 
to the Journal. 

Journal. — In this book the receipts and expenditures are entered 
from the Cash and Draft Books and posted to the Ledger. It 
seems to me most of these items could be posted direct from the 
Cash and Draft Book to the Ledger, especially with the aid of the 
sheets which are now prepared in addition to this posting to the 
Journal. Press copies of the sheets prepared for the Auditor could 
also be taken, if needful. This would do away with the labor of 
doing this copying by hand, a labor which must take considerable 
time The postings from this book to the Ledger are correct and 
the footings of the Journal exact 

Ledger. — The items from the Journal are entered on this book. 
The footings and balances are correct and as per the Treasurer's re- 
port. The list of what we may term the Perpetual Care Funds agrees 
with the stubs of the receipts given when payments are made for 
these funds 

Sinking Funds. — I have examined the books of these funds and 
find the interest has been properly entered, and in company with 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners and the Treasurer I visited the 
Appleton Bank and saw the various securities. 

One note of $26,000.00 has been paid since January 1. 

Kindly permit me to thank, through you, Treasurer Chadwick 
and his assistants and Auditor Chase for their kind and valuable 
assistance. It seemed to be the desire of all that I should make as 
thorough an examination as possible of the accounts.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


OFFICE OF THE WATER BOARD, 
CITY HALL, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 9, 1894. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of 
the City of Lowell : 

The Water Board herewith submits its report for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1893. 

The membership has continued the same as the 
year previous, owing to the failure of the City 
Council to fill vacancies caused by expiring terms 
of office, save that Edward W. Thomas, who was 
elected to serve until the second Monday in March, 
1894, resigned, the same taking effect Feb. 3, 1893. 
The organization also has continued as in 1892, 
with Miles F. Brennan, President, Charles L. Knapp, 
Secretary and Clerk. 

At a meeting of the Board, held March 1 3th, 
Robert J. Thomas was unanimously re-elected 
Superintendent of Water Works. 
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No change has taken place in the personnel of 
the Water Works forces, save the voluntary retire- 
ment of Inspector John J. Bancroft after nineteen 
years’ continuous service. The retention of Mr. 
Bancroft during this long period is ample proof of 
the value of services rendered the Water Works 
Department. 

As in past years the volume of business of the 
Water Works has continued to steadily increase, 
though the reduction made during the year in rates 
charged prevents the publishing comparative figures. 
The total charges of the year were $236,175.85, of 
which $215,679.92 was charged for water. The 
total expenditures, including $88,825.00 interest and 
principal payments, were $211,901.86. This, it will 
be understood, does not include expenditures from 
the Driven Wells Fund for well work, save the 
amount of $10,000.00 annual payment on Driven 
Wells Loan. The net receipts credited Water Works 
were $204,238.96. The balance to credit of Water 
Works Jan. 1, 1894, is $21,347.60. 

Of the $100,000 provided by the City Council 
of 1892, to be paid by Water Works in ten years, 
and authorized to be expended in the effort to pro- 
vide a partial supply of ground water for the City, 
there has been expended $61,552.52. The Water 
Works has paid Driven Wells account $1,685.00 for 
water furnished to Dec. 20, 1893, and also paid 
the same account $5,996.20 for heavy iron pipe 
unused at wells, and originally purchased for Driven 
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Wells System, which leaves as balance to credit of 
Driven Well account, Jan. i, 1894, $46,128.68. For 
detail of the above results you will refer to tabular 
statements accompanying this report. 

The out-door work of the Department, like that 
of the preceding year, has been very heavy. Not- 
withstanding the call upon the Department on ac- 
count of work attending the construction of the 
Driven Wells System, the usual amount of street 
extension has been done, in fact no reasonable re- 
quest for extension has been refused, and a great 

amount of work has been done in the line of 
improvement to the service by means of replacing 

small mains in streets where improvement in prop- 
erty has demanded it, also replacing hydrants at 

dangerous points with modern and most approved 
appliances. Detail of this work is of interest and 
is quite fully set forth in Superintendent Thomas’ 
report to this Board, and which document accom- 
panies and is a part of this report. The Superin- 
tendent is alive to the fact that what might pass 

for good and ample fire service ten years ago is 
not equal to possible and probable emergencies of 
to-day. Recognizing this fact, much has been done 
in two years to strengthen and better the Lowell 

fire service, and the existing management will con- 
tinue in this line of doing the coming year. 

In our report to the City Council one year ago, 

mention was made of the City having closed a 

contract with the Wheelock Engine Company, of 
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Worcester, Mass.,' for the rebuilding of the Morris 
Pumping Engine’s steam end. The price for the 
completed work, as per contract, is $8,140.00. Of 
this sum $4,884.00 has been paid the Wheelock 
Engine Company, who after very tedious and try- 
ing delay, have pronounced the work finished. The 
engine has been under steam and furnished the 
pumping for several short periods, but as yet the 
work is not accepted by the City, inasmuch as 
the Wheelock Engine Company are not ready for 
the trial test specified by the contract. No more 
can be said at this time as the results developed 
by the test will be the only means of determining 
the character of the work and the good accom- 
plished. 

The Driven Well work near the City Farm will 
naturally call for most atttention in our present 
report, and inasmuch as no official utterances have 
been made since the work was commenced, it is 
but reasonable for you to look for fullest statement 
at this time. Beside what follows, your attention 
is called to City Engineer Bowers’ report to this 
Board upon the subject, and which we consider a 
part of our own report, and which is attached 
hereunto. 

On the 24th of January, 1893, the City of Lowell 
entered into a contract with the Cook Well Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, Mo., wherein the said Cook 
Well Company agreed, at their own proper cost 
and expense, to do all the work and furnish all 
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the materials called for to construct a tube well 
plant with all connections, suction mains, valves, and 
appurtenances, on or near the City Farm, all when 
complete to be ready for attachment to pumps, and 
to yield a supply of ground water equal in quan- 
tity to 5,000,000 U. S. gallons each and every day 
of twenty-four hours. The contractor further agreed 
to complete the work on or before June 1, 1893, 
unless prevented by unavoidable delays over which 
they had no control, the Water Board having the 
right, at their discretion, to extend the time of 
completion of the work. On condition of the faith- 
ful performance of the work, the City Engineer 
being the person to decide the point, the City of 
Lowell has agreed to pay the Cook Well Company 
the sum of $24,250.00 in the following manner: — 
After the wells have been constructed and tem- 
porary tests- made on the number of wells that 
are deemed by the City Engineer to yield 5,000,000 
gallons per day (twenty-four hours), twenty-five per 
cent, of the contract price is to be paid. After 
the wells are completed and pumped by the City 
for a period of thirty days, if found to deliver full 
amount of 5,000,000 gallons per day, and the water 
is found to be good and equal to quantity test 
specified, an additional payment of twenty-five per 
cent is to be paid. A third twenty-five per cent, 
of contract price is to be paid at the end of a 
three months’ run with continued above results, and 
the final payment at the end of a year’s trial, the 
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same trial test to apply till the end of that time. 
Such are the main features of the contract, to which 
are attached sureties guaranteeing the City’s interest 
and safety. 

As you are aware the Cook Well Company en- 
tered upon the work in the early spring. The 

nature of the territory in the valley of River 
Meadow Brook is familiar to you. The overflow of 
the brook was so great and continued so late in the 
spring that operations were delayed, in consequence 
of which it is fair to the Cook people to say, their 
work was not completed in contracted time. In 
July sufficient wells were sunk to yield on indi- 
vidual test an aggregate of over 7,000,000 gallons, 
following which (Aug. 10th) the first payment, 

$6,062.50, was made by the City. Meanwhile it was 
decided that when pumping test should be com- 
menced, the water should be utilized rather than 

pumped to waste into Brook. Two 3,000,000 gal- 
lon pumping engines were purchased of the Deane 
Steam Pump Company, they being lowest of three 
bidders. A temporary engine house was erected by 
the Lands and Buildings Department, two of the 
replaced boilers from Centralville Pumping Station 
were set, pipe mains were laid by Water Works 
forces, connecting through Plain Street with the pipe 
system of the City. 

On Sept. 1 6th, all wells being grouped, the 

same were connected to the City’s end of the 
work, and the pumps were started. Difficulties 
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with the new pumps and the trouble attending 
the leaking of air, were in a measure overcome 
within a day or two, when the pumps were given 
steam and have been run constantly since with 

practically no cessation in the pumping. The yield 

from the first has been 2,000,000 gallons daily or 
a trifle less than one-third the average daily con- 
sumption of the City. The quality, as attested by 

those of our citizens who have been so fortunate 
as to receive it, is excellent. On the authority of 
the State Board of Health it is excellent. Constant 
watch has been given to detect any evidence of 

deterioration in quality. None has appeared. Nat- 
urally it may be inferred that we, as a Board, are 

disappointed in the results as concerns quantity. 
None the less so are the Cook Well people. As 
soon as above results were established, the Cook 

forces then in the City were joined by H. F. 
Cook, President of the Company, and a thorough 
survey of the situation was made. As a result, Mr. 
Cook expressed himself more confident than ever 
that the desired quantity of water and more was 

at hand, but that his men had not made the wisest 
choice in location, a fact only to be determined 
after actual trial of ground by grouped well pump- 
ing. Up to this time the wells in the system num- 
bered 44. Mr. Cook ordered more wells to be 

sunk at once and 15 more have been constructed 

and are now awaiting connection. How much the 

help of these wells will add to our present 2,000,000 
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remains to be seen. There are positive indications 
of much more water in the basin we are pumping 
from than the pumps are at present yielding. We 
are led to believe that it is only a matter of well 
drivers’ science to overcome difficulties that prevent 
our controlling it. Let us hope that it is so and 
that the Cook Well Company’s experience will result 
in their mastering the problem they are facing. The 
successful termination of the contract is of great 
consequence to the Cook Well Company, watched 
as is this work by water works’ interests throughout 
the country. To us as a City the success of the 
undertaking means a benefaction of untold worth. 

Incidental to the driven well operations, and an- 
ticipating possible future interests of the City, at 
the suggestion of the Water Board, His Honor 
Mayor Pickman appeared before the Legislature and 
asked for the passage of an act permitting the 
City of Lowell to seize land for Water Works 
purposes. That act was passed. No seizures of 
land have followed in connection with operations 
at the wells, although additional land has been ac- 
quired by purchase, satisfactory terms to all parties 
concerned bein^ arrived at. In addition to what 
the City has owned in the region of River Meadow 
Brook, there has been purchased with Driven Well 
funds 2.56 acres of land from Alonzo P. Quimby, 
and 4 acres, 84 square rods, from Gratia A. Coburn, 
et al. The plant as now operated involves the use 
of both these pieces to a greater or less extent.

From Sept. 1 6th to Dec. 20th, noon, the City 
Engineer estimates the total amount of well water 
delivered into the City mains at 168,500,000 gallons. 
As the Water Works have been saved the expense 
of pumping this estimated amount into the reser- 
voir it would seem right to credit Driven Wells 
account this amount at a price fair to the Water 
Works, a price considerably less than actual cost 

of pumping at the wells. This figure we set at 
$10 per million gallons, a price considerably in 
advance of what it costs the City to pump water 
at the Centralville station. Such credit has been 
made and Water Works has paid to Driven Wells 
account the sum of $1,685.00. The Water Works 
has also paid to Driven Wells account $5,996.20 
for 543,786 pounds iron pipe, the same being con- 
tained in original schedule of Driven Wells pipe, 

but being unused owing to changes made in the 
plan of running pipe mains. You will therefore 
give due consideration to this much of increase to 
yearly Water Works expenditures. You will further 
understand that the pipe is excellent property at 
the price paid for iron pipe at time of purchase, 

and is an article and of sizes we constantly use. 

In this connection it may be said the Depart- 

ment has on hand an unusual supply of all sizes 
of cast-iron pipe and specials (soSsfro tons), suffi- 
cient in all probability to meet the needs of 1894, 
save of 6-inch and possibly of 8-inch, and again 
we say it was bought at the lowest figures ever 
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paid by the City for pipe, and for this reason is 

good property — in fact an investment. We will 
say, too, that we are in full supply of coal both 

at the Centralville Station and at the wells, further 
mention of which is made in the Superintendent’s 

report. 

Mention has been made of a reduction in water 
rates made during the past year. The reduction re- 
ferred to is one that applies to all users of city water 
through meters. The annual rate charges for water 
are specified by the City Ordinance ; but the same 
ordinance specifies that the price for metered water 
shall be made by the Water Board. Under such 
privilege the changes were made. You will recall 

that previous to April i, 1893, the price for me- 
tered water was fifteen cents per one hundred cubic 
feet for whatever quantity used, and the minimum 
amount charged for the same was the yearly charge 
of $12. It has seemed right in other well- governed 
cities to sell large quantities of water at a less 
price than ordinary quantities, a principle recognized 
among all trades-people, and it seemed to us the 
proper course to adopt such custom in the sale of 
Lowell city water. The reduction in effect would 
benefit but very few of our citizens, hence that 
the benefit might, be general it was voted to not 
only adopt a sliding scale of price according to 
quantity of water used, but also to make a general 
cut of one cent per one hundred cubic feet on all 
metered water. Still further to encourage the use 
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of meters among consumers, especially among small 
property owners, the minimum rate was reduced 
from $12 to the annual charge of $7. As modified, 
beginning with April 1, 1893, ^ ie metered water 

rates for the City of Lowell are as follows, and 
will compare more than favorably with any city 
in the country that pumps its water under the 
same conditions as the Lowell Water Works: — 

The rate on water furnished through meters 
shall be based upon the quarterly consumption as 
follows: For all water consumed through a single 
service pipe , for first 20,000 feet, 14 cents per 100 
feet; second 20,000 feet, 13 cents per 100 feet; 
third 20,000 feet, 12 cents per 100 feet, up to 
300,000 feet, above which quantity 1 1 cents per 
100 feet up to 1,000,000 feet, above which price 
may be fixed by the Water Board; provided, how- 
ever, that in no case when a meter is used shall 
the annual ' charge be less than $7 (5,000 feet at 
14 cents), which minimum charge shall be payable 
in advance. Metered water for church-organ motors 
in places of public worship, twenty-five per cent, off 
above prices. 

This with the ten per cent, discount on all bills 
for water, recommended by the Board, and voted 
by the City Council, is a very handsome benefit 
to consumers, one, too, shared by every class and 
witho-ut discrimination — a very essential requirement 
in public business. Our citizens seem to have 
appreciated the change, particularly small property 
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owners, a statement verified by the fact that from 
April ist to Dec. 23d the department had placed 
277 new meters, following property owners’ applica- 
tions. 

The lessening of water rates having been made, 
we cannot refrain from going on record as to our 

motive in so doing. We can perhaps do this best 
by reiterating the words of the Committee from the 
Board, whose duty it was to submit a plan of re 
visement, and who said, “We wish here, however, 
to emphasize one point. Any lessening of the in- 

come to the Lowell Water Works Department of 
the City of Lowell, which will follow the adoption 
of our recommendations, is not made by any reason 
whatever of any existing burden which the present 
rate entails. We state here that the Lowell rates 

of 1892 compare with any city far or near that 

puiups its water to storage. With the modifications 
recommended we do not call to mind a single city 
of this class whose rates are its equal. The les- 
sening is permissible for the one reason alone — that 
for twenty years the Water Works Department of 
Lowell has been in good hands, carrying out an 
admirably-conceived scheme of finance and operation 
to what is to-day an admirable state of completion.” 
And the same report still further says with truth, 
“You will find public opinion divided upon this 
matter. A conservative element doubts to-day the 
wisdom of even the ten per cent, discount of a 
year ago. They are the men who realize the 
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enormity of the work before you and involved in 
the problem of bettering the quality , of the Lowell 
water supply. These men say nothing of ‘cheap 

water,’ but they are very earnest about ‘good water.’ 
With all due respect, however, to the opinions of 
these good men, we believe this further reduction 
can be afforded. The reduction with the modifica- 
tions, will, we believe, bear good fruit.” 

Before leaving this subject we take occasion, our 

annual opportunity and one we have not neglected 
in several years, to remind you that important 
recommendations affecting the rates charged for 
water and embodying certain needed modifications 
of the schedule, are now on file with you, where 
they have been for several years, awaiting some 
action on the part of the City Council. The mat- 

ters involved in these recommendations are of inter- 
est to the citizens, involving as they do matters 
of equity and right in their dealings with the City, 
through this department. We again earnestly call 
attention to our communication. 

The present would seem the proper opportunity 
to mention our appreciation of the new quarters 

assigned the Water Department in the new City 

Hall. With the slight changes that you have per- 

mitted us to make since occupancy, we can frankly 
say our conveniences and those of the public with 
whom we are brought in contact are complete. We 

doubt if any Water Works in the country has 

superior office appliances and conveniences. We 
2 
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have formerly been unable to properly care for 
books and records — a lamentable condition of affairs, 
but now we are enabled to do business in a 
manner satisfactory to ourselves and we trust to the 
general public.

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To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen , — I present herewith my annual report 
as Superintendent of Lowell Water Works, for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1893. 

The growth of the City in recent years, the in- 
creased needs of the manufacturing interests, and 
the marked changes and improvements that have 
come to the center of the City, have increased the 
work in every branch of the Water Works De- 
partment for the two years past in a marked 
degree. 

Fire insurance officials have come to devote the 
closest attention and study to the water systems of 
cities, and any weakness is sure to be pointed out, 
and the remedy sought. With the growth of a 
City, the replacement of old by new and higher 
buildings, the prevailing tendency in crowded dis- 
tricts to large, and too often inflamable, tene- 
ment blocks, largely increased demands are made 
upon our mains, which we are forced to meet by 
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relaying streets with pipe of increased size. Hy- 
drants that were well enough ten years ago are 
constantly being brought to notice from the fact 
that their neighborhood has increased as a fire risk 
and demand replacement by more modern and effi- 
cient patterns. Other detail work of the Depart- 

ment has likewise increased. 

The construction work, in the line of street-main 
extensions, that the Department is called upon to 
do in a year, has come to be almost double what 
it was in very recent years. The . service connec- 
tions made, new, as well as old iron ones replaced 
by lead, are likewise increased in volume of work. 
The Meter Department shows, too, a large increase 
of responsibility as may be imagined when it is 

considered that in the past six years the number 

of meters in the City has almost doubled, and dur- 
ing which time naturally the care and labor in 
keeping meters in repair is very much increased. 

In short, I know of no better illustration of the 
progress of our City in the last few years, no bet- 
ter indicative of the “old'’ Lowell and the “new” 
Lowell, than you will find by a casual survey of 
Lowell Water Works history. The board has seen 
fit to recognize three divisions of the work, — the 
office, which comprehends the business with the 
public, including the Inspector service; the pumping* 
engines ; and my own, the general outside work. 
The perfect harmony which has prevailed with all 
three, each with the other, has resulted in a most 
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satisfactory years work from my own view, and 
what success has been mine during the year I 
must share with Clerk Charles L. Knapp and 
Engineer Daniel Hart, Jr. Their efficiency needs 
no coloring by me, however, as their work speaks 
for itself. For the careful and painstaking work of 
City Engineer Bowers I am also indebted, and 
finally for the always hearty assistance and co-opera- 
tion of President Brennan and members of the 
Board. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The amount of cast-iron pipe laid during the 
financial year in extending the main lines was 
27,622 feet, or 5.22 miles, making the total length 
of mains in the city to-day 102.8 miles, which in- 

cludes mains laid in connecting the Driven Wells 
pumps with the City, but not the pipe of the well 
system itself. This work is shown by streets in 
tabular statement elsewhere. The number of new 

services laid was 318, which, as a matter of coin- 

cidence, is the same as in 1892. 

The number of new hydrants set was 38, which, 
with two discontinued, makes the total number of 
Lowell Water Works hydrants in the City 949. 
Four fire services have been put in for private 
property. To be classed as new work, there have 
been set during the year 286 new meters, making 
the total number of meters 2,581. “ Private ” 
meters, or those set behind other meters for spe- 
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cial accommodation of property owners, I do not 
enumerate. In connection with the work at the 
Driven Wells the Department has done the excav- 
ation and laying of foundations for the two pump- 
ing engines and the pumping station buildings, 
also all other work in connection thereto save the 
fitting up of boilers and the construction of the 
wooden building. Practically all with these excep- 
tions has been done by the Water Works Depart- 
ment. As a matter of record it is well to describe 
the work. 

Inasmuch as all connected with the Driven Wells 
Pumping Station is considered as temporary, what- 
ever may be the outcome of the experiment, it was 
deemed wisest to purchase two 3,000,000 pumping 
engines rather than one of 6,000,000 capacity. This 
for the reason that if in the future it was desira- 
ble ~to sell the engines, two of the capacity which 
we have would find readier sale than one of the 
larger capacity. Hence the two were purchased and 
set, leaving space for a third if immediate future 
needs require, jvhile if the Driven Well experiment 
prove entirely successful, a permanent pumping sta- 
tion would be erected with pumping machinery 
suited for what the need should prove to be. The 
two engines were purchased of the Deane Steam 
Pump Company, of Holyoke, Mass., for the sum of 
$6,715.20, lowest of three bids. They are set upon 
foundations made up of lower course one foot 
in thickness of concrete, upon which rests a three 
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feet course of stone work, and above the latter a 
two feet course of brick. Two boilers are now 

furnishing steam. They are two that were removed 
from the Centralville Pumping Station to make 
way for the high pressure boilers there substituted. 
Before setting they were thoroughly overhauled and 
inspected by competent persons, whose certificate of 
inspection we hold. 

The building over all is an ordinary framed build- 
ing with gravel roof, erected by the Lands and 
Buildings Department by day work. The Driven 
Well contractors are called upon to pipe to and 

connect with the pumps. Leaving the pumps and 
coming towards the City our pipe - main work 

begins. Leaving the station and running north 
through the meadow we have run with 1 1 1 

lengths of 30-inch pipe to Plain Street, a distance 
of 1,332 feet. Here we branch east and west, the 
line to the east and through Plain Street toward the 
Crematory Station being 20-inch ; the line to the 
west through Plain Street and toward Chelms- 
ford Street being 24-inch. The 20-inch line strikes 
the old system at Tanner Street, which we changed 
from 6-inch and 4-inch to 1 6-inch, through which 
street and Lincoln Street the well water finds its 
way to Gorham Street and beyond. The 24-inch 
runs to junction of Plain Street with Chelmsford, 
where it crosses and connects the old system, a 
12-inch main, and continues through Plain to and 
through Parker Street to Wilder Street a 12-inch 
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pipe. This brings us to the old system again for 
an outlet and furnishes the Ward Four section of 
the City with what well water residents of that 
section are using. It was deemed wise to thus 
utilize and distribute whatever water the pumps 
should discharge rather than pump to waste into 
the brook, and should we never pump more from 
the wells than we are doing at present, I antici- 
pate that the favored ones who are thus benefited 
will protest against its discontinuation. As you 
will find in Clerk Knapp’s statement, the Water 
Works have paid to Driven Wells $1,685.00 for 
water used from Sept. 16th to Dec. 20th, taking 
the City Engineer’s estimate on total pumpage. 

The above lines of discharge pipe mains are a 
departure from what was originally planned when 
the Driven Well pipe was purchased; in consequence 
of which, when we had completed the above de- 
scribed work, there was on hand a considerable 
amount of pipe. I have reserved two lengths of 
each size for cases of emergency, and the balance 
I have turned over to the regular Water Works 
stock, charging Water Works the cost price. This 
amount, $5,996.20, has been paid by Water Works 
to Driven Wells account. Any further details as 
to expenditure on account of this work will be 
learned from the office accounts. I also deem the 
matter of results, present and prospective, a subject 
that the City Engineer’s position and acquaintance 
with the work entitles him to treat, hence will not 
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intrude my own views. The work, even so far as 
it has progressed, is a heavy undertaking, and thus 
far certainly our citizens have reason to congratu- 
late themselves upon the economy with which the 
work has been performed. 

MAINTENANCE. 

A task indeed is it to detail the maintenance 
work of the year. The Department has replaced 
3,529 feet of street-main pipe with larger sizes. 
Replaced 264 old iron service pipes with lead. Re- 
placed 10 old or broken down fire hydrants. Re- 
newed 20 hydrant and gate boxes. All of which 
you will find detailed in tabular statement elsewhere. 
The Department has taken out and repaired at shop 
324 meters. Seventy-six meters, after years of ser- 
vice, have been condemned, owners notified, and of 
the above number 68 have been replaced by new 
meters. The condemned meters are mostly of the 
Desper pattern. No reflection is made upon this 
meter, however, as they have done good service, 
many doing continuous work for a dozen years or 
more. Too much care, however, can not be taken 
in the selection of water meters. The cheapness 

of a meter is no recommendation, neither is the 
eloquence of a selling agent always proof of the 
quality of goods. There is but one safe criterion, 

. — your own experience with a meter. I have no 
personal preference, — I want only the best and most 
reliable. Others may not agree with me, but I 
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shall always be ready to explain why I am using 
what I deem the best meter on the market. In 
saying this, understand I am always ready and will- 
ing, and ever have been, to give trial to any and 
all meters offered for sale. 

You will note the increased pay-rolls of the year. 
The increased amount of work performed is the 
explanation. The maintenance expenses of last win- 
ter were unprecedented. With continuous cold 
weather, so severe as to compel us to run water 

in hydrants to prevent freezing, it may be presumed 
that the burden resulting from frozen services was 
very heavy. Our forces were taxed to the utmost, 
working seven days in the week and far into the 
night. The temper of our regular men was put 
to the test, but they were equal to it. 

Through this severe season 221 services were frozen 
beyond the power of aid from plumbers and were 

opened by our men. One hundred hydrants were 
frozen, some of these every day for a period of 

two weeks. 

During the time some fifty meters were frozen 
and burst, though in most cases the blame rested 
with owners not providing proper protection. 

Following the experience of the severe winter, 
many changes have been made in exposed places, 
so that whatever may be in store for us from the 

elements, we shall not be compelled to undergo, 
similar experiences. 

I have made extra effort during the summer to

improve the quality of our reservoir water, and I 
hope not without result The filter inlet and gal- 
lery have been kept clean and worked for their 
fullest capacity, with so good result that at times 
the river gate on the inlet pipe (a 30-inch pipe) 
was open but 3 inches. The cold weather, however, 
of course put an end to our effort at this point. 

During the summer the walls of the gallery were 
washed and a scouring force of men were sent 
through the brick conduit and tunnel as far as the 
Bodwell gatehouse near Beaver Brook. Mud deposit 
was found to a depth of four feet in places. This 
and other deposit was . removed by stirring up and 
flushing with full river head. I believe with con- 
stant care and attention at this end of our svstem 
we can improve our Merrimack supply in a marked 
degree. This more from the fact that as the Driven 
Well supply increases, the water pumped into reser- 
voir will longer remain there and have opportunity 
of settling. To the end of bettering the water, we 
have, during the year, frequently flushed the street 
mains, a process that we are now enabled to do 
more effectively, owing to the additional blow-off 
gates placed last year and two more of which have 
been added the past year, one on Lawrence Street 
and one on Gorham Street, and both into Hale’s 
Brook. In connection with other work done at the 
intake from the river, the intake pipe supplying 
the filter basin was extended into the river thirty 

feet. The main intake pipe was also fitted with 
4 
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new screens, the work requiring the aid of a sub- 
marine diver. 

I have spoken of the needs of replacing old 
lines of street mains with larger sizes. To illus- 
trate: previous to 1893 a 6-inch main ran through 
Mt. Vernon Street from Broadway to Rock Street.' 
Upon this line were dependent the Lowell Hosiery, 
Allen & Son’s shop, Bateman’s lumber establish- 
ment, the Gas Works, and other property of like 
character. It is evident at once that this 6-inch 
pipe would be of but little aid in case of fire at 
this particular point. The remedy was made by 
running a 10-inch pipe through Mt. Vernon Street 
into an 8-inch on Rock Street, which was connected 
with School Street main. For similar reasons a 
6-inch on upper Dutton Street near the Kitson 
Company’s shops was replaced by a 10-inch, with 
heavy hydrant attached. Work of this character 
will never cease. In my judgment it never should, 
so long as a weak spot in the system from a 
fireman’s standpoint is known to exist. 

PUMPING. 

The pumping at the Centralville station during 
the year has been done almost entirely by the High 
Duty Worthington Engine. In the careful hand of 
Engineer Hart it has given no trouble, doing its 
work with ease and in a very satisfactory manner. 
As to its economy you are referred to City Engi- 
neer’s annual table. The total pumpage was 
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2,487,975,144 gallons; the total consumption for the 
year was 2,488,184,364 gallons, which gives for con- 
sumption per capita (population 87,191) 78 gallons; 
'• not a bad showing as figures of different cities go, 
and inasmuch as 62 gallons is considered among 
engineers the normal figure. 

We have a full supply of coal, one that should 
k suffice for the Centralville station until next June, 
s at least. 

The Morris Engine repair work is pronounced 
it finished by the contractors, the Wheelock Engine 
iy Company, of Worcester, Mass., but as the matter is 
in charge of a committee of your own members, 
no mention will perhaps be looked for from me at 
a this time. I trust, however, that the test trial will 
nj be arranged to take place at an early date, so that 
if contract is fulfilled, the engine may be turned 
r : over and once more put in service in case it shall 
be needed. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

3 

Incidental changes and improvements made are 
many. We have placed in all Fire Department 
houses water pressure gauges and connected same 
to street main. With these gauges, those at the 
Pumping Station, and the automatic alarm in the 
office at City Hall, no accident should be possible 
to happen whereby pressure is lost, without our 
men knowing the fact as soon as accident occurs. 

For further protection and for purpose of knowing 
that our hydrants are all right at all times, I have 

I 
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detailed a faithful man, who gives his entire atten- 
tion to hydrants. His watchfulness and care, to- 
gether with the co-operation of members of the 
Fire Department, should ensure the never failing of 
a fire hydrant. 

Nothing in connection with the reservoir calls for 
special mention. The expenditures on account of 
the same have been light, the painting of keeper’s 
house being the largest item. The Department cut 
8 tons of hay which was used at our stables. 

A 24-inch gate has been set on the 24-inch main 
on East Merriinack Street, near the Concord River 
bridge, in anticipation of the bridge rebuilding now 
underway, the necessity of which will be apparent 
to you. 

The activity of insurance people has led to no 
little over-hauling of fire-fighting facilities on prem- 
ises of private parties ; in consequence the Depart- 
ment has been called upon to furnish a goodly 
amount of labor and material to those involved. It 
would seem proper for the City to give citizens and 
tax-paying corporations the benefit of our skilled 
labor and also of our material when we can do so 
without inconvenience to ourselves. It has been my 
policy to do this, and it is no secret that such 
labor and material is furnished by the Water Works 
at a much lower cost than a customer could do 
the work himself, to say nothing of the manner 
and quality of the work done. 

During the year, at solicitation of Locks and 
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Canals Company, we removed the Central Street 
main from the bottom of canal and hung the same 
upon truss, changing the size from 12-inch to 16- 
inch, in anticipation of a change in size of Central 
Street main. 

You will recall that last year we boxed and 
packed the pipe which crosses Centralville Bridge. 
Since it was done we have had no further trouble 
from this heretofore troublesome run of pipe. 

During the year all fire services have been in- 
spected, sealed, and a notice detailing the require- 
ments of the City Ordinance with reference to the 
uses of fire services posted. 

I would recommend that during 1894 the main 
pipe in Central Street, from Prescott Street to Jack- 
son Street, be taken up and the present 1 2-inch 
replaced by a 16-inch pipe. Also that the School 
Street main be. extended under the Western Avenue 
railroad tracks, making continuous line in School 
Street, and this done that the Western Avenue 
main be extended to School Street. This will bring 
more water to Western Avenue, a spot that hardly 
a year goes by without visitation of fire. 

In closing allow me to again express my sense 
of obligation to those with whom I have been as- 
sociated and who have so heartily co-operated with 
me.

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen , — The Twenty-first Annual Report of the 
work of the pumping engines at the Pumping Sta- 
tion of the Lowell Water Works is as follows: 

The Worthington High- Duty Engine has been 
used almost exclusively; the Morris Engine having 
run but twenty-six days, and the Worthington Du- 
plex Engine but six hours during the year. 

The Worthington High-Service Engine has pumped 
29,858,528 gallons; a decrease from last year’s work 
of 2,885,260 gallons. The expense of pumping the 
same, including cost of pumping into low-service 
reservoir, has been $14.98 per million gallons. 

The pumpage into the low-service reservoir has 
been 2,296,403,810 gallons, and the pumpage at the 
Driven Wells plant has been 191,571,334 gallons, 
making total pumpage for the year 2,487,975,144 
gallons, an increase of 262,648,094 gallons over last 
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year. All the water pumped at the station has 
been pumped into the reservoir; the pipe connect- 
ing the force main with the city mains at Bridge 
Street has not been used. By discontinuing the use 
of this pipe the improvement in the quality of the 
water due to the action of the reservoir as a settling 
basin is fully taken advantage of — a matter of very 
great importance in the case of Merrimack River 
water. 

The Morris Engine has been in the hands of the 
Wheelock Engine Company, of Worcester, Mass., 
during the entire year. It has been set up and 
several preliminary tests made, but at every trial 
some little alteration has been found necessary, so 
that the final test has not yet been made.

ANALYSIS OF MERRIMACK RIVER WATER, BY THE STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The past year is the seventh consecutive year in 
which a ■ sample of water has been taken every 
month from the Merrimack River opposite the inlet 
pipe, and sent to the State Board of Health for 
analysis. 

The analysis for the year 1893 is appended to 
this report. 


1893 WATER SUPPLY OP LOWELL. 

Chemical Examination of Water from the Merrimack River above Lowell, opposite the Intake to the Lowell 

Water Works. 

BY THE MASSACHUSETTS STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
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NEW SUPPLY. 

The contract with the Cook Well Company for 
supplying the City of Lowell daily with 5,000,000 
U. S. gallons of water from tube wells at or near 
the City Farm having been made, their represent- 
atives arrived in Lowell Feb. 15th; but owing to 
the non-arrival of machinery from the West and the 
very severe storms, and afterward to the great depth 
of water in the valley of River Meadow Brook, the 
first test well was not sunk until March 7th. After 
this seventeen wells were put down to test the 
material; but owing to high water these wells were 
located on the high places or ridges and did not 
cover the ground where the wells were subsequently 
located. 

April 2 2d Mr. Cook located the plant and the 
work of sinking the permanent wells was immedi- 
ately begun, and carried on as fast as circum- 
stances would allow, until Sept. 2 2d, when the first 
test of quantity was made. (See “Plan of Tube 
Wells” as first designed.) 

It was soon found that the formation of the earth 
was very irregular, and to follow any plan previously 
laid out would be impracticable; consequently, while 
trying to follow a general plan, the wells when 
completed bore but slight resemblance to the orig- 
inal design. This place was full of surprises and 
difficulties; after getting a very good well at one 
point, the next trial might be a total failure and

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the pipe would have to be pulled up and another 
location selected. 

Some of the wells are sunken in material which 
has nearly all the fine sand washed out so as to 
give a very free stratum through which the water 
passes to the wells. Each of these wells will pump 
from 200 to 240 gallons per minute. 

* The wells vary in depth from 47 to 67 feet; the 
average depth being 54.6 feet on the west side of 
the brook and 50 feet on the east side. 

All the wells are six inches in diameter and made 
of the best quality, of iron pipe. The pipe used 

in the wells and connections has been thoroughly 
coated with coal pitch varnish applied while the 

pipe and pitch were very hot. This makes a smooth 
coating which will not scale off, is not brittle, and 
is very tough and tenacious when cold. 

The pipe connections are all flanged joints with 

rubber gaskets, and no bell or spigot pipe is used 

on the suction side of the pumps. Every well is 

provided with a gate, so that it can be shut off 
from the gang at any time and examined, cleaned 

out, and repaired without stopping the pumps. 

Upon each of the four branches of plant as shown 
upon “Plan of Tube Wells as Built” a large gate 

has been placed so that any section of wells may 
be shut off from the rest. Tlfese gates were not 

in the original plan, but were added so that the plant 
might be run while extensive alterations in the pipes 
were being made and additional wells connected. 


BUCKETING OUT INCLINED PUSH WELL. 
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Before the wells were connected and pumped by 
steam, the elevation of the water in every well was 
nine inches above the level of the water in the 
brook; and as the level of water in the brook rose and 
fell, the elevation of the water in the wells changed 
just the same amount; the water from the wells 
always flowing into the brook. 

The method of sinking wells used by the Cook 
people is very different from that employed in our 
former experiments. The pipe used here is six inches 
in diameter, and is sunk down by the use of a 
sand bucket nearly as large as the interior of the 
pipe and about six feet long. The bucket is raised 
and lowered by wooden rods connected together at 
the ends, so that when in the well they act as one 
rod and make the bucket very efficient in its work. 
This bucket removes all the material from the in- 
side of the pipe, and when it is sunk in gravel, 
stones five and one-half inches in diameter have been 
removed with it. While the earth is being removed, 
the pipe is gently turned or rocked and goes down 
by its own weight. This is a very rapid manner of 
getting pipe down through quicksand. In very hard 
gravel the pipe is sometimes driven a little with a 
heavy wooden weight. If stones too large to come 
up through the pipe are encountered, they are 
broken with a large drill, or, if this is impossible, 
the pipe is pulled up and the location changed. 

The two push wells, so called, were put down 
in the spring. These wells are constructed by build- 
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ing a strong dam to press against, and using a 
very strong clamp on the pipe. The pipe is pushed 
into the ground by the use of four jack screws. 
This is a very slow and expensive way, but allows 
a very long screen to be placed in a narrow stra- 
tum of water-bearing material, and has worked very 
well at other places, but here, the material is not 
uniform enough to warrant the outlay. They are 
both good wells, but not enough better than the 
others to pay the difference in cost. 

All the wells are made with the Cook patent 
strainer, varying in length from eight (8) feet to seven- 
teen (17) feet, according to the depth of the water- 

bearing stratum. The screens in the push wells are, 
one 24 feet and the other 42 feet in length. 

After the screens are swedged into the well pipe 
and the well thoroughly pumped and washed by 
steam, the water is perfectly clear and, no sand comes 
through the screen. The screens being made from 
a drawn brass tube there is no chance for rust or 
corrosion, and to all appearances they are very 
durable and they certainly are very fine specimens 

of mechanical skill. 

A careful record of the depth of each layer of 

material is kept, and a great many samples show- 
ing the exact character of the earth in which the 

wells are situated have been taken and preserved. 
A record has also been kept of the amount of 
water each well yields when pumped by steam be- 
fore being connected with other wells. 


JACKING DOWN PUSH WELL. 
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The yield of forty-four wells when pumped singly 
was over 5,000 gallons per minute, being at a rate 
of over 7,000,000 gallons per day. This quantity 
was thought to be large enough to warrant their 

being connected, and a test made of the quantity 
they would yield collectively. 

The plant then consisted of forty-four wells made 
up as follows: Wrought-iron well pipe, 1914 feet; 

patent strainer, 603 feet; cast-iron pipe connections 

varying in diameter from 6 inches to 24 inches, 
3031 feet. 

The contract with the Cook people requires that 

the contractor shall remove all the soil around the 
wells and under the suction mains and fill the 

space with good gravel for a foundation for the 

suction mains to rest upon. This has been done. 
The City will be required to cover the pipes when 
needed. 

The pumping station is a temporary wooden 

building 40 x 80 feet. The pumping machinery con- 
sists of two old boilers, formerly used at the West 
Sixth Street Pumping Station, tested and warranted 
to carry a steam pressure of 70 lbs. to the square 
inch, and two pumping engines of the compound 
duplex pattern, each having a pair of 16-inch high- 
pressure steam cylinders, a pair of 24-inch low- 
pressure steam cylinders, a pair of i6i-inch water 
plungers, and making an 18-inch stroke. 

Each engine is guaranteed to be capable of dis- 
charging, at an approximate piston speed of 100 
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feet per minute, 3,000,000 gallons of water in twenty- 
four hours from the suction pipe of the tube well 
plant into the distribution pipes, against a pressure of 
80 lbs. per square inch, with a steam pressure of 
70 lbs. per square inch. The pumps are regular 
stock pumps, and can be sold for a fair price when 
the size and kind of a pump needed is decided 
upon. The following clause is in the contract for 
the purchase of the same: “It being understood 
that the above described pumps are only for tem- 
porary service, we agree to endeavor to assist the 
purchasers in disposing of the machines after their 
period of service is ended.” 

The setting of the pumps for a tube well plant 
should be as low as possible, in order to get the 
best results. The pumps are set as low as the sit- 
uation would allow. A water-tight pit was constructed 
in which the engines were set below high-water level.

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By vote of the Water Board the size of the force 
main and pipe in Plain Street was increased in 
order to make the pipe large enough to carry a 
greater amount of water than was called for in the 
Cook contract or original estimate. All the pipe 
except the force main is a connecting line between 
the systems of pipe in Ward Three and Ward Four, 
and is of great advantage to the general pipe sys- 
tem of the City. 

The pumps were started and the water from 
forty-four wells forced into the city mains on Sept. 
1 6th; the result being a supply of 2,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. At first the working of the pumps 
was greatly retarded by the leakage of air into 
them and also into the suction pipe and its branches. 
This trouble has been partially overcome by the 
stopping of every leak which could be detected. 

In order to still further relieve the pumps, an air 
pump was attached to the air chambers on the 
suction main ; but this is not satisfactory and some 
other method for removing the air before its ar- 
rival at the pumps will have to be employed. 

As there are several methods of removing air 
from tube well plants I would recommend that the 
matter be fully investigated before making any fur- 
ther changes. 

After a test of a few days it became evident to 
the contractor that he had located the wells too 
near together and that they must be made to cover 
more territory. Experiments were at once begun to 
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ascertain which of these wells and how many of 
them could be cut off without affecting the quantity 
of water obtained. This resulted in the removal of 
twelve wells, leaving thirty-two from which 2,235,000 
gallons has been pumped in twenty-four hours. 

The amount of water pumped each month into 
the City mains is as follows, viz : —

The smaller amount of water obtained in the 
last two months was not due to any falling off of 
water in the wells, but was simply the result of 
the -experiments above referred to. 

This we know from the measurement of the elevation 
of the ground water in test wells located outside the 
plant. These measurements have been taken several 
times a day since the pumping started and a record 
made of the same. 

About the middle of October, Mr. Cook came to 
Lowell and personally examined the plant and its 
surroundings. After sinking a number of test wells 
on the east side of the brook and on the east side 
of the Framingham Railroad, he decided to extend 
the plant southerly on the east side of the brook 
to the railroad. This has been done; fifteen wells 
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have been put down and are being connected at 
the present time ; these will be ready to pump from 
in one or two weeks. The indications are that these 
are all excellent wells and a moderate estimate of 
their yield is 1,000,000 gallons, making the present 
plant a 3,000,000-plant, about one-half the entire 
amount needed to supply the whole City. This is 
not what was expected in the spring, and not 
what I expect to get in the future from this val- 
ley. The wells do not cover territory enough to 
collect the water supplied by this large water shed. 

Mr. Cook, during his last visit here again ex- 
pressed his confidence in being able to fulfil his 
contract. If, however, the City never obtains more 
than 3,000,000 gallons daily, the experiment is a 
very successful one for many reasons. First, the 
very excellent quality of the water, which those who 
have not the pleasure of using can see from the 
analysis given below. Second, the great improve- 
ment in the general water supply, allowing the slow- 
er running of the pumps at the old pumping sta- 
tion, so that more filtered water is supplied than 
formerly. Third, the increased presure in the out- 
lying districts of wards Three and Four, where the 
pressure was low and the fire service in consequence 
very poor. 

As the pumps at this station run all of the time, 
and as the draught on the pipes throughout the 
City at night is small, the well water forces its 

way through the City, so that in the morning a

large portion of our residents can, if they desire, 
draw pure drinking water for their day’s supply. 

WATER ANALYSIS. 

The water from this plant has been closely 
watched, and frequent analyses have been made by 
Thomas O. Allen, and the results obtained by him 
are given on page 99. 

The State Board of Health has made an analy- 
sis of the water everv month since pumping began. 
On page 100 is a copy of the record received from 
them. 

During the Tube Well operations, George A. 
Nelson has served as. assistant-in-charge of the con- 
struction of the force main, engine-house, pump and 
boiler foundations; W. F. Sullivan has been assistant- 
in-charge of engineering required by the contractor, 
inspector of material, and has had charge of all 
records of wells, both the wells in the plant and 
the outside test wells; also the collection of samples 
of the different kinds of material found in sinking 
the wells. 

In closing this report I wish to say, that in all 
my dealings with Mr. Cook and his Superintendent, 
Mr. May, I have found their work up to the contract 
and in no case have I seen any disposition to furnish 
poor materials or to slight the work.

Boston water, as drawn from a tap at the Institute of 
Technology, had an average color for five years of 0.40. Other water supplies in the State have an average color of from 0 to 1.45. 

All water containing suspended matter is filtered through filter paper before determining the color and residue on evaporation. Occasionally 
these determinations are also made on the unfiltered water, the results in such cases being indicated by an asterisk.

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing as the Annual Report of the Secretary, for the year 
1893. 

TEMPORARY AID. 

Temporary aicl, consisting of wood, coal, provisions and 
orders, has been granted to 634 families, comprising 2107 
persons, 941 males and 1166 females. Of this number 
555 were state paupers and 149 were paupers of other 
cities and towns, leaving 1403 persons aided who have a 
settlement in Lowell. 

The value of above aid was $7,926.52. Of this amount 
$1,213.59 was reimbursed by the commonwealth and cities 
and towns, leaving $6,712.93 as the amount expended 
for our own poor as partial support at their homes. 

In addition to above the sum of $1,627.23 has been 
paid as cash allowances. Reimbursed $110.00, making a 
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total of $8,230.16 expended for paupers of Lowell under 
this head. 

soldiers’ relief. 

The number of veterans, their widows and minor child- 
ren assisted in cash, orders and medicines under chapter 
447, Acts of 1890, was 100; 73 had a settlement in 

Lowell, 27 in other cities and towns. Total value of 
above was $1,847.86, reimbursed $252.20, leaving $1,595.66 
as the amount allowed to Lowell cases. 

In this connection I would call your attention to the 
above chapter, which provides for the manner in which 
above aid shall be granted, i. e., by special appropria- 
tion by the city council, to be disbursed by the mayor 
and aldermen ; not by the pauper department. 

HOSPITALS. 

The number at the hospitals during the year, for 
whose board and care this department was responsible, 
was: at St. John’s Hospital, 242, at Lowell Hospital, 3, 
total, 245. Of this number 149 were state paupers, and 
chargeable to cities and towns, and 96 had a settlement 
in Lowell. Total amount paid for above was $5,034.61. 
Reimbursed $2,077.96, leaving $2,956.65 as net expense 
to the city. 

INSANE. 

Seventy-two persons were cared for at the state lunatic 
hospitals at the expense of this city. Of this number 
24 have been cured, died or been transferred to our in- 
stitution, leaving 48 now at the hospitals on expense to 
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the city. Amount paid for care of above, $8,846.21. 
Reimbursed by relatives $1,012.49, leaving net expense 
to the city of $7,833.72. 

STATE PAUPERS. 

One hundred and seventy-seven paupers were sent to 
the State Almshouse at Tewksbury, during the year. 
The same number as in 1892. 

BURIALS. 

One hundred and ninety -two orders for burial of 
deceased paupers were given by this department. An 
increase of 13 over the year 1892. 

AMBULANCE. 

Seven hundred and twenty- six calls were made with 
the ambulance, divided as follows : sick 442, accident 
224, not used 60. An increase of 78 over the year 
1892. 

WOOD YARD. 

Owing to the death of Michael Sexton, Superintendent 
at the wood yard, which occurred on December 29th, I 
am unable to furnish the amount of coal and wood used 
during the year. 


DISPENSARY. 

The dispensary in new city hall, under the manage- 
ment of the six Ward Physicians (as provided by the 
new ordinance) and the services of Mr. John F. Boyle, 
the genial and efficient clerk, appears to be a model 
institution, a great improvement over the old system. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The dispensary committee have kindly allowed the Board 
of Health to use the rooms each afternoon for the pur- 
pose of vaccination, which must be appreciated, as the 
rooms of the Board of Health are inadequate for such 
service.

SUPERINTENDENT’S 


Office of the Superintendent, ^ 
City Farm, Lowell, Dec. 20, 1893. ) 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of the Institutions at City 
Farm, for the year ending Dec. 20, 1893. 

I deem it necessary to make a few remarks in regard 
to improvements which have been made during the last 
year, and to suggest some to add to the eomfort of the 
inmates. 

Two new hospitals which were in process of ereetion 
when I took eharge, under my supervision, have been 
finished and were ready for oecupaney the first week of 
July. A considerable amount of money was expended in 
fitting them up, all the windows have been supplied with 
eurtains, whieh adds to both looks and eomfort. The iron 
bedsteads have been painted white, making a more eheer- 
ful appearance. Bath and clothes rooms were added to 
each floor, a new floor was laid in the nursery, and the 
water tank underneath was removed as it ereated a great 
deal of dampness, and steam has been introduced into all 
the bath rooms. In the wash kitchen the purchase of a 
new washing maehine was found neeessary, and a new 
drying shed, eapable of holding three times the number 
of pieees as the former, was erected. The boiler room 
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has been entirely renovated and another shed built there 
whieh will hold two hundred tons of eoal. The high 
board fence whieh was in the women’s yard was removed, 
making more spaee and allowing much more light for the 
buildings. 

1 would reeommend the taking down of the old hospital 
and erecting in its plaee a two story building, the lower 
floor of which eould be used as a dining room for the 
men, and the upper as a recreation room. Their present 
quarters in the basement are unfit for them, and again, 
the number is so large they are overerowded. 

The old fire eseapes have been taken down and more 
modern ones have been ereeted on all the buildings. The 
hose was inspected by the Chief of the Fire Department 
and condemned, so new hose was put in its plaee, thus 
leaving everything in good condition in ease of fire. 

The greatest care has been taken in regard to the 
sanitary condition of the plaee, and extreme eleanliness 
prevails in every portion of the buildings. 

Owing to the extremely hard times the number eared 
for in the Institution far exceeds that of any previous 
year. The numbei eared for in the Reform Sehool varies 
but little from previous years. The boys have no con- 
nection with any other part of the Institution, and on the 
whole are very well behaved. During the summer months 
they work around the farm, pieking weeds and helping 
in any light work, when needed. A considerable number 
are from adjoining towns, whose sentences vary from six 
months to two years. 

For statistics, see Teacher’s Report. 

The work on the farm this season has, on the whole, 
resulted very profitably, considering the lateness of the 
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spring and the severe drought which prevailed during the 
summer. The hay crop was very large, the potato crop 
on the high lands was a failure, but that on the low 
lands turned out very well. There was a fair yield of 
all other vegetables. 

The value of the grain and vegetables harvested was 
nine thousand two hundred and sixty-five dollars ($9,265) 
and the amount received from sales of farm products was 
three thousand one hundred and thirty-one dollars and 
forty-one cents ($3,131.41). 

In conclusion, I extend my sincere thanks to the mem- 
bers of the Board for the courtesies extended me during 
the year.

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This work has been done in the same way and by the 
same parties as for the last five years. The board is 
willing to concede that both contractors have done what 
they could to allay complaint, and what has come to the 
notice of the department has been of a general character 
based upon the shabby and decrepit condition of the par- 
aphernalia employed in the conveyance of the filth from 
Lowell to Dracut. 

To a veteran of the Army of the Potomac, the entire 
odorless outfit is a reminder of the spring of 1865, when 
the Army of Northern Virginia was gasping in its death 
throes. What was left of the once formidable artillery, 
was taken from field to field by horses that were gaunt 
from hunger, and tied to the cannon and caissons with 
leather,' ropes and straw bands, literally a harness of shreds 
and patches, never before and only since equalled by the 
outfit controlled by the parties that drive daily through 
the streets of Lowell, with an artillery that is more offen- 
sive, if not as dangerous as were the Confederate batteries. 

The board is aware that it is very difficult to keep 
the process at all times inviting and fragrant, but it 
thinks it can be improved, and with that belief in view 
it investigated a process that is in operation at Spring- 
field and Cambridge, Mass. 

The investigation resulted in the following proposition : 

Boston, March 15 , 1893 . 

To the Honorable Board of Health , Lowell , Mass : — 

Gentlemen : — 

The Eastern Fertilizer Company hereby begs leave to submit a bid 
for an exclusive license to clean the vaults and cesspools of Lowell 
for a period of three years upon the following conditions : 
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1. The operations of the company shall be in strict accordance 
with the rules of your board. 

2. The company shall pay to your board an annual license fee of 
$250 payable in advance. 

3. The company shall charge for its work the rates now allowed 
by your board. 

4. The location of the company’s buildings at Lowell shall be 
approved by your board. 

5. In cleaning vaults or cesspools this company shall first throw 
in and mix with the contents thereof sufficient of its marl deodorent 
to completely deodorize the nightsoil so that no odor whatever shall 
arise. The contents shall then be spaded or pumped into hermeti- 
cally sealed barrels or tanks and carted to the company’s works with- 
out the slightest offense or odor. At the works the nightsoil shall be 
mixed with more marl, dried, placed in sacks or barrels and then be 
shipped away from Lowell by rail. 

The company shall use new odorless excavating apparatus of the 
most improved make and at all times keep a sufficient number of 
teams on hand to clean any vault or cesspool within forty-eight hours 
from the time of receiving the order.

knowing the persistent and tireless opposition that the 
above proposition would encounter from the parties who 
now derive a large income from the business, and having 
but little faith that the Board of Aldermen would examine 
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or vote for any improved process, the fertilizer peolpe 
were advised to simply put in a request for a license to 
clean .vaults and let the citizens of Lowell determine to 
which of the three contractors they would give their work, 
and if, as we had every reason to believe, it would be 
done cleaner, better and cheaper, they would soon do most 
of the business, and then the board would be sustained 
in giving them the entire control of the city. They there- 
fore sent to the aldermen a petition for a license to open 
and clean vaults, but that body was so busy in trying to 
suppress a phantom nuisance at the crematory, that it did 
not find time during the year 1893 to aid in substituting 
a clean and healthy process, for a careless, filthy and disease- 
breeding nnisance.

A WARD TWO SMELL. 

The residents of Central ville were, obliged to suffer 
during the early summer from a sickening atmosphere 
caused by gases coming from a part of the Aiken Street 
Dump, that in some way had become ignited twenty feet 
from the surface. It* took a few days to locate the trouble 
and then as large a force of employes of the department 
as could work to advantage in the somewhat restricted 
area of the fire, were put to work in removing the gas 
house refuse which seemed to cover the burning locality. 
It was a slow and nasty undertaking, as the nearer the 
workmen got to the fire the more sickening and deadly 
became the odor, while the heat was almost unbearable. 

Against the illnatured pressure of some papers and 
individuals the board continued, refusing to call to its 
aid the fire department to drown the fire out, because it 
believed such aid would only extend the nuisance instead 
of abating it, and the board was finally rewarded after 
hundreds of tons had been overturned, in reaching and 
tearing out the combustible material. 

The board desires to express its appreciation of the 
interest taken by the Mayor, and the counsel given by 
Col. Francis and Professor Whitaker, towards the accom- 
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plishment of the remedy in the quickest possible time 
with the least expense. 

DISPOSAL OF SWILL AND GARBAGE. 

Late in the year 1892 the Engle cremator was com- 
pleted, so that for the year covered by this report it has 
been in use, destroying about one-half of the garbage 
of the city. 

Owing to the usual friction that all new undertakings 
have to overcome, it was not until April that a com- 
plete system of account was commenced. Since April 
every pound of swill consumed and every pound of coal 
used has been weighed daily so that estimating the 
amount burned the first three months of the year and 
adding it to the amount weighed for the last nine months, 
we have, say 3,500 tons of swill consumed for the year 
1893, besides the miscellaneous articles enumerated in 
the table printed herewith. 

A determined and unreasonable opposition to the crem- 
ator, from the same people that asked the superior 
court to grant an injunction last year, culminated in a 
resolution presented to the city council by ex-Alderman 
Puffer, for the removal or discontinuance of the plant. 
The board waived the question of their rights under the 
statutes and the chairman and agent appeared before 
the board of aldermen at the time and place designated. 

The complaints seemed to come from some few prop- 
erty holders in Ayer city who had worked themselves 
into the belief that their property had been injured by 
the location selected for the furnace. 

It was a little suspicious that up to the time the 
investigation was sprung, not a single complaint had ever 
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reached the office of the board, and the furnace had 
then been running full for six months. The result of the 
hearing emphasized the following objections : 

1st. An odor from the process. 

2nd, Teams conveying swill passing houses, 

3rd. Should be in some other ward. 

4th. Danger from sparks coming from chimney. 

5th, Excessive cost of cremator. 

6th. Opinions that swill should be sold and not burned. 

As the result of daily visits to the cremator, the 
board is of the opinion that no offensive odors can be 
detected from the process of combustion, as the smell, 
if any, is consumed by passing over a second fire. That 
there were some unpleasant smells at one time in the 

early summer, it knows, but they arose from causes that 
had nothing to do with the burning of garbage. 

During some of the busiest days, the paper brought 
from the city caused some delay in burning the swill, 
as it left a thick layer of ash and charred substance on 

top of garbage. As an experiment, some loads of paper 
were piled in rear of the eremator and fired, but when 
it was found that on damp, sultry nights the smudge 
from the heaps of half-burned refuse was held in sus- 

pense but a few feet from the fires and made an un- 
pleasant smell, the burning was stopped at once. 

There was also, to some, an unpleasant smell coming 
from the tank and barrels of oil which also, as an 

experiment, were used for some time. Oil was discontinued 
partly to appease and satisfy the objectors, and partly to 
reduce the chances of danger from sparks issuing from 
the chimney caused by the oil blower. 

In order to still further prevent any possible odor, the 
washing of the carts after unloading was stopped, the

drain closed, and at a very great expense all the water 
that should be run off is thrown into the tires of the 
furnace. 

The board believes that a sewer, with some provision 
for pressing the swill, passing the water into the sewer 
and the residue into the furnace would reduce the cost 
of maintaining the cremator at least fifty per cent. 

Early Sunday morning, September 4th, what was un- 
doubtedly an incendiary tire destroyed the woodwork of 
the crematory, as the fire was found to have been set 
beneath the platform on which the garbage wagons are 

backed from Plain street into the building. The fires in 
the furnace had been put out at 4.30 P. M. Saturday. 
A contract to rebuild was made Monday morning, and 
the building was rebuilt the next Saturday night at a 

cost of five hundred dollars ($500). 

Since the above date (Sept. 4th) the entire oil plant 
has been removed and coal is now used in both fur- 
naces. 

The opinion of the board, after the experience of the 
year with the Engle cremator is briefly this : Under no 
circumstances would it be willing to return to the old 
method of swill-house distribution to farmers, and it 
is also convinced that cremation of the garbage is more 
satisfactory to the inhabitants of a city then the render- 
ing process, based upon the results of such process in 

Buffalo, N. Y., Providence, K. I., Washington, D. C., 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and St. Louis, Mo. 

The cost of burning is not satisfactory, but it is 

largely due to the new driven wells of the city, very 
close to the site of the cremator, and the desire on the 
part of the board to prevent even a sentimental belief 
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that in any way there is a possibility of contamination 
to the new supply from drainage. 

The board knowing the magnitude and importance of 
the problem of garbage disposal, giving to it time and 
study, believes it is as competent a tribunal to satis- 
factorily reach a wise conclusion, as any committee of 
citizens or officials who discuss the question from selfish 
and interested motives. 

In order that the public may have all figures that may 
help them to right conclusions, the following tables are 
given, as a result of a system of careful weighing. The 
board endorses them as being free from all guess work 
and as furnishing reliable data for future action either 
towards enlarging the present system or adopting any 
other.

The methods so fur devised for the destroying of garb- 
age consist of the reduction or utilization method, and the 
cremation or burning method. 

The reduction or utilization method consists of three 
different systems known as the Si monin, in use at Provi- 
dence, R. I., and Cincinnati, Ohio; the Merz, in operation 
at St. Louis ; and the National Garbage Reduction Com- 
pany, whose plant was in operation at Washington, D. C., 
until November, 1893, when it was completely destroyed 
by lire. 

The second method is the cremation, or burning of the 
garbage, and Lowell, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Alleghany City, 
Wheeling, Wilmington, Troy, Scranton, and a number of 
Southern and Western cities have this system in operation. 

The Engle is one of the oldest and best known of these 
furnaces. It is in use here, and a later pattern of the 
same furnace was in operation at the World’s Fair, Chicago., 
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burning nil the garbage of the fair without complaint, 
and to the satisfaction of the authorities. 

The Vivarttus system is in use at Scranton, Pa., a 
city of about 100,000 inhabitants. Great eeonony in the 
nse of fuel is claimed for this system. A visit was made 

to Scranton in September by a member of the board and 

the plant examined while in operation. 

The Dowling system is in operation at Washington Ave., 
near 15th street, Philadelphia. Oil is the fuel used, and 
the steam pipe connects with the oil supply pipe near 
the outlet. The steam sprays the oil, which, when ignited, 
creates great heat. The plant is operated by the Ameri- 
can Incinerating Company of Philadelphia. 

The Brown furnace, owned by the American Garbage 

Cremator of Boston, is erecting plants at Wilmington, Del., 
and Troy, N. Y. The claims made for this system are 
a high degree of heat, quick and complete combustion, 
and a furnace so constructed that it is capable of sus- 

taining extreme heat without any increased cost for renewal 
or repairs. 

The Chemical-Garbage Reduction Company of Chicago, 
111., have a furnace which is the invention of Charles J. 
Best, a United States chemist. The company claims for 
it the following merits : 

First, by confining the fire to the bottom of the garbage 
and by suction keeping the fire alive, and drawing the 
hot air up through the garbage, it is readily dried, all moist- 
ure being carried oft 1 , and the cremation of the garbage 
thereby made expedient and thorough. 

Second, that the system requires no fuel after starting, 
because it extracts the gases from the garbage and util- 
izes them as fuel. 
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Third, that it is smokeless and stenchless, and no poison- 
ous odors or stenches escape, but are condensed and made 
available. 

Fourth, that a large plant, being divided into several 
retorts, each of which can be operated separately, affords 
opportunity to repair, when needed, one or more retorts 
without interfering with the work of the others. 

Taking the latest and most trustworthy information that 
can be obtained of the results of the different methods 
of garbage disposal, the claims made are not substantiated 
by proof sufficient to convince the board that they are 
reliable. 

To burn or render selected garbage brought by private 
teams without being weighed, and with a vague statement 
of so many barrels, is vastly different from the Lowell 
method of exact weights of swill and fuel, and city team 
collection, and until some of them burn or render the 
quantities and the kind of garbage that we do, there can 
be no reliable comparison. 

Lowell having been the first New England city to es- 
tablish a plant, partly for the education of other cities, 
the board now thinks it wise to allow some other city to 
demonstrate a more perfect system before it experiments 
further upon other lines. 

RIVER MEADOW BROOK. 

On the 12th of August, a letter was written by the 
clerk of the water board, and signed by its president, 
to the mayor, protesting against the burial of some 
garbage by this department, in the rear of the crema- 
tor. 
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When the system of driven wells was projected, some 
discussion arose as to the condition of the section in 
which it was proposed to make the experiment ; but the 
public fears were set at rest by the assurance that the 
source of the supply was absolutely protected from any 
danger of surface contamination by a natural filter bed 
of an exceptional character. 

The Board of Health accepted that assurance in good 
faith, and have not yet discovered any reason to ques- 
tion the authority upon which it was made. But the letter 
signed by Mr. Brennan stated in a most emphatic man- 
ner, backed by the quoted assertion of Mr. May, the 
engineer in charge of the wells, that the garbage buried 
by this department threatened serious danger of contam- 
ination to the water supply, although it was below any 

one of the wells. Therefore, acting under that official 
statement, the board caused a thorough inspection of the 
water-shed of River Meadow brook to be made, and the 
results are such as to demand prompt remedial and pre- 
ventive action, if the premises claimed in the letter from 

the water department are tenable. 

River Meadow brook has its rise in Baptist pond, 
situated in Chelmsford, a distance of seven miles from 

Lowell. The brook takes a very circuitous route, drain- 
ing many farms and meadows, and passing through many 
swampy districts, the largest of which is Tophet swamp, 
a noisome territory in the town of Carlisle. 

The principal tributary is Beaver brook, which flows 
from the mill pond to its confluence with River Meadow 
brook, a distance of three-quarters of a mile, furnishing 

a capable system of drainage for the village of Chelms- 
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ford Center; the hotel with three sinks and water closet, 
four dwelling houses, and a saw and grist mill, the . .em- 
ployes of the latter using the brook for privy purposes. . The 
surface water from the streets of Chelmsford Centre, with 
all its impurities, drains into the brook. It may be urged 
that these impurities are too remote to be threatening in 
their character, but it must be borne in mind that Prof. 
Sedgwick quite recently located the source of a typhoid 
fever epidemic in Lowell at a privy on the Stony brook 
situated several miles from the supply pipes of the city’s 
present water system. 

Coming to the city line there was found a very bad 

condition of affairs at city farm. There was, at, the 
date of inspection, four hundred (400) inmates. Their 
convenience was provided by twenty-one water closets and 
two vaults. The vaults are reserved for the use of the 
children in the nursery and the school. These water 
closets together with the drains from the kitchen laundry, 
hospitals and sinks, discharge their contents through a 
twelve-inch pipe into River Meadow brook at a point 

about twelve hundred (1,200) feet from the system of 

driven wells. 

The stream at this point is sluggish, and there was at 
the time of inspection a deposit of human excrement on 
the bottom of the brook, which measured six feet by 
fifteen, and was four feet deep. When the mass was 

disturbed, to ascertain its depth, it gave forth gases of 
a noxious character. 

If there is any danger to the water from surface pol- 
lution, this putrescent mass of ordure, the seourings of 
an institution harboring four hundred (400) persons, many 
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of whom are suffering in its hospitals from loathsome 
diseases, ought certainly to he removed before complaint 
is made of anything that may possibly enter the brook 
below the driven wells. 

The drainage from the barn and avenues of the city 
farm also flows into the brook. 

Charged with these impurities the brook flows among 
the wells, and in time of freshet the pipes of the sys- 
tem become submerged beneath its waters. 

From the city farm to the dam at Butler’s mill, on 

Gorham street, the brook is an open sewer. The terri- 
tory on the west bank of the brook, and lying between 
Plain and Grand streets, is drained by the intercepting 
sewer, while the sewer in Tanner street is sufficient to 
drain the houses and manufacturing establishments on the 
east bank and lying between the points stated. 

That section of the brook lying between a point oppos- 
ite Grand street and the dam on Gorham street, about 
half a mile in extent, has a width varying from twenty 

(20) to forty (40) feet for about four-fifths of the dis- 
tance, the other fifth being the pond caused by the dam 
and having a width of about one hundred and twenty 
(120) feet. 

The waters are shoal for the greater part of the dis- 
tance, averaging from one to six feet. The depth of the 
dam varies, according to the season, from six to eight 

feet. The outer face of the dahi has a depth of nine 

and one-half feet. 

Into this almost stagnant body of water pours the 
sewage from two city sewers, the sewer from the jail, 
and twenty-seven (27) private drains. There are also 
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nine (9) privies on the brook, a small tanning establish- 
ment which empties its liquid refuse into the brook, a 
woolen mill which discharges semirings and dye house 
lees, the Thorndike Manufacturing company, and Walter 
Coburn’s mill, all draining into the brook. 

Near the bridge at Howard street is the outlet of the 
Grand, Daly, Howard and Hale street sewer. This sewer 
drains twenty-four (24) houses. At the outlet of this 
sewer is a deposit, two hundred (200) cubic feet in 
extent, of solid sewage matter. Much of this is exposed 
when the water in the brook is low, the odors emitted 
in the summer time are unpleasant, and the noxious 
gases given off are dangerous to the public health. 

A short distance below this is a privy used by fifty 

(50) men in the emplo}^ of the Boston & Maine rail- 

road. On the opposite side is a privy used by fifteen 
(15) men in the employ of D. W. Horne & Son. Three 
hundred (300) feet to the east of the railroad bridge is 

the outlet to the drain of the county jail. The average 
number of persons in this institution is one hundred (100) 
and the brook at this point is throughly impregnated 
with the filth which pours from this drain. 

The solids from the sewage form a shallow in the brook 

from two to four feet deep, and the process of decay is 

accompanied by odors that are suggestive of disease. 

The total number of water-closets and privies discharg- 
ing into the brook is one hundred and fifty-four (154), 

sinks one hundred and seventy-seven (177), and the num- 
ber of people living on the line of drainage is nine 

hundred and twelve (912). 

The dam retarding the flow of the water, the solid 

deposits from these contributions of sewage sink to the

bottom and there remain until dissolved by the natural 
process of decomposition. 

The water charged with this tilth is black and foul 
and gives out exhalations which may at any time be the 
source of grave consequences, not only to the community 
thereabout, but to the entire city. 

The Board of Health, acting upon the knowledge ob^ 
tained through the above survey, condemns that portion 
of the brook herein described as, a common nuisance, and 
advises both the water department and the city council 
to institute measures to speedily and effectively remove 
the danger. 

GENERAL INSPECTION. 

The work of inspecting the tenement houses of Lowell 
in a thorough and systematic way has been commenced 
this year, and so far the results have been very satis- 
factory ; but the great value of the inspection will come 
in later, years, as from the records made and kept by 
the library system, an inspector can turn to them at any 
time and find the condition of any house in the city so 
far as relates to plumbing, drainage and ventilation, and 
will then only have to keep watch that the premises are 
kept clean and in repair. 

At a meeting of the board March 16 th, Francis J. 
O’Hare and Winfield Webster were elected inspectors, 
having been certified from the civil service commission- 
ers as having passed the required examination. 

It was also voted that the city be divided into three 
sanitary districts : 

District 1, to include wards one and two; 

“ 2, “ “ four and five; 

44 3, 4 4 4 4 three and six ; 
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That each district be in charge of an inspector, under 
the supervision of the agent, who shall be held to a 
strict account for the sanitary condition of his district. 

Each inspector shall make examination into the con- 
dition of the tenement houses, alleys, streets, yards, 
water closets, privies, etc., and shall make a daily written 
report to the agent. 

The agent shall keep* in suitable and permanent form, 
an exact record of the condition of tenement houses, 
stables, etc., as reported by the inspectors. 

There shall be a chief inspector, who shall have super- 
vision under the direction of the agent, of contagious 
diseases and the department stables, and shall perforin such 
other duties as the agent may prescribe. 

District 1, wards one and two, was assigned to Stephen Garrity.

RATH HOUSE. 

From June 27th to September 16th there were four- 
teen thousand nine hundred and eighteen (14,918) baths 
taken by men and boys, a decrease from 1892 of eight 
thousand three hundred and forty-seven (8,347), but it 
is explained by the fact that more than that number 
used the house to put their clothes in, and then came 
outside and swam in the river. 

CEMETERIES. 

After a thorough inspection of all the burial places ip 
Lowell, it was voted by the board October 20th that a 
section measuring four hundred ninety-nine, (499) feet 
by thirty-two (32) feet to a section measuring two 
hundred seventy-five (275) feet by one hundred thirty- 
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five (135) feet in St. Patrick’s cemetery and marked by 
stakes be closed against burial purposes. 

October 23rd it was voted that burial in private lots sit- 
uated within those sections of* St. Patrick’s cemetery or- 
dered closed by the board, may by made with the 
consent of the Board of Health. The following amended 
rules for the government of places of burial and interment 
were adopted: 

Rule 1. No undertaker shall inter any dead body or remove it 
from the city for interment without first securing a permit from 
the Board of Health. 

Rule 2. When an undertaker is called to a house where a per- 
son has died of small pox, varioloid, diphtheria, membraneous croup, 
scarlet fever, measles, typhus fever, yellow fever, or Asiatic cholera, 
he shall give immediate notice thereof to the Board of Health. 

Rule 3. After the death of a person from one of the foregoing 
diseases a private funeral shall be held, at such time as the Board 
of Health may direct. At such funeral none but the immediate 
adult relatives shall be present. The body shall in no case be 
carried to the grave in a hack or other public conveyance. 

Rule 4. In no case will a message bv telephone be considered 
a satisfactory notification of death from an infections disease. 

Rule 5. No person having in charge any cemetery or burial 
ground within the city of Lowell, shall permit a body to be fil- 
tered therein unless he receives a written permit from the Board 
of Health for such burial. 

Rule 6. Superintendents of cemeteries and persons having charge 
of places of burial shall cause to be deposited at the office of 
the Board of Health a plan of such cemetery or burial place, 
setting forth the arrangement and distribution of lots and the 
method of drainage. 

Rule 7, Hereafter, all cemeteries and places of burial shall be 
laid out in definite and regular order with distinguishing marks for 
the ranges and the lots therein 

Rule 8. New territory shall not be opened for burial purposes 
without the permission of the Board of Health. 
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Rule 9. Superintendents shall cause to be entered in a book kept 
for that purpose, a correct record of every burial, giving the name, 
age and birth-place of each decedent, and they shall make written 
report of the same to the health officer at least once a week. 

Rule 10. Not more than two* bodies shall be buried in one 
grave unless permission is obtained from the Board of Health to 
increase the number. 

Rule 11. No body shall lie within less than three feet of the 
surface of the ground surrounding the grave. 

Rule 12. It is forbidden to disinter bones or fragments of 
coffins, or to re-open sections formerly used as burial places. The 
remains of the dead shall not be disturbed without permission of 
the Board of Health. 

Rule 13. When a burial is made the grave must be instantly 
filled. 

Rule 14. In cases of death from infectious deseases, no re- 
ligious services shall be held in the cemetery until after the grave 
has been filled. 

Any violation of these rules shall be punishable with a fine not 
exceeding $100.

DIPHTHERIA AND CROUP. 

This year the two diseases are purposely separated in 
the tables, although the board fully believes, as it has for 
years past, in the identity of diphtheria and membraneous 
croup. 

That many of our physicians do not yet recognize this 
truth is shown by the fact that while there were four- 
teen deaths from diphtheritic croup, there were only 
seven cases of croup reported. The experience of health 
officers that a case of croup in a family is frequently 
followed by a case of diphtheria, or vice versa, is often 
seen in our own city. The clinical experience of physi- 
cians that the two diseases are one, has been confirmed 
recently by bacteriological investigations. In 84 per cent, 
of the cases of menbraneous croup reported to the New 
York city board of health, the Klebs-Loeffier bacillus has 
been found, thus proving the identity of this malady 
with diphtheria. With this weight of evidence, physicians 
should no longer neglect their duty, but should inform 
their patients of the contagious nature of membraneous 
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croup, and should report it promptly to the Board of 
Health.

The table of reported cases of scarlet fever shows in 
a striking manner how the disease fell off during the 
summer vacation of the schools. The practice of allow- 
ing children to use their slates and slate pencils inter- 
changeably can not be commended. There must be mild 
and unrecognized cases of scarlet fever sent to school in 
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the desquamating stage, without coming under a physician’s 
notice. Until there is a routine and frequent medical 
inspection of the scholars during school hours, contagious 
deseases, such as scarlet fever and diphtheria, will in all 
probability be spread through attendance at school.

There have been fewer deaths from typhoid fever than 
in any of the past seven years, probably due to the fact 
that no epidemic of the disease has appeared in the 
cities which empty their sewage into the Merrimack river 
above the point where Lowell gets its water supply. 

In the fall a portion of the city began to be supplied 
with water of undoubted purity from the driven well 
plant. As the city will probably depend on the river 
for a large part of the water supply, it will be well for 
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Lowell to profit by the experience of Lawrence. In that 
city, after observing the results obtained at the experi- 
ment station of the state board of health, a filter bed 
of two and one-half acres was constructed at a cost of 
sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) and capable of filtering 
the water supply of a city one-half the size of Lowell. 
Roughly speaking, ninety-eight per cent, of all the bac- 
teria are removed by filtration, and in addition so much 
of the organic matter, which acts as a food for the 

bacteria, is destroyed, that one and one-half per cent. 

I 

of the remaining bacteria die of inanition before the 
water reaches the consumer. Thus but one two-hundredth 
of the bacteria in the river is present in the house taps 
in Lawrence, and what is of practical importance, the 
amount of typhoid fever has- greatly diminished in the 
few months that the filter has been in use.

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The record of deaths from cholera infantum is discour- 
aging. In previous years the board has had physicians 
make their daily visits in the tenement house districts 
during July and August. Instructions in infant feeding 
and other sanitary measures have been given, but no 
practical results have been obtained. To change the habits 
of the class of people in which the disease is most com- 
mon, would require a large expenditure of money, time 
and patience for several years. 

SMALL POX. 

On December 25th a case of small pox was reported 
to the board. On examination it was found that a young 
man residing on Crosby street, and employed in a liquor 
saloon on the same street, had been ill for over a week. 
The abundant vesicular eruption was already becoming 
pustular. He was immediately removed to the small pox 
hospital. Most of his bedding and clothing were burned 
and the remainder thoroughly disinfected. All persons 
w 7 hom it was known had been exposed were vaccinated? 
and his residence quarantined, In addition to the daily 
vaccination at city hall, a room for free vaccination was 
opened in the infected locality, and later a house-to-house 
vaccination was performed. Directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the case, six others developed. As these 
latter cases occured in 1894, further discussion of this 
slight epidemic and its probable origin had best be de- 
ferred until the next annual report.

HEALTH BULLETIN. 

In common with other large cities, Lowell sends every 
month a health bulletin to different cities and sanitary 
authorities, and also to the local physicians and others in- 
terested in the subject. This bulletin is prepared by the 
chairman of the board. In it there is given under each 
disease, the age, sex, and number of deaths for the same 
month of the previous year. A comparative table of the 
deaths, percentage of infantile mortality, zymotic diseases, 
and of the number of contagious diseases reported, is given. 
The birth-place and parentage of the deceased, and the 
place of death and of interment are also given. 

In Lowell there is no United States signal service 
station upon which the board can depend for meteorolo- 
gical observation. For this reason the board purchased 
in 1889 from the government a set of standard instru- 
ments, and engaged Mr. F. E. Saunders to make the 
observations. Daily readings of the barometer, maximum 
and minimum thermometers, calculations of the dew point, 
relative and absolute humidity are made. These observa- 
tions are taken at certain stated hours two and three times 
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each day. The direction of the wind is noted, but there 
is as yet no anemometer in the city to measure the 
wind’s velocity. The daily rainfall has been kindly fur- 
nished from reading of the Locks and Canals rain gauge. 
A summary of the observations for 1893 follows :

REPORT. 


To His Honor the Mayor , and the Board of Aider- 
men of the City of Lowell: 

I have the honor to submit my third annual 
report as Inspector of Milk and Vinegar. 

The work of the department has been continued 
in the same lines as last year, by the chemical 
analysis of all samples of milk, vinegar, and butter 
taken, and many that have been brought in. 

The duties of the Inspector, as defined by statutes 
under which he acts, are the issuing of licenses, 
the registration of stores where milk or oleomarga- 
rine is sold, collection and inspection of samples, 
and the enforcement of the law in the courts. 

The statistics of the office and the details of the 
work performed will be found under the proper 
headings. 


licenses. 


The statutes require the Milk Inspector to license 
every person who conveys milk or oleomargarine, 
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in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose of selling 
the same, annually on the first day of May, or 
within thirty days thereafter, and they shall pay 
fifty cents for the use of the City. The statutes 
also require all stores, booths, stands, or market 
places, before selling milk or oleomargarine, to regis- 
ter in the books of the Inspector and pay fifty 
cents, which fee is paid but once. Licenses are 

issued only in the name of owners, and may not 

be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license re- 
cords the name, residence, place of business, num- 
ber of carriages, or other vehicles used, the name 
and residence of every driver or other person en- 
gaged in the carrying or selling, and the number 
of the license. The licensee is required to cause 
his name, the number of his license, and his place 
of business, to be legibly placed on each outer side 
of all carriages or vehicles used by him in the 

sale and conveyance of milk or oleomargarine, and 
to report to the Inspector any change of driver or 
other persons employed ; for failure to comply 
with these requirements, or for selling or exposing 
for sale from carriages or other vehicles, without 
first being licensed, a fine of not less than thirty 
nor more than one hundred dollars may be imposed; 
for a second offense heavier penalties may be im- 

posed. Failure to register for the sale of milk or 
oleomargarine from store, booth, stand, or market 
place, is punishable by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

INSPECTION. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to enter all 
places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and 
take samples for analysis. It is the custom of the 
Inspector to take samples from wagons and stores 
in about the same proportion. There are also a 
great many samples brought in by citizens, which 
are analyzed free of charge. 

In most instances where milk taken from stores 
has not been up to the legal standard, warnings 
have been issued, and in almost every case they 
caused an improvement in the quality of milk sold. 
It is the custom to pay for milk taken from stores, 
but not that taken from wagons.

COMPLAINTS. 

The statutes provide penalties : 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for sale of milk. 
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For selling, or exposing for sale, adulterated milk, 
milk not of standard quality, milk to which water 
or any foreign substance has been added, milk pro- 
duced from sick or diseased cows, or milk produced 
from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

For selling, or offering for sale, as pure milk, 
milk from which the whole or any part of the 
cream has been removed. 

For selling skimmed milk, unless from cans or 
other vessels marked ' as required by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 

intent to sell, milk or skimmed milk which is not 

of standard quality, i. e., containing less than thir- 
teen per cent, of milk solids, in the case of whole 
milk; or less than nine and three-tenths per cent, 
of milk solids, exclusive of fat, in case of skimmed 
milk. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk Inspector 
or his assistants in the performance of their duties. 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for the sale of oleomargarine, butterine, etc. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 

intent to sell, oleomargarine, butterine, imitation but- 
ter, or imitation cheese, unless marked as required 
by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 

intent to sell, oleomargarine, butterine, etc., contain- 
ing any coloring matter that causes it to look like 
butter. 
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For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider vine- 
gar, vinegar which is not made exclusively of apple 
cider. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, of vinegar 

containing any artificial coloring matter, or contain- 
ing any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, 
or any ingredient injurious to health. 

For the sale of any vinegar not of standard 

quality, i . e ., containing less .than four and one-half 
per cent, of absolute acetic acid, or, in the case of 
cider vinegar, containing less than two per cent., by 
weight, of cider vinegar solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make com- 
plaint for any of the offenses thus enumerated, 

which may be brought to his notice as a result of 

his analysis of samples, or on the information of 
any person who lays before him satisfactory evidence 
upon which to sustain such complaint.

Since the arrest and conviction of parties last 
year for feeding swill to milch cows there has been 
very little, if any, fed in this vicinity. The Inspector 
has been watchful of all places where it was fed, 
but has not found any indication of swill feeding. 

VINEGAR. 

The quality of vinegar sold in Lowell is fully 

up to the legal standard. There have been no 
complaints, and the samples analyzed have all been 
of good quality. 

OLEOMARGARINE. 

The sale of oleomargarine in the city is confined 

to three firms, who sell only in the original pack- 

age of ten or more pounds. 

BIOLOGICAL WORK. 

In the early part of the year, apparatus was 
purchased for the determination of bacteria con- 
tained in milk, water, etc. Since that time a large 

number of samples have been examined for bacteria, 
with a view to making the milk supply more 

cleanly.

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LABORATORY. 

A new laboratory has been fitted up in the fourth 
story of the new City Hall. It contains most of 
the modern appliances for the chemical examina- 
tions of milk, vinegar, butter, water, and foods, 
as well as biological examinations of them. Any 
citizen of Lowell can have his milk, water, etc., 
examined free of charge, and many have availed 
themselves of this opportunity during the past year.

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REMARKS. 

In submitting my second annual report, I desire 
to add such recommendations as in my opinion 
would be of value and advantageous to the city’s 
interest. 


STREETS. 

My experience makes me more impressed with 
my former opinion recommending paving instead 
of macadam, especially on streets where street car 
tracks are, and more so where double tracks are 
laid. Streets like Westford street are so narrow 
that teams are obliged to travel in one channel, 
and in consequence ruts are made on each side 
of the street, and the result is, nothing short of 
granite block paving can stand the wear and tear, 
and it is a waste of money to keep macadam or 
concrete in repair on those streets, and should of 
necessity be paved, and while we have paved 
Chelmsford street to Hale street, we hope to con- 
tinue the same to Plain street. Also Lawrence 
street, from Wamesit canal to Moore street. 
Appleton street should be paved. Gorham street, 
from the tracks of the Boston and Maine Railroad 
Company to the cemeteries, after the sewer is built, 
and many others where heavy trucking is done. 
The material for building gravel roads is not of 
a very good quality and is continually wearing out. 
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Macadam will do well enough on side streets 
where only light travel is done, but would recom- 
mend $50,000 a year for a number of years to 
come in order to place our main streets on a 
good, permanent condition. 

BRIDGES. 

The bridges, with the ' exception of the Cabot 
street, Lawrence street and East Merrimack street 
bridges are in a fair condition. As the contracts 

has been let to rebuild the East Merrimack bridge 
the present year will find a substantial structure 

completed. The walks on Central bridge need re- 

placing A new bridge has been completed over 
River Meadow Brook on Plain street. Cabot street 
bridge must be replaced very soon, and would 
recommend an iron bridge at this point, as there 

is cpiite • a large amount of travel and is constantly 
increasing. 

STREET WATERING. 

This new departure meets with general satis- 
faction. Five new routes and carts were added 
during the year, and more are needed to meet the 
demands, as our macadam and gravel roads need 
it more than other places, as when they are dry 
they are dusty. The plant for this department is 
only in temporary quarters, the thirty-four horses 
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are stalled in sheds, and the carts are in the open 
air, exposed to the rain and snow, and a new 
stable should be added to the present one, as the 
department has come to stay. 

STREET NUMBERING. 

Our city has just undergone a very much 
needed change in the re-numbering of the streets. 
The former condition was one with many duplicate 
numbers on the same street, and his Honor the 
Mayor is entitled to much credit for the interest 
manifested, and by furnishing the means to ac- 
complish it. I would recommend that action be 
taken doing away with duplicates names of streets 
and also names of a great similarity. 


SIDEWALKS. 

There was a large amount of edgestones laid 
this season, and the quality furnished was very 
s;ood. The contract was awarded to H. E. Fletcher 
& Co., of West Chelmsford. The new walks were 
built of concrete or cinders, and no brick sidewalks 
were constructed except in replacing or repairing 
old ones. 
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PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 

This beautiful, and it might be said the only 
driveway in Lowell, is being rapidly put into proper 
shape and nearing completion, and a couple of 
years’ work will practically complete it, so that only 
a small amount of money will be necessary to keep 
the walks and lawns in good condition. The river 
bank wall will probably be completed this year. 
There should be some drinking fountains for man 
and beast and some seats for the weary. 

' A plan has been submitted for the setting out 
of some shrubbery, which if carried out, would 
greatly -improve the general appearance of the 
Boulevard. 


SEWERS, 

Many sewers have been built, and many more 
started and are at present under construction. 
Some of them have been asked for and necessary 
for }'ears. The Chelmsford Street sewer will 
drain the institutions at the City Farm and also 
the side streets leading off Chelmsford Street. 
The Centralville main sewer will be a much needed 
improvement in a section of the city which was 
without drainage, and was very badly needed. 
The Foster Street sewer will drain a territory in 
the neighborhood of Tyler Park. 
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I The above named sewers are a much needed 
improvement and a public benefit, and also came 
as a blessing for a large number of citizens in 
these panicky times and large sums of money were 
generously appropriated by the city government for 
that purpose. 

By referring to the table accompanying this 
report it can be seen that many of the sewers 
were very hard to construct on account of the 
unusual amount of ledge encountered. Although 
the Chelmsford Street sewer is not completed, 1,743 
cubic yards of ledge were removed. On Central- 
ville sewer 812 cubic yards, and in Foster Street 
545 cubic yards. The most difficult portions of the 
above named sewers have been overcome and the 
remaining portions can be more easily finished. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I wish to return my sincere 
thanks to His Honor the Mayor and members of 
the City Council for their assistance and approval, 
especially to the City Engineer and his assistants, 
and the Committees on Streets and Sewers for their 
ready assistance and advice. The relations with the 
heads of the different departments have been most 
pleasant and agreeable. I also want to say a word 
of praise to my assistants, foremen, and other 
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employes of the different departments for their co- 
operation for the city’s best interests.

Chief’s Office, Palmer Street Engine House, 
Lowell, January 1st, 1894. 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen: — In accordance with the require- 
ments governing the Fire Department, it becomes 
my duty as Chief Engineer, to present to you 
the annual report of the Fire Department of the 
City of Lowell, for the year ending December 31, 
1893. 

The report will be found to contain state- 
ments in detail, embracing the amount of expendi- 
tures, a register of the department, with the age, 
residence and occupation of each member, a record 
of all fires and- alarms which have occurred during 
the year and the cause thereof, with the names of 
the owners and occupants, the loss and insurance, as 
nearly as could be ascertained, with the number 
and location of the fire alarm boxes ; also an in- 
ventory of all property of the department, in charge 
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of the several companies, and such information as 
is thought proper for your consideration. 

The following statement will show the receipts 
and expenditures.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible 
condition, and consists at present of six Engines, 
four two-horse Reels, six one-horse and one two- 
horse Hose wagons, one Babcock Aerial and three 
trucks of other patterns, two Chemical Engines, 
one Hale Water Tower, sixteen Fire Extinguishers, 
one Patrol Wagon and Sleigh fully equipped, six 
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Hose Pungs on runners, seven Fuel Wagons, three 
Wagons and one Sleigh for use on Fire Alarm, 
one Wagon and Sleigh for Chief’s use. In reserve 
there are one two-horse and one one-horse Hose 
Reels. 

The only addition to the Department has been 
the purchase of a Hale Water Tower, which should 
have better quarters than at present. It is stored 
in the stable of Engine 4 on High Street, and 
in case it is needed, it will take some time to 
get it into service. While we have had no oc- 
casion for its use during the past year, yet there 
were a number of fires, which, if they had gained 
a better start, would surely have called for the 
services of the Tower, and for that reason I believe 
it should be located where it can be reached more 
quickly. I would recommend that a house be built 
on the City Lot on Middle Street for its reception. 


FIRE-ALARM. 


This branch of the service has been maintained 
in most excellent condition by the Operator, Mr- 
George B. Whitney, and has given perfect alarms 
the past year. 

There have been one hundred and fifty-six 
alarms given from signal boxes ; and No-School has 
been given ten times the past year. 
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Eight new boxes have been placed in circuit 
the past year, numbered and located as follows : 

126 — Mt. Washington Street, corner Varney, 

127 — Mammoth Road, coiner Woodward Avenue, 

139 — Adams Street, corner Cross, 

148 — Hood’s Laboratory (private) 

145 — Middlesex Street, corner School, 

182 — Chelmsford Street, corner Westford, 

235 — White’s Tannery (private) 

249 — East Merrimack Street, corner Stackpole. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten- 

circuit non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cut 
out and testing switch board, eleven galvanometers, 
ten bell strikers, fifteen large gongs for Engine 

Houses, eighteen small gongs, seventeen indicators, 
one line tester, sixteen electro-magnets and con- 
nection for opening small doors, twenty-three 
electric light current protectors, ninety-five public 
and- five private signal boxes, ninety-three miles of 
wire, the whole supplied by a gravity battery of 
four hundred cups. There is also one large gong 
and indicator combined, in the Police Station, one 
large gong in the Pumping Station, two large 
gongs, one in Merrimack Square and one at 
Tower’s Corner, which have been placed in circuit 
the past year. 

TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system eighteen 
stations, consisting of transmitter, telephone, 
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bell and battery; there are also twenty-two extension 
bells for the sleeping rooms of the Engine Houses, 
and about forty miles of wire owned by the city 
and under the care of the Fire Alarm Operator, 
except the transmitters and telephones, which are 
leased from the Telephone Company. 


HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are sixty horses in the service of the 
Department, eleven of which belong to the Street 
Watering Department, and are used in bad weather 
by the Fire Department for their keeping. The 
horses now are in good condition, but the service 
required of them by the enforced idleness that they 
are compelled to endure, and when called upon to 
respond to alarms, is calculated to soon break them 
down and render them unfit for use in this De- 
partment. There are twelve sets of double, ten sets 
of three-horse hitch and four single swinging har- 
nesses of the Berry and Hale patents. 


HYDRANTS. 

During the year forty-iwo new post hydrants 
have been added making a total of nine hundred 
and thirty-eight, for which this Department is 
charged twelve dollars each annually. 
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The hydrants added are located as follows: Chase, 
Gibson, Perry and Rock Streets, two each, Aiken, 
B, Eellevue, Campaw, Chelmsford, Chippewa, Dart- 
mouth, Davenport, Gorham, Hudson, Jenness, Law- 
rence. Parker, Payton, Pine, Saratoga, Stackpole, 
Stevens, Tanner, Thorndike, Vernon, Ward and 
William Streets, Fifth, Georgianna, Lilley, Nelson 
Avenues, Shaw Hosiery, and White Brothers’ 
Tannery one each. 

The location of five of these were changed, 
one from East Merrimack to Stackpole Street, one 
from the west to the south side of Perry Street, 
one from the East to the West side of Lawrence 
Street, one from the East side of George Street 
to William Street, and one from the West to the 
East side of Ward Street. 


PROTECTIVE DIPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city, 
and consists of five permanent men. This company 
has again demonstated its usefulness in saving 
property from damage at fires, and has been of 
great assistance in subduing small fires with its 
extinguishers during the past year. It has spread 
three hundred and sixty-three covers, and has used 
one hundred and eighty-six extinguishers the past 
year. 
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Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, used 
40 tanks. Chemical Engine B, attached to Truck 
3, used 56 tanks. 


HOUSES. 

The houses of the department are in very 
good repair, and having been improved from year 
to year, they are provided with every requisite for 
the comfort and convenience of the men, and ample 
accommodations for horses and apparatus. The 
inside of the Palmer Street Engine House needs 
painting, as the walls were left unfinished until the 
building should settle. 


FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of fires that occurred 
during the year ending December 31, 1893, was 

three hundred and nine. One hundred and fifty- 
six were given from signal boxes, forty by telephone, 
one hundred and nine still alarms, and four 
automatic, to every one of which some part of 
the department has responded. 

There has been an increase of ten alarms 
over last year. The whole amount of losses, as 
near as could be ascertained, was $91,547.26; the 
amount of insurance was $537,990.00; the amount 
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of insurance paid was $87,402.26 ; making the net 
amount of loss above insurance $4,145.00. This is 
the largest number of alarms of any year that I 
have been connected with the department. There 
have been also a number of small fires extinguished 
by the Police Force and other citizens where the 
department was not called. 

In my last report the case of E. Laurencelle 
for incendiarism, was bound over for trial. He was 
convicted and sentenced to eighteen months im- 
prisonment, which was a very light sentence con- 
sidering the trouble and expense it takes to capture 
and convict an incendiary. We have had one fire 
the past year that no doubt was incendiary. An 
investigation was had, but the man most interested 
has left for parts unknown. There have been five 
fires supposed to have been accidentally set by 
tramps, as that class of people occupy the premises 
mostly. I hardly think they would want to burn 
up places that gave them a good chance to rest, 
except by accident. There have been a number of 
suspicious fires, but not enough evidence could be 
secured to call for an investigation. Seven alarms 
have been given for fires out of the city, — one in 
Boston, one in North Tewksbury, two in Chelms- 
ford and three in Dracut, — to all of which some 
part of the department responded. A large number 
of needless alarms were given the past year. Four 
false alarms were given. A young man that pulled 
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one or more of them was caught and fined twenty 
($20) dollars. There have been none rung in since. 
There have been two second alarms, and a number 
where a telephone and a bell alarm has been given 
for the same fire. The prompt action in giving 
alarms and the activity with which- the members 
of the department have responded has stopped a 
number of threatening fires. The only fire that 
started in for a conflagration occurred September 30, 
at 10.56 p. M. second alarm rung in at 11.10. It 
caught in a stable owned by O. A. Simpson and 
extended to the stables of G. H. Tryder and E. 
Puffer. These stables were surrounded by wooden 
buildings of all kinds. The fire communicated to 

O 

seven dwellings, a carriage manufactory, blacksmith 
and paint shop, and another stable, making four- 
teen buildings that were damaged by this fire, three 
of which were totally destroyed. The largest loss 
by any one fire occurred August 2d, at 11.06 p. m., 
second alarm given at 11.15 p M - The Standard 
Worsted Company’s Mill, cause unknown, supposed 
combustion, loss was $26,18400, the greater part 
of which was caused by water. There were only 
eleven other fires where the loss was over two 
thousand ($2,000) dollars. For further particulars in 
regard to fires and losses, I refer you to the table 
annexed to this report.

Instructions to Key-Holders. 


Alarms are to be given from boxes nearest the location of the 

fire. 

Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire, you will 
unlock the box, pull down the slide or hook once only, and let go. 

If you hear no sound from the bell, pull again; if you fail the 
second time go to the next nearest box and do the same. Also, be 
particular to remain at the box until the arrival of the Engineer, 
who will release the key. 

Each box contains a small bell, which if heard, indicates that 
the alarm has been given from another box. In such a case do not 
pull the box until the alarm has been completed. 

~ Never signal for a fire seen at a distance. Never touch the 
hook except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause 
than an actual fire. 

Second alarm for the same fire will be given only by the 
Engineers. 

Never let the key out of your possession unless called for by 
the Chief Engineer. If you change your place of business or resi- 
dence where the key is kept return it to the same officer. 

Keys to the boxes are in the possession of responsible parties 
in the vicinity of the boxes ; also in the hands of the police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys of 
signal boxes are kept. A large number of boxes have been furnished 
with a key in an iron box with a glass front, which in a few cases 
Lad to be taken out, on account of boys breaking the glass. 
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General Running Orders. 


The companies will respond to alarms of fire given from boxes 
as indicated on running card. 

The Chief, First Assistant and Protective Company will answer 
alarms from all boxes. 

Members of companies who do not respond to first alarms, will 
report to their respective houses and await orders. Should a second 
or third alarm be not received within thirty minutes, the officer in 
command will have the roll called and dismiss his men. If the 
recall is sounded before the expiration of the time stipulated above 
the officer will dismiss the men. After a second alarm has been 
given the members of the companies not responding to it will 
remain on duty at their respective houses, until the recall is 
sounded. If there are no companies remaining in quarters that 
respond to alarms given from other boxes after the first alarm has 
been given and before the recall is struck, one engine, one truck, 
chemical and two hose companies, remaining in quarters nearest to 
the box giving the alarm, will respond immediately. This article 
applies to all alarms except in case of telephone or still alarms. 
The engine will not respond. After a second alarm is given, all 
companies remaining in quarters will respond immediately before 
the recall is sounded. 

In case where two alarms may have been given, from different 
boxes, the second box having struck before the recall from the first 
box, the recall from the first box will be two blows, from the second 
box one blow. 

The all out or recall signals will be given by striking two 
blows with an interval of ten seconds between the blows. 

Second alarms will be given by striking two blows, followed 
by one round of the box giving the first alarm. 

Third or general alarm will be given by striking three blows, 
followed immediately by one round of the box, when all companies 
will respond immediately. 
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Second or third alarms will be given only by special orders of 
the Chief or Acting Chief. 

Two strokes repeated two times at 1-4 before 8 a. m., and 1-4 
past 1 p. m., in the summer, and 1-4 before 8 a. m., and 1-4 before 
1 p. m., in winter denotes no session of the Primary and Kinder- 
garten schools, the same alarm repeated in thirty seconds denotes 
no session of all the schools. 

The same alarm at 6.30 p. m., in winter denotes no session of 
the Evening schools.

REPORT. 


Lowell, January 1, 1894. 

To the Mayor and (Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street Lights, for 
the year ending December 31, 1893. The working 
force under the direction of the Superintendent 
(Chief of Fire Department), consists of thirteen men, 
one of whom acts as foreman. They have in ad- 
dition to their regular duties of lighting and clean- 
ing the gas lamps, set up and fitted 33 gas and 
78 gasoline posts, have removed 78 gas and 36 
gasoline posts on account of the electric lights. 
They have replaced 4 gas and 5 gasoline posts that 
have been broken, replaced 10 lantern frames, set 
1040 lights of glass and 57 globes. All the lamp 
posts have been painted the past year. 

There are at present 787 gas lights ; in ad- 
dition there are 39 lights owned and maintained 
by the different corporations, the city paying for 
the gas comsumed. These lights are lighted and 
put out according to the time designated by a 
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card issued by the Superintendent monthly. These 
lights average about seven hours a night and burn 
4, 6, 12 and 18 feet per hour according to location. 
There have been 33 new gas lights added and 78 
discontinued on account of electric lights the past 
year. 

The location of the gas lights added the past 
year are as follows : Sargent and Rea streets 3 
each, Warwick, Newhall, Rolfe, and South Wilder 
streets and Cumberland road 2 each, Pleasant, 
Porter, Howard, D, Beech, Eighteenth, Westford, 
Wannalancit, Boylston, Railroad, Coburn, Barclay, 
Pollard streets, Third, Greenwood, Winthrop avenues 
and Branch place x each. 

The Globe Gas Light Company of Boston, 
agrees by contract to furnish all lanterns and glass 
and keep and maintain their lights in good order, 
with a light equal to a five foot burner, at six 
cents per light a night, they to have no less than 
twenty-five nights per month and to bum until 
one o’clock. These lights as a rule are located on 
streets where there are no gas mains, and are re- r 
placed with gas as soon as gas mains are laid. 

There are 502 gasoline lights at present, 78 
new ones having been added and 36 replaced by 
gas and electric lights the past year. 

The new ones are located as follows: Rear of 
Gorham street beyond the Fair Grounds 13, Wood 
street 4, Middlesex street and vicinity 8, Westford 
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street beyond Pine street io, Carlisle street 6, Stevens 
street 4, Thompson and Ward streets and Holyrood 
avenue 3 each, South Wilder, Pleasant, Spencer, Bill- 
ings and Coburn streets, Varnum avenue and Carpet 
Lane 2 each, Mammoth road, Coburn avenue, 
Keene, Decatur, Fred, C, Court, West, Hildreth 
and Oakland streets 1 each. 

“The contract with the Lowell Electric Light 
Corporation expired last August, a new contract 
was made for five years. The following is a copy 
of the said contract : 

“THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into 
this thirtieth day of August, A. D., 1893, by and 
between the City of Lowell, a municipal corporation 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the 
Lowell Electric Light Corporation, duly established 
by law and doing business in said City of Lowell, 

“WITNESSETH : 

“That the said Lowell Electric Light Corpora- 
ration, in consideration of the agreements and 
promises of said City hereinafter contained, and of 
other valuable considerations by it received from 
said city, hereby covenants and agrees with the 
said city that it will furnish for a period of five 

years from the first day of August, A. D. 1893, 
three hundred and twenty-five electric arc lamps as 
are now located in said city, also all the arc lamps 
situated in Huntington and Jackson Halls, in said 
city, and as many more arc lamps, both in said 

city and Halls, as the Committee on Lighting of 

said city, during the continuance of this contract 
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shall order; such additional arc lamps to be located 
in said city at such points and places as the said 
committee may order and direct, and the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen approve ; that during such 
period it shall furnish all poles, wires, apparatus 
and fixtures required for said lamps, and such ad- 
ditional lamps if any, and provide and maintain 
said lamps, repair, paint and maintain the lamp 
poles and all supporting poles, hoods and supports 
for the lamps, and operate, clean and care for said 
lamps in all respects in strict conformity with the 
following conditions, which are made a part of this 
agreement, and to be observed and performed by 
the said Lowell Electric Light Corporation. 

CONDITIONS. 

“The said lamp or lamps shall be what is 
commonly known as a two-thousand-candle-power 
light, of such candle power as will be obtained 
when each and every lamp in all the circuits in 
the service of said city shall give from nine and 
six-tenths to ten amperes or electrical units, from 
forty-five to fifty volts of electrical pressure but at 
no time shall the electrical power of each lamp 
be less than four hundred and fifty watts ; and it 
is understood and agreed that in case the “World’s 
Electrical Congress” should at any time during the 
continuance of this contract adopt as the standard 
for arc lights a number of watts greater than that 
specified, then the said corporation shall immediately 
furnish the number of amperes, or electrical units 
and increase the electrical pressure in each lamp 
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in the service of the city, to the number of volts 
necessary to produce the number of watts adopted 
as the standard for arc lights by the Electrical 
Congress aforesaid. 

“Each and every arc lamp furnished under this 
contract shall be supplied by said corporation with 
carbons of the best quality and of the size best 
adapted to give the highest candle power, with 
globes of clear glass free from spots or rings; said 
globes to kept clean and whole, free from dust and 
dirt, and said lamps to give a clear, steady, white 
light without undue flickering or hissing. 

“The lamps shall be operated continously each 
and every night during the continuance of this 
agreement, and shall be started thirty minutes after 
sunset and kept in operation until thirty minutes 
before sunrise ; in case of unusual darkness due to 
storm or otherwise, said lamps shall be started at 
sunset and kept in operation until sunrise, and the 
time of sunset or sunrise for the purposes of this 
contract shall be determined by the “Old Farmer’s 
Almanac globes that may become broken shall 
be replaced by sound ones each day before starting 
the lights. If the said committee shall request any 
of the globes changed, such change shall be made 
at once and the positions, manners of hanging, 
height above pavement shall be determined by said 
Committee on Lighting, and all lamps, wires and 
other conductors shall be thoroughly insulated and 
so placed as not to expose the public or property 
to danger, or to unnecessarily interfere with the 
work of the Fire Department in case of fire. 
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“In case the Superintendent of Streets shall 
determine that any of the lamp posts, supporting 
posts or apparatus connected therewith, require 
repairing, owing to an unsightly or dangerous con- 
dition, the same shall be repaired at once or within 
twenty-four hours after notice from the Superintend- 
ent ; and if not so repaired, said Superintendent 
may make the repairs and the expense thereof 
shall be deducted from any amount due hereunder. 

“And the said Lowell Electric Light Corpora- 
tion further agrees to indemnify and save harmless 
the said city from any and all loss, cost or dam- 
age that it may suffer by reason of any infringe- 
ment suits, or by reason of any infringement of 
any patent right, in the use of said lamps and 
lights or the apparatus, fixtures, machinery or 
methods connected or used in connection therewith, 
and from all claims, liability, or demands, that shall 
be caused by the erection, maintenance or use of 
said lamps, or the poles, wires or appurtenances 
connected therewith, or from any defect therein or 
by the carelessness of said corporation, its agents 
or servants, in the operation or management of 
said lamps ; if the said city shall relocate any of 
the poles or lamps, the expense of the labor shall 
be paid by said city, but not of the materials and 
other expenses in making such change. 

“And the said City of Lowell upon its part 
covenants and agrees to pay said Lowell Electric 
Light Corporation, in the event that said Cor- 
poration furnishes according to the terms of this 
agreement the number of lights herein before men- 
tioned, and such number in excess thereof as the 
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LOWELL, MASS.

To His Honor the Mayor, and Gentlemen of the City 
Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen : — 

In compliance with section two, chapter five, of the 
Ordinances of the City of Lowell, I respectfully submit 
the report of the departments under my charge for the 
year ending December 20, 1893. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 

This building was occupied by the High School 
scholars in October, the building being completed at 
that time, with the exception of the chemical laboratory 
which was finished in December. This building con- 
sists of sixteen school rooms, 29 feet 4 inches x 34 feet 
4 inches, there being eight rooms on the first and 
second floor each ; on the third floor there is a 
chemical laboratory, chemical lecture room, physical 
laboratory and physical lecture room of the same 
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size as the school rooms. There is also an assem- 
bly hall on this floor which is 85 feet x 75 feet 
x 30 feet high. This building as completed is one 
of the finest in the State, and has been built with 
every convenience for the teachers and pupils. 

NEW MOODY SCHOOL. 

This building was finished and turned over to 
the School Department in April. It consists of 
twelve school rooms, six on each floor, and an 
assembly hall on the third floor. The total cost 
of this building with land was $81,734.31. 

OAKLAND SCHOOL. 

. The Oakland school is a four room school, 
which has been finished the last year, the total 
cost of the building with land being $10,139,08. 

CHELMSFORD STREET SCHOOL. 

This is an eight-room school with an assembly 
hall, is built of brick with granite trimmings. The 
building is now ready for the plasterers and will 
be finished in time for the September term of school. 

ADDITION TO BUTLER SCHOOL. 

There has been started a four room addition 
to the Butler School. The roof is now on and 
slated, and the interior will be finished so it can 
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be used at the opening of the fall term. With 
this addition it will make a twelve-room school 
building. 


REPAIRS ON OLD SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The amount of repairs on old buildings the 
last year have been as extensive as any for several 
years. The largest expenditure on any one of the 
old buildings being at the Highland School, where 
the third floor has been finished and a large as- 
sembly hall built. This was done in answer to a 
petition of several hundred citizens of Ward Four 
asking for the same. 

At the Green School there have been new 
floors laid in eight rooms and in the hallways. 

The High Street School has been painted out- 
side 

New windows have been put in the Varnum 
School, which improve the looks very much; the 
building has been painted outside also. 

The West Sixth Street school has been piped 
for steam and a new boiler put in, which takes 
the place of stoves. There have been two rooms 
colored. 

The Fayette Street school has been painted 
outside ; also the Pond Street school. 

At the Tenth Street school there has been 
steam put in, also new water closets in the base- 
ment. With steam in this building and West Sixth 
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Street school, we have no school heated by stoves 
larger than two rooms. 

At the School Street school new floors have I 
been laid in two rooms. 

There has been one room finished at the Weed 
Street school. This is a four-room school but 
there have been only three rooms finished until 
this year. 

The Agawam Street school has had a new 
boiler and piped for steam, and has been whitened 
throughout. 

At the Plain Street school there have been new 
vaults put in, and the building has been painted 
outside. 

The Edson school has been thoroughly remodeled, 
the roof has been reslated, there have been new 
blackboards throughout, new floors have been laid, 
new sheathings, and the building has been painted 
inside and outside. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

There have been no new houses started in this 
department this year. We have finished the new 
hospital and addition to insane department at the 
City Farm, built a new boiler house and chimney, 
and done such work as was needed on the old 
buildings. 

O 

The total amount expended at the farm by this 
department for the last year was $13,212.00. 
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At the Water Works we have laid new floors 
and done the general repairs. 

The Lawrence Street Engine House has been 
colored and painted inside. 

The Engine House on Fourth Street has had 
new water closet and wash bowl, and the floors 
have been repaired. 

Engine House on Branch Street has had new 
stalls put in and old stalls replanked. 

There has been a great deal of trouble at the 
Engine houses caused by the manure rotting the 
beams, and in order to avoid it, I have had all 
the stall gutters connected with the sewer, and the 
Chief of Fire Department has the manure removed 
from the building every day. This has remedied 
the matter, and the cellars are now in better con- 
dition than they have been in years. 

The balance of the buildings have received such 
repairs as was necessary. 

I submit herewith a table of receipts and ex- 
penditures on the buildings under my charge:

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Discipline. 

The discipline of the department has been good. The 
members, as, a rule, have manifested a commendable disposi- 
tion to conform to the requests of their superiors, and to cheer- 
fully and faithfully perform their duties. It is but justice to 
the officers to say, that, with a few exceptions, the force lias 
been free from petty strife and jealousies ; and while it is a recog- 
nized fact that there is room for improvement, I feel assured 
that the officers of this department will strive to make advance- 
ment in everything that will tend to make the police force of 
this city efficient and worthy of the respect of the public it 
serves. My policy with the officers of the department has been 
to have done what could and should be, regardless of statistics. 
It has been a noticeable fact that crooks, tramps, and criminals 
of that class have found this city very uncomfortable as a tarry- 
ing place, as the faithful work of this department in detecting 
suspicious persons on their arrival, and keeping them under 
close surveillance, has had a most excellent effect in deterring 
their friends from paying us a visit. How few of our citizens, 
unless they have taken pains to inform themselves as to the 
duties of a policeman, have the remotest idea of the unpleas- 
antness connected with those duties, or the dangers to which 
they are being constantly exposed. For 365 days (except 
10 days’ vacation), he is expected to patrol our streets, night 
and day ; to be found at his post of duty in the severest 
storms as well as in sunshine ; he is expected to guard your 
lives and property while you sleep ; he must he present at all 
times and on all occasions, — at fires, political meetings, large 
gatherings and entertainments, — to preserve the peace ; he must 
be an escort for processions ; attend to the wants of injured per- 
sons and lost children found on our streets ; he must report all 
broken and unlighted street lamps ; look after the violation of 
the city ordinances, and attend to many other duties, the extent 
of which the public can know little about. In fact, from no 
other department of the city government is there so much 
expected, or one that so much needs the encouragement of all 
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law-abicling citizens. Owing to the efficiency of our fire depart- 
ment, but very little has been required of the police at fires, 
but the best of feeling prevails between these two departments 
of the public service, and I trust it will always remain so. 

Detective Department. 

The work of this department was conducted by Inspectors 
Hayes and Laflammc until the death of Inspector Hayes last 
July. To the police department and the citizens at large, the 
removal, by death, of Mr. Hayes is a serious loss. He was one 
of the best officers in the department. Patrolman Allen was 
detailed, Oct. 1, to assist Inspector Laflamme, and they still 
continue to conduct their work in a careful, intelligent man- 
ner. They have been remarkably successful in all work placed 
in their hands, and their success in recovering stolen property 
and detecting and arresting criminals proves them to be well 
fitted for the positions they hold. 

Liquor Prosecutions. 

The work of enforcing the laws regulating the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor has been carried on with a considerable degree 
of success. Inspectors Donaldson, Goodwin and Welch are 
assigned to this duty ; and while we have, perhaps, accom- 
plished as much as could be expected, considering the difficul- 
ties attending the work, still it is not entirely satisfactory, 
viewed from the standpoint of an exact and honorable compli- 
ance with the law; — -from reports that have come to me (not of 
a kind that could be used as evidence), I am convinced that 
certain dealers have not conformed to the conditions of their 
license relative to selling on Sundays and other prohibited 
days, or with the provisions designating the kind of business 
permitted. I am of the opinion that a closer observance of the 
law would lie shown by legal dealers if this department had a 
voice in determining who should receive licenses, and were able 
to say that a man who violated his license would fail to secure 
a renewal of it, even if we were not in a position to prove the 
fact to the satisfaction of a jury. While it would, perhaps, be

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Born in Bradford, Vt., February 8th, 
1847; entered the service January 30th'

He was genial, generous and kind-hearted ; 
an intelligent and efficient officer ; popular 
with the general public, and loved and 
respected by the members of the force. 
Faithful in the performance of every duty ; 
died beloved and respected by his brother 
officers and a host of friends. 
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unfair to revoke a license on hearsay evidence; even when satis- 
fied that it is true, still no just cause for complaint could come 
from refusing to renew it after it had expired. I do not wish 
to be understood as charging that violations have been the rule, 
but it should be possible to prevent all willful disregard of the 
law ; and although failure to prevent it is chargeable to the dif- 
ficulty in securing evidence, still these violations are considered 
as reflecting on the efficiency of the police by many persons 
whose good opinions we desire to retain. The suppression of 
illegal liquor selling has been conducted with a view to accom- 
plishing permanent results, and when possible we have put 
these dealers in a position where increased punishment could 
be given them if they did not abandon the business. I am 
willing to allow the people who live in the vicinity of certain 
notorious places that have flourished for years to say whether or 
not we have met with any success, confident that they will admit 
that better results have been secured the past year than ever 
before. 

In spite of statements to the contrary, I do not hesitate to 
say that in the matter of illegal liquor selling, Lowell will com- 
pare favorably with any other city in the commonwealth, since 
to-day there are no unliccnced saloons where the paraphernalia 
usual to liquor selling can be found — a state of affairs, that to 
my knowledge, has not previously existed. I submit that the 
driving of illegal selling into small groceries and tenement houses 
in the worst parts of the city is something to be approved by 
law-abiding citizens. The difficulties attending liquor seizures 
in such localities as Adams, Market, Winter and similar streets 
is not understood by the general public, although the persons 
engaged in business thoroughly understand it. It is not sufficient 
to seize liquors, but evidence must be produced to show that it 
is kept with intent to sell ; and when the whole neighborhood is 
in sympathy with the dealer, it is not an easy matter to get 
such evidence. In order to accomplish it, we have employed 
special officers to procure sales at these places, as the regular 
police are too well known to do it ; and yet, these special officers 
have been abused and called spotters, by the very people who 
have criticised the department most severely for failing to wipe 
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out illegal selling, until it has become* impossible to induce 
other special police officers to undertake the work. In view of 
these facts, comment on such criticism is unnecessary. 

Since December 1, 1892, they have served 163 search war- 
rants, and made 76 seizures, netting 420 gallons of liquor. 
There have been 62 prosecutions made in the police court. The 
lines in these cases amounted to $4,310.00. The liquors^Seized 
have been forfeited and delivered to the chief of the Massachu- 
setts District Police, and his receipt taken therefor. Eighty-two 
patrolmen have testified in the prosecution of liquor cases. 

Police Telegraph. 

This necessary auxiliary to the efficiency ' of our police 
work has given the best of satisfaction during the past year. 
A city of Lowell’s size and importance could ill afford to be 
without such a factor in its police department, and when I con- 
sider the difficulties attending police duty in the past, when we 
did not have a police telegraph, and compare it with these 
days, I am satisfied that the money expended to purchase and 
maintain it has been a good investment. 

The addition of a battery room iii the police building will 
be quite an improvement. Formerly, the battery was in the 
central fire station. By having it in the police station it will 
be nearer the apparatus, besides making it more convenient. 

Last spring, the boxes were overhauled, and all repairs 
needed were attended to by the Gamewell people. I have only 
to add that the work done by them has always been satisfactory, 
not only in workmanship but in their willingness to give us the 
best they have in the way of improvements. 

A few more boxes could be placed to advantage around the 
city. The number in use at present is fifty-three — one box 
having been added this year. 

Following is a brief summary of the work done on the

Recommendations. 

That some provisions be made for the maintenance of a 
bed at some one of the hospitals. During the past year, we 
have had oeeasion to send a number of persons who were in- 
jured, by aeeident, to the St. John’s hospital. The authorities 
there have never refused to aecept any patient so sent — not 
that the. eity has any rights wliieh it has paid for, but the 
patients have been received and eared for through eharity. 
This should not be. It seems to me that in a city contain- 
ing nearly eighty-five thousand inhabitants, where large manu- 
factories are located, aeeidents are liable to oeeur at any time 
and the injured should have hospital treatment. That we have 
been slow in this matter is a fact that eannot be disputed. 
That we should not be obliged to depend on the suffrage of 
those placed in charge of the hospital is eoneeded by every fair- 
minded eitizen. While the hospital authorities have been kind 
to us in every instance, I feel that we should no longer be sup- 
plicants for eharity, but should have rights bought and paid 
for. 


Police Surgeon. 

In nearly every city where there is a Poliee Department of 
any magnitude there is a Police Surgeon. His duty is to 
examine applicants for poliee service, visit officers reported 
sick or disabled, and attend to siek, injured or insane police 
prisoners. In the ease of officers reported sick or disabled, he 
makes a report to the head of the Poliee Department, giving 
the eause and the nature of the siekness. As soon as an offieer 
is reported sick he visits him, and the department is thus able 
to know whether the siekness is real or assumed. Such an 
offieer, in my opinion, is greatly needed in our city, and I most 
respeetfullv ask you to give this matter your consideration at 
an early moment. 
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I would respectfully recommend the enactment of and 
amendments to present ordinances covering the following : 

Fruit, Notion, etc., Stands. — Prohibiting all sales of goods 
or merchandise on the main streets or sidewalks. 

News Boys and Bootblacks. — License news boys and 
bootblacks for a nominal sum, making said licenses more a 
matter of register and control over them than for any revenue. 

Parades. — Prohibit all parades of whatever nature (ex- 
cept funerals) without first obtaining a written permit therefor 
from the mayor : and said permit should designate the time and 
the streets over which said parade should pass. 

Public Meetings. — Prohibit on streets all public meet- 
ings, — political — religious — Salvation Army, etc., — without first 
obtaining a written permit from the mayor, stating time and 
place. 

Junk Men. — License junk men who run wagons or carts, 
and require from them a report, on suitable blanks furnished 
by the police department, of all purchases of metal, under 
heavy penalty. 

Workhouse Prisoners. — Require all prisoners committed 
to the workhouse by the courts, to be returned, upon expiration 
of their time, to the Police Court and be discharged therefrom. 

Bicycles. — There should be an ordinance governing bicy- 
cles and tricycles in this city. 

I also recommend that the ordinance requiring snow and 
ice to be removed from sidewalks should be amended by reduc- 
ing the time limit. In Boston abbutters are required to remove 
snow within an hour after it ceases to fall in the daytime, and 
before 9 o’clock in the morning, if it falls at night. It would 
save this city from suits for damages, and citizens from acci- 
dents, if the police could require abutters to attend to their 
walks without waiting for so many hours to expire. Formerly 
the city was not held responsible for damages until 24 hours 
had elapsed, but now they are liable for the safe condition of 
walks at any time, which seems to be a sufficient reason for 
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requiring prompt action in rendering walks safe and convenient 
for travel. If the city council have the power, the ordinance 
should also be changed to allow the city to clean the walks of 
non-residents who cannot otherwise be reached, the cost to be a 
lien on the estate, to be collected in the same way that taxes 
are collected. 


Pensioning Officers. 

There are two or three cases which some provision should 
be made for other than having them counted on our quota of 
able bodied officers, they having become nearly incapacitated 
for duty. To turn any of these men out without any provision 
for their immediate wants would seem cruel, and would be 
dealing with them in an unjust manner, as they have spent the 
best portion of their lives in this business, and are in conse- 
quence unfitted for anything else. The recommendations I 
Have before made, — that of pensioning such men, — I now re- 
new. This system is adopted in many cities, where tenure of 
office is recognized, and in justice to this city as well as the 
officers themselves, makes it a matter worthy of your immedi- 
ate consideration 


Mounted Patrol. 

I find that, on making a comparison with other cities of 
about our size, we are reasonably well provided for. The city 
has been remarkably free from crime of a serious nature during 
the year. There is one class of offenders that could be dealt 
with far better by a change in our system than by adding a 
large number of men. The mere presence of an officer is suffi- 
cient to prevent depredations of various kinds, and my exper- 
ience leads me to believe that one of the greatest nuisances the 
average citizen has to put up with is the boy of the day. Rob- 
bing orchards, breaking glass, destroying trees and shrubbery, 
while perhaps not done with malicious intent, are sufficient to 
make life a burden to the people whose homes are not on the 
principal streets. Juvenile offenders are protected by law to 
such an extent that it is now a difficult matter to reach them. 
The only remedy is in prevention, and with that object in view, 
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I would recommend the appointment of Mounted Patrol officers 
in the summer months in the suburban districts of wards 2, 8, 
4, 5 and 6. It is not a new experiment. All of the large cities 
now have a mounted patrol for the suburban districts, and 
cities even smaller than Lowell have tried it with success. 

Conclusion. 

In concluding this report, I wish also to acknowledge 
favors received. In the first place to His Honor Mayor 
Pickman, I wish to express my thanks for kind assistance 
and forbearance; and to Alderman Evans, Johnson and 
Westall, — committee on police, — for their consideration and 
every effort made to benefit us. To the citizens at large, for 
the endorsement given by them in the generous manner in 
which they have aided us in our efforts to establish a fund for 
our Relief Association. I also extend my thanks to Honorable 
Samuel P. Hadley and his associates ; and to James F. Savage 
and Edward W. Trull, respectively, of the Police Court, for the 
many courtesies shown me and each member of the Police De- 
partment, and for valuable counsel in dealing with the depart- 
ment. I desire to acknowledge my obligations to Deputies 
Davis and McQuade ; to the Sergeants and Inspectors, as well 
as the rank and file of this department, who have so ably sus- 
tained me. While endeavoring to maintain strict discipline, I 
have also striven to act impartially, and do that which I 
considered for the best good of our department; and also to 
obey the instructions of our police committee, and His Honor, 
the Mayor. 

To the heads of the several departments, we are under 
many obligations. I also desire to extend my thanks to the 
officers of other cities for all assistance rendered.

To the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

The Trustees of the City Library of Lowell 

respectfully submit the following report for the year 
1893: 

Following the Resolves of 1842. ’43, and ’44 of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts relating to school libraries, 
our City Council, on the 20th of May, 1844, passed 
an ordinance creating the “ City School Library ” in 
accordance with these Resolves. 

The coming year is, then, the fiftieth of the 

Library’s existence, and it is a matter of great con- 
gratulation to us that this anniversary year finds our 
Library well established in a building which is uni- 
versally admired for its handsome exterior, and its 
convenient, spacious, and elegant interior, admirably 
adapted for the purpose to which it is dedicated. 
The building has been well and worthily built, and 

reflects great credit on the Commission who had its 

erection in charge, and on the architect who designed 
it. It honors, too, the liberality and enlightened spirit 
of our city. 
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The character and intelligence of a community is 
best shown by its monuments, and by the use made 
of its accumulated wealth. So this noble structure, 
dedicated to the beneficent purposes of public instruc- 
tion and culture, speaks not only of the material but 
of the intellectual progress of our city. 

The liberality and public spirit which prompted 
our city to build for public use one of the finest 
and best-appointed library buildings in the country, 
warrants us in assuming that the Library will be 
liberally maintained, and provisions made for its greater 
value and usefulness in the future. 

In this connection we would once more call 
your attention to the nature of the balance now to 
the credit of the Library in the hands of the City 
Treasurer. It is not the unexpended balance from last 
years appropriation, but is the balance of the insurance 
money paid the Library on account of the loss by 
fire in April, 1891. We have regarded this money 
as a special fund to be spent gradually in repairing 
the losses of 1891, and by the purchase of new books 
to improve the condition of the Library. On account 
of the interruption in the buying of books occasioned 
by moving our Library and establishing it in its new 
quarters, this money has not been spent. We would 
respectfully ask, therefore, that, as in former years, 
in estimating the needs of the Library for the coming 
year, the fact that we have this unexpended balance 
be not considered. 
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We are able to approximate the probable expense 
of running the Library for the coming year as follows:

An appropriation of $15,000 will, therefore, be 
needed to pay the actual running expenses of the 
Library and before a single book can be purchased.

Our Library stands the eleventh on this list. 
Since the above statistics were collected our Library 
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has reached 49,890 volumes, January 1, 1894, and 
probably now stands the ninth or tenth on the list. 
There is no reason why it should not stand the fourth 
on the list, or inferior in importance only to the 
great libraries of Boston and Cambridge. 

What position our Library shall occupy depends 
upon the amount placed at our disposal for the 
purchase of books. We have shown the amount 
necessary to defray the running expenses of the 
Library ; what further sum shall be given us for 
the purchase of books is for you to decide. 

In putting our new quarters to use we find 
that the needs of our Library were well consid- 

ered and provided for except that the present large 
use of our lower reading room was not foreseen. 
The space allotted for this purpose in the base- 

ment of our building is barely sufficient for the many 
who now frequent the rooms. Additional space is 

already needed, and will soon be an urgent necessity. 
An opportunity is offered to extend these rooms by 
adding the unfinished westerly room at the corner 
of Moody and Colburn Streets, and we would respect- 
fully request that you consider the advisability of 

finishing this room. Besides the large increase in 
the use of our reading rooms, the use of the Library’s 
books in the reference department, and in the cir- 
culation of books for home use, has been increasingly 
large, as statistics elsewhere will show. It is the 
modern spirit of libraries, however, to be not merely 
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custodians of books, but to reach out and try in 
many ways to extend their influence and usefulness. 
Although the patronage of our Library is large and 
shows a gratifying increase, yet we are well aware 
that the number reached and benefited by it is not 
as large as it might be. We have no doubt that 
well-printed finding lists of the different classes of 
books in the Library would greatly increase the 
present use of our books. 

Now that our Library is in a position to accom- 
modate a larger patronage there are many directions 
in which it may be more useful. The Library as 
an auxiliary of the public schools has been doing 
efficient work. It is hoped that a closer connection 
with the schools and school work may be established, 
and we would bespeak the co-operation of the School 
Committee and Superintendent to this end. Many 
of the teachers have availed themselves of the special 
privileges accorded them for the benefit of their pupils, 
and we hope that many more will do so, for we are 
sure that a much better class of books will be read 
by the pupil under the direction of a teacher than 
would be read by him if allowed to choose for himself 
at the Library. 

There should be a lecture department in con- 
nection with the Library, and we would be glad to 
see some hall available for free lectures on scientific, 
literary, art, and other subjects, for the benefit of the 
teachers and scholars of our public schools, and for

others specially interested, and we would be glad to 
see provision made for such lectures. They would 
do much, we think, to excite interest in important 
subjects, and the benefit derived from them would 
be inestimable. The library has the material for 
many reading lists on special subjects, and it is our 
purpose, early in the coming year, to publish a monthly 
bulletin which shall contain a list of the new books 
added to the Library, also reference lists on special 
subjects. Such lists distributed among the numerous 
literary and debating societies in the city and at the 
Library would greatly increase the interest in the better 
class of reading, and do much to give direction and 
aim to readers. A handy list of the books of special 
interest to those interested in textile manufactures 
posted at the mills and distributed among the opera- 
tives, would do much to increase the intelligence of 
our artisans and so aid the industrial progress of our 
city. 

With the intention of interesting our people in 
what is best in architecture, painting, and sculpture, 
and of making our Library a centre of refined influ- 
ences, we have hung the walls of the rooms open 
to the public with pictures of famous buildings and 
places, and a number of busts of the great men of 
the world have been placed in our Reference Room. 
These have been seen by many hundreds of people 
and have been much appreciated, both for their decora- 
tive effect in our rooms and for the instruction they 
have given. 
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Our Library is now well started on a new career 
of usefulness, and we feel, by the disposition which 
our City Council and the people have shown towards 
it, that its future is well assured, and that our efforts 
and desire to make it a great good to the people 
will be well sustained. Many friends of the Library 
have presented it with volumes, and have greatly aided 
in replacing the extensive losses of the Library in the 
department of magazines, for which the Trustees make 
grateful acknowledgment. Special mention should be 
made of the gift to the Library of about six hundred 
books by H. M. Boynton of Newtonville. The collec- 
tion contained many useful books, besides pamphlets, 
etc,, of special local interest. 

As our Library now has the facilities for the 
safe keeping of valuable books and other treasures, we 
hope that many important and valuable additions will 
be made to the Library’s collection during the coming 
year, and that gifts to the Library, which have doubt- 
less heretofore been withheld on account of the 
insecurity of the building in which our books were 
stored, will materialize now that our building is 
fire-proof. The following financial statement will show 
the amount and sources of the receipts for the Library, 
and also the direction in which they were expended:

Lowell, Mass., March i, 1894. j 
Gentlemen of the City Council: 

The ordinances of the city require this office should 
make a report annually of the legal business transacted 
by it in the courts of this Commonwealth, together with 
a brief statement of the nature of the cases and their 
disposition. It gives me much pleasure to comply with 
the same, and I have the honor to submit the following; 

Victor Rault vs. City op Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought by the plaintiff to recover 
of the defendant the sum of six thousand dollars, for personal in- 
juries sustained while in the employ of the city. Rault was a laborer 
at work on the Lawrence street sewer on Dec. 15, 1892, where rock 
was being blasted in excavating for the sewer. While so engaged 
and using a pick, it was supposed he struck apiece of dualin, when an 
explosion took place, and defendant lost his right eye and severely 
injured the other, and his face, neck, and hands. This case was 
tried in the Superior Court at Lowell before a jury, and a verdict was 
returned for the defendant. 

Fred Sanborn vs. Ransom A. Greene of the Lowell School 
Board. 

Two suits : The first was an action of contract, whereby the 
plaintiff sought to recover damages of the defendant for breach of 
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contract. The plaintiff claimed that the defendant exceeded his 
authority as a member of the Lowell School Board, in engaging him 
as an evening school teacher in the Lowell High School during the 
whole term thereof, whether his services were required or not by 
the City. Plaintiff’s services were accepted during part of the 
term, but subsequently he was allowed to go, by order of the defen- 
dant, when lie brought this suit. The case wss tried before a jury 
at the March term of the Superior Court, and a verdict returned 
for the defendant. 

The second was a suit for slander growing out of the above 
case. The plaintiff claimed the defendant charged him with being 
a blackmailer, which is a criminal offence under our laws, and sought 
to recover damages therefor. This case was tried before a jury at 
the March term of the Superior Court, and a verdict returned for 
the defendant. 

William Manning vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition filed in the Superior Court to recover dam- 
ages for the taking by the City of about 138,606 square feet of land 
for the enlargement of the Edson Cemetery, a public burial ground 
in said City. The trustees of public burial grounds and the peti- 
tioner were unable to agree as to value of the land, the City 
being willing to pay about three cents per foot, while the petitioner 
claimed at the trial, and sought to prove by his witnesses, that it was 
worth as much as ten cents. It was claimed also there were valua- 
ble deposits of sand on the land which added to its value for build- 
ing purposes. This case was tried before a jury at the March term 
of the Superior Court, and many witnesses were heard , on both 
sides, and after a trial lasting nearly four days the jury returned 
as the petitioner’s damages the sum of $4380, or about 3J cents per 
foot. The petitioner took exceptions to the verdict, was dissatisfied 
therewith, and the case goes to the Supreme Judicial Court for final 
settlement. 

Mary Connors vs. City of Lowell. 

Action of tort to recover damages for personal injuries sus- 
tained by the plaintiff, to wit: A broken arm by reason of the rough, 
hubbly, and uneven condition of ice and snow on the sidewalk on 
Central Street in front of the premises of Wm. B. Spalding. A 
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trial was had in the Superior Court before a jury, and a verdict was 
given for the plaintiff in the sum of $875. There was no defence? 
except one involving a question of law, and the case went to the 
Supreme Judicial Court on the defendant’s exceptions, which were 
overuled. 

Sadie T. Brownlee vs. City of Lowell. 

Action of tort to recover damages for injuries sustained by the 
plaintiff, to wit : A broken arm on Dec. 20, 1890, by reason of falling on 
an icy sidewalk on Pine Street, which the plaintiff alleged was left in a 
dangerous and unsafe condition. This case was tried in the Superior 
Court before a jury in September, 1892, and the jury reported a 
disagreement. An offer was subsequently made to settle for $250, 
in full of damages and costs, and I settled for that sum. 

Grade Crossings. 

Petition of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen to the Superior 
Court asking for the appointment of a Commission to consider the 
advisability of a change of grade where the railroads now operated 
and controlled by the Boston and Maine R. R. cross the following 
streets at grade, viz : George, Taylor, Church, Rogers, Lawrence, 
and Pawtucket. 

A hearing was had before said Court, and by agreement the 
following Commission was appointed : George W. Wiggin of Frank 
lin, John W. Ellis of Woonsocket, R. I., and Samuel L. Minot of 
Boston. Plans have been prepared by both parties, and it is ex- 
pected the Commission will grant a hearing on the petition at an 
early day. 

Sven Ohllson vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition to recover damages for the taking by the 
City of the petitioner’s house and about 40,000 square feet of land, 
for the enlargement of the Ed son cemetery, a public burial ground 
in said Lowell. After the trial of the Manning case I settled this 
action, and paid petitioner $1800 in full of all damages and costs, 
or four cents a foot for all land and buildings taken. 

Charles D. Starbird vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition to assess damages for about 88,428 square feet 
of land taken for the enlargement of theEdson cemetery. This case 
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was also settled, taking the findings of the jury in the Manning case 
into consideration, and the City has reason to congratulate itself in the 
settlement of these land cases, for in no instance did the parties 
receive as much as the City was willing to pay when the land was 
first taken. The amount paid the petitioner in full of damages and 
costs was $3290, or cents per foot. 

John Cross vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought by the plaintiff to recover of 
the defendant damages for injuries received on March 23, 1893, by 
falling on an icy sidewalk on Middlesex Street, whereby the plain- 
tiff’s leg was broken. The sidewalk was in a bad condition, no ten- 
ant occupying the premises abutting the same, and the ice and snow 
were allowed to accumulate thereon. The City being liable, I set- 
tled the case for $300 in full of all damages and costs. 


Patrick Mungoyan vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought by the plaintiff in the' 
United States Circuit Court at Boston to recover damages for in- 
juries sustained by the falling of a derrick at the City’s reservoir 
on Christian Hill, on Oct. 21, 1885. At the term of the Court in 
January last the plaintiff was non-suited, thereby disposing of the 
case in favor of the City. 

City of Lowell vs. Lucy E. Glidden. 

This was an action brought against the defendant to recover 
the amount of a judgment, recovered against the City by Charles 
F. Hamilton, who was injured on Elliott Street on Sept. 12, 1891, 
by falling into a window well attached to defendant’s building, and 
extending into the highway. The case was tried in the Superior 
Court and judgment given for the defendant, which was subse- 
quently confirmed by the Supreme Judicial Court. 

Dora Armstrong vs. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $4000 
for injuries sustained by the plaintiff in falling on an icy sidewalk 
on the easterly side of Gorham Street. The ease was tried at the 
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September term of the Court, and while the injuries complained of 
were severe, the spine having been injured, the City defended the case 
on the question ( f its liability, and a verdict was returned in its 
favor. 


Theresa Tighe vs . City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $4000 
for injuries sustained by falling into a hole in the sidewalk where ice 
had accumulated on the westerly side of Gorham Street, near its 
junction with South Street. The plaintiff broke both bones at the 
ankle joint and ruptured the ligaments about the same, and was 
incapacitated to perform her duties as a housekeeper for many 
months. My examination led me to believe that the City was liable, 
I settled for the sum of $475 in full of damages and costs. 

Boott Cotton Mills vs. City of Lowell. 

Merrimack Man’g Co., vs. City of Lowell. 

Mass. Cotton Mills vs. City of Lowell. 

Tremont & Suffolk Mills vs. City of Lowell. 

All these suits involve the same questions, and were brought to 
recover interest on the various sums of money abated by the 
County Commissioners in the several tax cases. 

The case of the Boott Cotton Mills was tried before Hopkins, J., in 
September, 1892, the plaintiff seeking to recover from the City the 
sum of $2,871.76 interest money. After hearing and argument the 
Court ruled the plaintiffs were entitled to interest from the time of 
abatement by the County Commissioners, and not from the time 
the money was paid to the Collector of Taxes, and entered judgment 
for the plaintiffs in the sura of $1,212.47. By the finding of the 
Superior Court, thousands of dollars have been saved; still I 
deemed it best to have the Supreme Judicial Court pass on the ques- 
tions and settle the law ; therefore at my request the case has been 
reported to that Court. When a final decision is given, it will serve 
as a precedent in the settlement of the other cases. The above was 
contained in my report of 1892. Since then, the Supreme Judicial 
Court has rendered a decision and ordered the above verdict to be 
set aside, rilling that the corporations were entitled to interest 
after demand made on the City, after the findings of the 
County Commissioners. It is expected that all these cases will be 
disposed of at this March term of the Court.

REPORT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 


The suits of the Tremont & Suffolk Mills, for abatement of 
taxes assessed 18 88,1889, 1890, 1891, 1892 are still unsettled; a 
trial was had extending over many days on the petition for abate- 
ment of 1889 before Richardson, J., in the Superior Court, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chap. 127, of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth for 1890, which provide that any party aggrieved may 
appeal to the Superior Court. The Court granted an abatement and 
ruled that the method of the assessors in assessing the real estate 
of said Mills was illogical and led to an error in the assessment. 
The City contended that the assessors’ method was a proper and 
reliable one, and took exceptions to the judge’s ruling, and the case 
is now in the Supreme Court awaiting final determination. 

The removal of the Moody Street tracks, which has occupied 
the attention of the City Government since 1890 is completed. The 
City agreed to pay $17,000 therefor, in full ; and there was paid to 
the Merrimack Man’g Co. the sum of $15,000 in addition to a re 
ceipted bill delivered of two thousand dollars, for work done by the 
Street Department in putting that part of Moody Street where the 
tracks formerly were, into a safe condition for public travel.

While it is not any part of my duty to make any 
suggestions to the City Council, still I deem it wise to 
recommend the passage of an ordinance prohibiting the 
building and erecting of bay-windows on houses abutting 
on the public highway, when such windows extend over 
the street. It might not be considered advisable to pro- 
hibit such building in all streets, but Merrimack, Central, 
and other streets in the business portion of the City 
should be free from these irregular projections. In winter 
time, by reason of the melting of snow and ice, there is 
a constant drip therefrom to the sidewalks, whereby 
ice is formed and the walks rendered unsafe and dan- 
gerous. 

An ordinance should be passed likewise, regulating 
the kind of material to be used in those portions of the 
sidewalk under which excavations are made by abutting 
owners of property. At present each abuttor constructs 
such portion as he deems best, with the result that the 
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public are annoyed and locomotion rendered difficult, by 
reason of certain points or prongs which are used pre- 
sumably to protect the glass disks which admit light to 
the premises underneath. A regular, uniform covering 
should be prescribed, and all persons be obliged to con- 
form thereto. 

During the winter months, when ice and snow 
accumulate on the streets and sidewalks, great difficulty 
is experienced by the police in compelling owners or oc- 
cupants of real estate to remove the snow therefrom. An 
erroneous notion prevails that such persons cannot be 
compelled to remove the snow, but this view is wholly 
wrong, and if persisted in, prosecution in the future will 
undoubtedly follow.

Sect. 22. The salary of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures shall be at the rate of three hundred 
dollars per annum; and all fees received by himi 
shall be paid into the city treasury monthly; and he 
shall, at the same time, report to the Auditor of 
Accounts the amount of such payment. 

Sect. 23. The salary of the Secretary of the. 
Board of Overseers of the Poor shall be at the 
rate of thirteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 24. The salary of the appointed members of 
the Board of Health shall be at the rate of six 
hundred dollars per annum each. 

Sect. 25. The salary of the Inspector of Milk, 
Vinegar, Oleomargarine, and Provisions shall be at 
the rate of twelve hundred dollars per annum, and 
he shall perform whatever work he is called upon to 
do for the Board of Health. 

REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 

Sect. 26. The salary of the members of the Board 
of Registrars of Voters shall be at the rate of 
five hundred dollars per annum each ; and the Chair- 
man of the said Board of Registrars shall receive 
fifty dollars additional. They shall receive their pay 
in equal amounts, in the months of October, Novem- 
ber, and December.

Sect. 27. The salary of the Assesors of Taxes 
shall be at the rate of twenty-two hundred and fifty 
dollars per annum each; and the salary of the As- 
sistant Assessors shall be at the rate of twelve

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hundred dollars per annum each. They shall devote 
their whole time to the service of the city, and 
shall make out and distribute the tax bills. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sect. 28. The salaries of the several members of 
the Fire Department, for the year beginning May 
first, one thousand, eight hundred and ninety-four, 
shall be as herein mentioned, to be paid semi- 
annually, unless otherwise ordered. 

The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at the chief Engineer, 
rate of two thousand dollars per annum, payable 
monthly, which shall be in full payment for all ser- 
vices which may be required of him by the City 
Council ; and he shall devote his whole time to the 
duties of his office.

The Call Foremen of the respective Hose, Hook Cali Foreman, 
and Ladder, and Steam Fire Engine Companies shall 
be paid at the rate of two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars each per annum.
